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Kopp, Virginia

Kopp, Virginia was a very small town, but I loved it very much. I remember when actually the only thing 
was the old country store, the post office and Belle Haven Baptist church. It just seemed liked every one 
knew every one. It was a friendly little town with hundreds of people, which we will try to list in this book. I 
hope that you enjoy learning about Kopp, Virginia located in the southeastern part of Prince William 
County, just a few miles west of Quantico National Cemetery off Joplin Road, before Independent Hill. 

From reading through the Belle Haven Missionary Baptist Church records and newspaper articles you can 
see who most of the families were who lived in Kopp and the surrounding area from about 1880 to 1945. 

Margaret A (born April 10, 1810, died March 10, 1889 age 79) and William 
Wright (born March 7, 1804, died March 30, 1880 age 76 years). Margaret A. 

Wright was one on the first four members of Belle Haven Missionary Baptist 
Church, being accepted by experience on December 20, 1885. Children of 
Margaret and William were George W.; Roberter F. (born February 22, 1834, 
married E.A. Masrfield); Elbert (born May 27, 1836, married Mollie Myers); 

Richard (born March 18, 1838, enrolled as a member of Capt. Norvill’s Co. F & 

49th VA Regt. was killed May 31, 1862 in the Battle Seven Pines, Richmond, 

VA), Gustavus B. (born June 6, 1840, enrolled as a member of Capt. Norvill’s 
Co. F & 49th VA Regt., wounded May 31, 1862, corporal in 1863 and was killed Margaret A. Wright 
June 18, 1864 near Lynchburg, VA); Orisella A. (born August 12, 184_, died 

with the flu August 29th, year unknown); Nettie E. (born August 22, 1844, died March 14, 1908, married 
Robert A. Abel); Edwin T. (born September 14, 1847, died Dec. 18, 1918, married Julia Murphy); 
Geuthur (February 18, 1850, killed by lightning), and Jilson M. (born February 26, 1853, died August 25, 
1886 of pneumonia). We believe they are buried on their farm, which was the old Specker place. 

Edwin T. and Julia F. (Murphy) Wright were married Dec. 24, 1874 and had three children: Mabel Agnes 
(married Thomas J. Woolfenden, Jr.); Leah (married Mr. Suthard) and Grover Cleveland (born Nov. 19, 
1884, died May 13, 1935, married Nettie P. Heflin of Stafford County, born Oct. 14, 1883, died Aug. 12, 
1931). Edwin T. is buried at Belle Haven Cemetery and Julia is buried in her family lot at the Primitive 
Baptist Church. Mr. Wright was chairman of the Prince William County Electoral Board at the time of his 
death. Nettie (Heflin) Wright taught at Holmes’ School and is in the photo taken at the school in 1905. 
Grover and Nettie had two daughters, Virginia Leone born May 21, 1917 and Letty born 1919. Grover, 
Nettie and Virginia are buried in the Hiddin Lake Cemetery in Stafford County with Nettie’s parents. 



James and Margaret Abel of Landsdowne (Kopp), Prince William County had 11 children: William (born 
abt. 1825, married Sophia Keys on Dec. 29, 1867), baby girl (born abt. 1825), Benjamin F. (born abt. 
1826), Lerr (born abt. 1827), Seymore (born abt. 1830), Levi (born abt. 1831, married Eliza Frances 
Bridwell), Elijah (born 1833,died Oct. 1896, married Sarah Jane Jewell in 
1856, second wife Sarah M. Jones May 17, 1867), Robert Allen (married 
Nettie E. Wright), baby boy (born abt. 1835), Henry (born abt. 1836), 

M. (born abt. 1840). 


Robert Allen Abel (born Dec. 25, 1834, died June 19, 1903) married Nettie E. 
Wright (born Aug. 22, 1844, died March 14, 1908) on February 2, 1870. 
Robert and Nettie and were two of the original members of Belle Haven 
Church, being accepted by baptism on December 20, 1885. Robert enlisted in 
Capt. Norvill’s Co. F, 49th VA Infantry CSA on July 1, 1861 and was a farmer 
in the Coles District. Both are buried at Belle Haven Cemetery. They had one 
child, Maurice Morris Abel (born Sept. 14, 1871, died June 12, 1948). 



Robert Allen Abel 
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May Elizabeth Abel {born Oct. 3, 1874, died Feb. 1, 
1968) and Maurice M. Abel were married August 15, 
1894, in Joplin, they were first cousins. Maurice was 
a farmer and a carpenter. They had four sons and 
three daughters: Willis Thornton (born 1895, died 
January 3, 1989, married Elva), Elmer Maurice 
(born Dec. 11, 1896, married Jane), Hattie May 
(born March 30, 1898, died March 18, 1980, married 
Raymond M. Woolfenden; second husband Richard 
Hinton), Robert Lee (born Nov. 20, 1901, died 
August 19, 1971, married Mayme), Daniel (born 
Nov. 2, 1904, died Sept. 20, 1977, married Rosella), 
Gracie V. (deceased age 2 months 1903, buried 
Belle Haven), Margaret Virginia (born March 16, 
1911, married Molo Ledbetter). Maurice and May are 
buried at Pohick Episcopal Church, Lorton, Virginia.

William County. William was a blacksmith and carriage maker and served in the Civil War 49th Regiment, 


Pvt. Co. B, CSA. 


Herman Louis Abel (born March 31, 1867 in Dumfries) married Alice Agnes (Lawrence) who had the three 
children born in Kopp and two in Maryland: Howard Joseph (born June 1, 1894, died October 1965), 

Bryan Jennings (born Jan. 9, 1896, died July 3, 1969), Herman Louis (born Feb. 1900), Owen L. (born 
Dec. 8, 1921 in Maryland, died Jan. 26, 1991), and John Edward. 



Thomas J. 


Woolfenden, Sr. (born Dec. 7, 1843, died April 26, 1926) married Isabelle 
Jones (born June 8, 1846, died Feb. 22, 1916) on Sept. 29, 1869 in 
Baltimore, Maryland. Thomas and Isabelle Woolfenden came to Kopp about 1885 
Baltimore. It is believed that Thomas came before 1885 to set up a resi- 
and Isabelle and children followed. They purchased 140 acres on 
November 15, 1876 in Prince William County for $472.00 from Benjamin P. and 
Mary A. Ledley. In 1889, for the price of $325.00, Thomas purchased 124 1/2 
from Mary Wait in Prince William County. In 1910, for the price of $100.00, 
sold 6 1/2 acres to P.M. and Maggie Cole in Prince William. In 1911, for 
price of $10.00 and other considerations, Thomas purchased 140 acres from 
F. Stoll in Prince William. Thomas called Baltimore “sin city”, so when he came 
Prince William County he called it “wonderful Prince William County.”

Agnes Wright and second wife Nannie Pocahontas Lynn), Sarah Catherine "Katie” (born June 20, 1880 in 
Baltimore, died Feb. 21, 1955, married James Luck, Jr.), Hattie Irene (born Jan. 2, 1884, buried in 
Baltimore), Walter Milton (born Sept. 10, 1886 in Kopp, died March 8, 1951, married Elva Woodward and 
second wife Hattie Virginia Miller of Kopp), Raymond Marsden (born April 26, 1890 in Kopp, died Oct. 6, 
1916, married Hattie M. Abel) and Carl Webster (born Aug. 1, 1899 in Kopp, died June 10, 1900).

A lemon tree that deserves mention in some farm journal or fruit growers catalogue is the property of 
Mrs. T. Woolfenden, Sr., of Kopp. There are nine perfect lemons on it, one dropped off last week and 
weighed one and one half pounds, another still on the tree will weigh about two and one fourth 
pounds. Mr. Woolfenden says, “Tell the folks we can raise anything down here.” We would not mind 
being “handed a lemon” every day of in the week if they were like these. 






On September, 28, 1862, Thomas enlisted in Company C, 8th Maryland Regiment, USA in Washington 
County, Maryland. His unit fought in many battles in Virginia and he was at the surrender at Appomattox 
Court House, Virginia in 1865. Thomas, Isabelle and five of their children are buried at Belle Haven. 
Thomas’ tombstone states that he was born in England, it is incorrect, he was born December 7, 1843 in 
Catonsville, Maryland. His father Eli came from Royton, England abt. 1825 and is buried in Baltimore at 
Loudon Park Cemetery. 




Thomas Woolfenden, Jr. and Mabel Agnes Wright (daughter of Julia Murphy and Edwin T. Wright) were 
married on Dec. 13, 1899 and had eight children who were born in Kopp: Karl Webster (born August 1, 

1899, died September 16, 1934, married Anna), Anna Belle (born 
22, 1901, died May 12, 1997, married Stanley Cameron), 
Kenneth Wright (born Feb. 16, 1903, died June 22, 1955, married 
Elsie D. McConchie), Ralph Jones (born June 11, 1905, died

Joseph and Julia Lynn on September 20 , g22 at her 

parents home in Stafford and spent their honeymoon in Richmond (according 
to The Manassas Journal ). The Daily Star reported that Thomas and 
Pocahontas were married at the Richmond Hotel, Richmond, Virginia (both 
articles are located in the newspaper section on page 168). Thomas Jr., 

Mabel Agnes and five of their children are buried at Belle Haven. School 
Trustees made up the District School Boards prior to 1923 and Thomas 
served as a trustee for many years, starting 1914. Thomas was clerk of the 
Coles District School Board 1917, 1919 and 1921. Thomas served on the 
Coles District School Board 1922-1923 school year. Thomas was also a cen¬ 
sus taker in 1920 for the Coles District. In the 1920s Miss Anna Belle 
Woolfenden worked for Children’s Hospital in Washington, D.C. Julia Mabel Agnes and 

(Woolfenden) and Robert Kurfees are buried in Richmond, Virginia. Mabel Thomas Jackson 

Cline (Woolfenden) and Arthur Cornell are buried on Long Island, New York. 




James Luck, Sr. (born 1838 in England, died April 11, 1917) 

Edith May (born in England in 1849, died February 15, 

1908) came to America from Brighton, England in 1867. They 
one daughter born in Indiana, Edith, who died at age 2, 

30,1885 in Prince William County of scarlet fever and 
sons Arthur “Ted” (born at Milan Rock Island County, 

Delaware on Dec. 4, 1867, died July 2, 1926 of tuberculosis), 

Norman (born August 19, 1876, died February 13, 1949, a 
minister buried at the Oak Hill Cemetery in 
Fredericksburg, VA, married Beulah V. Lynn), and James 
(born July 28, 1877 in Momence, Illinois, died Dec. 18, 1956, 
married Sarah Catherine Woolfenden). Edith’s father, Walter 
May also came from England (born 1809 in England, died 
ames uc , Sr. May 1893) and was buried at Belle Haven Cemetery. Mr. May Edith May Luck 
went back to England several times, but came back to stay with his daughter who is believed to be the only 
child. The Luck’s owned and operated the Luck & Morath saw mill which later became the Luck’s Mill after 
the death of John Morath. John B. Morath was born in Baden-Baden, Germany in 1884 and died Feb. 2, 

1902 in Kopp. Mr. Morath lived with the Luck’s and was buried at Belle Haven Cemetery. The Luck’s also 
owned and operated the James Luck & Son General Store which also sold agricultural implements in the 
late 1800s early 1900s. 
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James Luck, Jr. and Sarah Catherine “Katie” Wooifenden were married 
January 24, 1900 at Belle Haven Missionary Baptist Church. They had nine 
children, seven of which were born on Highland Park Farm, Kopp: May (born 
Dec. 16, 1900, died Nov. 11, 1920 due to an attack of measles, married to 
Charles B. Linton); Ruth (born Aug. 30, 1903, died June 2, 1955 of a brain 
tumor, married Oden Breedon, Sr.); Howard (born Jan. 14, 1905, died Dec. 
31, 1981, married Sara Vetter); Rae (born Sept. 26, 1906, died July 19, 1993, 
married Joseph Domazet); Ralph (born Dec. 17, 1909, died April 17, 1992, 
married Louise Koontz); Bertha (born May 12, 1911, died Feb. 1, 1978, mar¬ 
ried W. Swem Elgin); Harvey (born Oct. 1, 1913, died June 3, 1997); 
Catherine “Chinka" (born July 7, 1917, died Feb. 1991, married James W. 
Ritter, Jr.) and Guy (born May 25, 1920, died March 16, 1921). Catherine and 
Guy were born at the farm in Independent Hill.

James Luck, Jr. was the President and Manager of the Manassas and 

Dumfries Telephone Co. established March 1, 1903 in Kopp. James also served as a trustee for the Coles 
District School Board. May and Charles Linton had one daughter, Dorothy Isabel that was not even a 
year old when her mother died. Although the newspaper reported that May died due to an attack of the 
measles, her mother believed that it was scarlet fever. Sara (Vetter) Luck worked for the Manassas 
Telephone Company for 33 years. Harvey was a Sgt. in the U.S. Army serving in the 29th Infantry 
Division in WWII and received the Purple Heart. James Luck, Jr., Sarah Catherine (Wooifenden) Luck, 
Bertha (Luck) Elgin, W. Swem Elgin and Harvey Luck are buried at National Memorial Park in Falls 
Church with their family members that were moved from Belle Haven in 1942. 


Marriages of the Luck children held at Belle Haven Baptist Church: May to Charles B. Linton on September 28, 
1918; Ruth and Oden Breedon, Sr. on October 27, 1923; and Rae to Joseph Domazet on June 30,1928. 
Joseph Domazet was an insurance salesman for the Metropolitan Insurance Company. According to Doris 
and Ted Domazet, their daughter and son, Rae and Joseph had to go in the back door of the church when 
they were married as there was a hornet nest at the front door. 


The Lynn’s and Holmes’ also lived in Kopp and ran a store. Mortimore N. Lynn (born March 11,1827, died Nov. 
10,1906) and Virginia G (Holmes) Lynn (born July 18,1835, died June 25,1911) were married on May 20,1856. 
They had 11 children: Lucian Benson (born Jan. 1,1857), Fannie Catherine (born 1858; died in 1943, married 
James W. Lee, then William Henry Holmes), Mary (born July 20,1859), Eppa Fountain (born May 1863, died 
1945), Tyler Webster (born July 2,1863, died May 7,1937, married Effie D. Holmes), Thomas A. (born May 
1864), Virginia Catherine (born Dec. 29,1866), Lula Cora (born 1867, died 1943, married James Monroe Suthard 
on July 19,1893), Laura Dallie (born Dec. 1867, married Edgar W. Cornwell), Sarah Ellis (born Aug. 1,1871, 
married Landy Suthard) and Virginia Ray (born May 1874, married J. Bascom Davis). Tyler W. was postmaster of 
the Kopp Post Office from April 13, 1910 until July 14,1928. Tyler and his wife, Effie D. (daughter of William Henry 
Holmes and Fannie Catherine Lynn) are buried in the Holmes/Lynn Cemetery. The house was located on a hill 
directly north of the cemetery. Fannie Catherine’s first husband, James Lee, is buried at Belle Haven along with 
their daughter, Sadie. 


William B. Lynn (born Nov. 16,1844, died April 23,1926, son of William Seymour and Lucinda “Lucy” Lynn) mar¬ 
ried Nannie F. Alexander (born Nov. 15,1856, died Feb. 25,1945, daughter of Annie Olivia Lowe and William 
Alexander) on Dec. 3,1874 and had five daughters: Beulah V. (born Nov. 20,1875, died 1938, married Rev. 
Norman Luck), Nannie Pochantas (born Sept. 26, 1878, died Dec. 21, 1967 married Thomas Wooifenden, Jr.), 
Lucy Olivia (born July 8, 1882, died August 1921), Lelia F. (born March 15, 1886, married Mr. Perry) and 
Elizabeth A. “Lizzie" (born August 10,1889, died Sept. 10,1965). Mr. Lynn was a well known surveyor. 
Pochantas, her grandparents and her parents are buried in the Dumfries Cemetery. Beulah is buried at the Oak 
Hill Cemetery in Fredericksburg, VA with her husband Rev. Norman Luck. 

Philip Montgomery “Gummie” Cole (born April 26, 1865, died March 3, 1935, son of James Lawrence and 
Susan Virginia (Carter) Cole) married Margaret Ola Holmes (born July 7, 1874, died July 13, 1953, daugh¬ 
ter of Morrison C. and Fannie A. (Green) Holmes) on February 7, 1894 and had seven children: Robert 
(born Sept. 1895), Herbert A. (born Sept. 1895), Hattie Virginia (born March 26, 1903, died Oct. 8,1933 
married Mr. Hagg), Helen D. (born August 1898, married Robert M. Gordon on Oct. 10, 1914), Effie Viola 
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(born April 6, 1901, died Sept. 12, 1980 married Mr. Falter), Philip Montgomery, Jr. (born March 23, 1905, 
died Jan. 20, 1969), and Lillian Agnes (born May 3, 1913, married Mr. Marsh). Philip was a carpenter and 
liked tending his bee hives and gathering in the honey. Both he, his wife and three of their children, 

Hattie, Effie and Philip, Jr., are buried at Belle Haven. Hattie had two small children at the time of her 
death, Jacqueline Dolores and Montgomery Arthur. Jack Woolfenden and Gummie were close friends 
and neighbors. 

Lawrence M. (born July 25, 1858, died Jan. 5, 1910) and Mary Virginia (Shepherd) Storke were married on 
October 24, 1882 and lived in Kopp until 1905 when they moved to Independent Hill with their four sons; 
John, Arthur, Worth and Edward. G. W. Storke, Lawrence's brother, had a general merchandise store in 
Independent Hill until he closed it in 1910 and went to work for The Hopkins company. Lawrence was a 
school trustee in 1910 and his brother B. Wallace was appointed trustee upon his death. Lawrence and his 
brother Benj. Wallace (born February 19, 1852, died April 12, 1922) are buried at Belle Haven Cemetery. 

Belle Haven Missionary Baptist Church 

In the fall of 1883 Mr. Luck and Morath moved a saw mill onto their recently bought land and W. B. Lynn 
found himself with growing girls who must go to school. The latter incident occasioned no comment as 
growing families were common in those days and each had its own problems. The former excited some 
comment for it gave work to a few men and teams. Incidentally it was the second steam saw mill in lower 
Prince William County and sawed here and there in this locality for 30 years. The Lynn girls had a long walk 
to school either way they should go; too far for little feet. So Mr. Lynn got busy getting a school house nearer 
them. We might mention that the public school system was just getting under way in lower Prince William. 
Luck agreed to saw the lumber free if the neighbors would bring the logs. Thus the Belle-Haven community 
took its first communal steps and shortly a tiny schoolhouse, crude but useful, appeared on a 1-2 acre of 
land given by Mr. and Mrs. M. C. Holmes. The neighbors celebrated its advent with a Xmas tree. The Xmas 
of 1884. But this is not a church you say! Wait, God’s plans unfold slowly but none the less surely. 

The first warm spring Sunday afternoon of 1885, three young ladies went for a walk down the old Bellfair Mill 
road from Ben Murphy’s, Anna DeWitt, Annie Murphy and Lizzie DeWitt. Recalling recent doings as girls 
have a way of doing, Holmes school Xmas tree came in for comment. Said one, "Why can’t we have Sunday 
School and preaching in our new schoolhouse?" Again W. B. Lynn rides in to the picture and the girls put the 
proposition up to him. Sure the house was built by the people for the people, go ahead. But a minister? Mr. 
Lynn was sure Mr. Lieber, a retired Methodist minister living about 2 1/2 or 3 miles south of the new school- 
house would be glad to speak to them when he could. So the request was sent and Mr. Lieber preached the 
first sermon at what was to be Belle-Haven Baptist Church. Incidentally these three girls, "old ladies now), still 
live on the farms as in 1888. 

During this summer (1885) W. B. Lynn’s brother, A. T. Lynn, but recently joined the Baptist Church in 
Alexandria, came to visit W. B. and heard of the little schoolhouse and what was being done around his 
birthplace. Fired with a zeal to tell the "old, old story" he made an appointment and 
began to preach regularly in the new schoolhouse. Thomas and Isabelle Woolfenden 
offered an acre of land across the road for a church. Miss Ella V. Weedon, the 
teacher at Holmes’ school, took up the idea. After some work among the neighbors, 
she got them to have an oyster supper Thanksgiving night at Mr. Woolfenden’s and 
so the first money for the church to be was raised. How many such affairs and how 
else the money was raised goes without saying. For money was scarcer then than 
now and we think we are hard done by. Men raised large families in those days on 50 
to 75 cents a day and a day then meant from sun up to sun down, not 9 or ten hours. 
In November 1885 Rev. Lynn baptized Mr. and Mrs. Robert A. Abel and Francis 
Jones. Ruth E. Glascock, Margaret A. Wright and Anna E. DeWitt were received by 
experience, a total of six persons. 

December 20, 1885, Rev. Lynn called a council of ministers and deacons at the little 
schoolhouse. After due examination, those six people were organized into a regular 
Baptist church, to quote the record. They called Rev. A. T. Lynn as their pastor. Mrs. 

Woolfenden 
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W. B, Lynn suggested that as Isabelle Woolfenden had given a part of her home place for the church, it be 
named "Belle's Home" and so Belle-Haven Church was born and christened. Since then the early taberna¬ 
cle of Isabelle Woolfenden has been deposited in its mother earth in the S. W. corner of this cemetery. May 
her earthly home be left in peace and security until the Great Architect decrees otherwise.

According to Isabelle’s grandson, Raymond W. Woolfenden, Thomas often told Isabelle that her eyes 
looked like heaven so the name Belle Haven came about. 


Belle Haven Missionary Baptist Church was a single room church, with seating for 200 people. 


In sixty years Belle-Haven had 8 pastors:

During the sixty years Belle Haven had six clerks: 

1. L. E. Jones elected Nov. 1886, served to Jan. 1894, re-elected Feb. 1894. Died Jan. 1900, served 
14 years. 

2. J. M. Taylor appointed assistant clerk March 1899 because of illness of Clerk Jones. Elected Feb. 
1900, resigned November 1915. 

3. Raymond M. Woolfenden was elected clerk but refused the position; reason was not stated. 
Maurice Abel elected clerk December 1915. Brother Abel signed his last record February 4, 1923. 
Brother Abel moved away and Miss Gertrude Liming was elected to fill the vacancy, but no record 
appears with her signature. There is one entry by Rae Luck. 

4. James Luck, Jr. became acting clerk in October 1929 and continued until relieved by Brother Ray E. 
Wood, May 5, 1934. Brother Wood was clerk until the church was acquired by the government in 
1945. 


Belle Haven had six treasurers: 

1. Robert A. Abel elected Nov. 1886. His last report appears Jan. 1890. Brother Robert Abel asked 
for a letter of dismissal Nov. 1889 and no record of him appears after 1890. 

2. James Luck, Sr. seems to have been appointed or elected Jan. 1890, as the clerk records, he paid in 
money for the Pastor’s salary but no record of election appears until Dec. 1890. He served until his 
death in April 1917. 

3. W. E. Lowe was elected treasurer in Jan. 1894 and served one month when he resigned as 
James Luck, Sr. was again made treasurer. 

4. Brother Luck resigned because of age and ill health in Sept. 1915. His resignation was not accept 
ed and Brother E.G.W. Keys was elected to assist Brother Luck. Nov. 1915, succeeding him at the 
latter’s death and continued as treasurer until his death in May 1933. 

5. Sister Pocahontas Woolfenden was elected treasurer for the year 1933. 

6. Brother Elmer DeWitt was elected treasurer for the year 1935.

Rules of Order 

I 

The church shall meet for the transaction of business on Saturday before the first Lord’s day in every month, 
when it shall be the duty of the Pastor to preside as moderator, and in his absence some other brother shall 
be called to the chair. 

II 

Every meeting shall be opened with and closed with Divine Worship. 

III 

The rolls of male members shall be called at every meeting for business, and a list of absentees kept, and 
every male member shall be required to report himself once in three months to the church either in per¬ 
son, by letter or through a third party. The failure to do so shall be considered contempt of the authority of 
the church, and shall be dealt with according. 
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IV 

Once in every year the church shall revise the entire list of her members both male and female and consid¬ 
er the propriety of dropping the names of such as has absented themselves without a satisfactory reason. 

V 

Members moving their residence to a distance too great to allow them to attend the meetings shall within 
three months take letters of dismissal and join another church of the same faith and order more conve¬ 
nient. Those going away for a temporary absence of more than three months shall report the same to the 
church beforehand, those who neglect this rule will be dealt with as any other absentee. 

VI 

The church shall hold her meetings with closed doors whenever the nature of the business requires it. 

VII 

The sisters shall keep silent in the church, except in voting for pastor. When one would communicate any¬ 
thing to the church, let her employ one of the brethren as spokesman. Changed to allow the sisters to vote 
in all cases. 

VIII 

It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep a record of the proceedings of the meetings. 

IX 

The treasurer shall receive and disburse all funds raised by the church according to direction keep an 
account thereof and report quarterly. 

X 

The duty of the deacons shall be serving the Lord's table including all the temporal affairs of the church. 

XI 

No election of the pastor shall be held until all the members have been notified of the time. 

XII 

All the officers of the church are her servants, derived their authority from her, and are accountable to her 
for their actions. 

XIII 

The Lord’s Supper shall be administered quarterly. 

XIV 

No person shall be received in the church as a member who cannot give satisfactory evidence of repen¬ 
tance toward God and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ and of soundness of the cardinal doctrines of the 
Bible and the distinctive principles of Baptists as set forth in our church covenant. 

XV 

Any member feeling that he or she has been aggrieved or injured by a brother or a sister member, shall 
deal with the offender according to the rule laid down in Matthew Chapter 18 15-17 verses. 

XVI 

Those who are guilty of gross violation of the moral law shall be promptly excluded from the church, 
unless they give satisfactory evidence of repentance. While it is impossible to enumerate all the causes 
that may occur it may be proper to mention certain vices which the church could not tolerate such as, 
drunkenness, profanity, dishonesty, theft, gambling, drawling, lying, and adultery as injurious to piety. She 
cannot allow her members to indulge in dancing, card playing and other vain and wordily amusements. All 
who convince at such vices in members become parties to their guilt. 

XVII 

No member shall be excluded until he or she has been informed of the charges against them and offered 
an opportunity of answering for themselves. 

XVIII 

These rules together with the church covenant shall be read at every monthly meeting unless a motion 
prevails to the contrary. 


Below are proceedings of the Belle Haven Church records from 1886 to 1945: 

November 1886 

The church met by divine providence on Saturday before the second Lord’s Day in November 1886. The 
pastor A.T. Lynn preached an interesting sermon from the fifth chapter of the second Corinthians. After 
which the meeting was called to order by Bro. A. T. Lynn and proceeded to business. The first in order was 
the election of officers. Bro. Robert Abel and Bro. John Carter were elected Deacons and Bro. L.E. Jones, 
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Clerk and Sister Georgia Jones, Sexton. There being no further business before the meeting it 
adjourned to meet on Saturday before the second Lord’s day in December. 

January 1887 

Owing to the financial condition of the church it was moved that the office of sexton be suspended for 
the present, the vote being taken it was unanimously carried. 

February 1887 

Rev. A. Lynn preached an interesting sermon from the fifth chapter and fifth verse of the First 
Thessalonians. The church was then called to order by the moderator in the chair after getting through 
with the unfinished business. The next in order was the report from the committee. Sister Anna Jones 
reported the amount collected for the church to date $11.02. Sister Georgia Jones handed in to the trea¬ 
surer $2.00. Bro. A. T. Lynn handed in 3.00. There being no further business before the meeting it 
adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

March 1887 

The treasurer Robert Abel handed in a report showing the amount of money received which is as fol¬ 
lows: to the amount of material bought and used in the erection of Belle Haven Church in the year of 
1886 amounting to $102.07. To money received to which has been donated for the erection of the said 
Belle Haven Church to February 15th 1887 amounting to $79.90 leaving balance due the treasurer 
$22.17. The church then proceeded to organize the Sabbath School. Bro. L.E. Jones was elected super¬ 
intendent.

June 1887 

The Church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the second Lord’s Day in June. After Divine 
Service it was agreed to hold no church meeting. 

July 1887 

The Church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the Second Lord’s Day in July and was called 
to order by the moderator in the Chair and proceeded to business. Bros. L. E. Jones and Robt. Abel were 
appointed delegates to the Potomac Baptist Association to be held at Leesburg. There being no further 
business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

August 1887 

Owing to Divine Providence the Church did not meet in August. 

September 1887 

The Church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the second Lord’s Day in September. Rev. A. T. 
Lynn preached an interesting sermon from Romans 12 4 and 5. The Church was then called to order by 
the moderator in the chair and proceeded to business. First in order were the reports from the different 
committees. Sister Anna Jones handed in a report to the Treasurer. The Treasurer was requested to make 
out an itemized account of all money belonging to the Church and report next meeting. It was resolved 
that a series of meetings be held in Belle Haven commencing the first Monday in October. There being no 
further business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

October 1887 

Owing to Divine Providence the church did not meet in October. 

Saturday, November 1887 

The Church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the second Lord's Day in November. After 
Divine Service the Church was called to order by the moderator in the chair and proceeded to business. 
First in order were the reports from the different committees. Sister Anna Jones handed in a report 
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showing amount of money collected and used for building seats. 

The amount collected $13.94 

The amount paid out $13.43 

The Treasurer handed in an itemized report showing the amount of money received and paid out. 

The amount received $108.04 

The amount paid out $117.56 

Leaving balance due the Treasurer $9.52 

It was moved by Bro. Jones that the report be adopted and also a vote of thanks of the Church be extend¬ 
ed to the Treasurer for his kindness and liberality to the Church which was unanimously adopted. There 
being no further business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

December 1887 

Owing to Divine Providence the Church did not meet in December. 

Saturday, January 1888 

The Church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the second Lord’s Day in January 1888. After 
Divine Service the Church was called to order by the moderator in the chair and proceeded to business. 
First in order was the report from the different committees. Sister Anna Jones handed in a report showing 
the amount of money collected and paid out since last meeting to be $1.50. Bro. Robt. Abel, one of the 
Deacons handed in a report showing the amount paid by each member towards paying Pastor’s salary for 
1887 amounting to $38.80. Bro. Robt. Abel moved that a vote of thanks be extended to Mrs. M. C. Holmes 
for the presentation of two lamps and many other kind acts toward the church which was adopted. Next was 
the election of officers. Fist the election of Pastor Rev. A. T. Lynn was first in nomination by Bro. L. E. Jones 
and seconded by Bro. John Carter. He was elected unanimously not only by the church but the entire con¬ 
gregation. The next was election of clerk Bro. L. E. Jones, the present incumbent was re-elected and Sister 
Georgia Jones was re-elected sexton. There being no further business before the meeting it adjourned to 
met at its regular appointment. 

March 1888 

Bro. Robert Abel handed in a report which reads as follows: 


To hauling lumber .25 

4 lbs. Nails at 3 1/2 cents per lb. .14 

2 1/2 doz. Screws at 8 cents per doz. .20 

Making four church benches at $1.90 7.60 


$8.19 

Bro. Robt. Abel was re-elected Treasurer. The church then proceeded to organize its Sabbath School by 
electing Bro. L. E. Jones supp. and Bro. F. J. Dewitt assistant, W.T. Jones secretary and W. B. Lynn corre¬ 
sponding secretary and Sister Georgia Jones librarian. Then church then proceeded to organize a Ladies 
Aid Society by electing Sister Luck as president, Sister Laura Lunsford, secretary and Sister Anna Jones 
treasurer. The Chair appointed a committee of three consisting of Bro. Elijah Abel, Sisters Anna Jones and 
Ruth Davis to solicit aid towards underpinning Belle Haven Church. Bros. L. E. Jones and Robt. Abel were 
appointed a committee to hold prayer meetings, visit the sick. There being no further business before the 
meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

April 1888 

First in order was the unfinished business of last meeting. After which the reports from the different com¬ 
mittees were received. There being no further business before the meeting it adjourned to meet as its reg¬ 
ular appointment. 

May 1888 

Failing to have a quorum present there was no business transacted. 

June 1888 

First in order was the report from the different committees. Sister Anna Jones handed in a report showing 
amount collected $1.75 

Amount paid out .83 
Handed into the Treasurer 
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Leaving on hand .18 cents 

Bro. L.E. Jones handed in two dollars received of Miss Ella V. Weedon through the hands of Mrs. M. 
Holmes. Bro. Lynn moved that a vote of thanks be extended to Miss Ella V. Weedon for this and many 
other kind acts towards the church and also that a copy of the resolution be forwarded to her. Bro. L.E. 
Jones moved that a vote of thanks be extended to Mr. and Mrs. Luck and Mr. Morath for their liberality 
towards furnishing seats for the church. Bro. Luck was appointed a committee to solicit aid for the purpose 
of furnishing the church. 

July 1888 

Bro. James Luck and Bro. L. E. Jones were appointed delegates to the Potomac Baptist Association which 
meets in Alexandria on the fifteenth of August. There being no further business before the meeting it 
adjourned to meet at the regular appointment. 

20 September 1888 

A meeting was called on September 20th for the purpose of raising money to complete the church. Bro. B.P. 
Dulin was called to the chair and acted as moderator. Bro. John Morath and Bro. L.E. Jones agreed to furnish 
$40.00 the amount asked for. Bro. A. T. Lynn moved that a vote of thanks be extended to the two Brothers for 
their kindness, which was unanimously adopted. Also a vote of thanks be extended to Mrs. (unreadable) for 
ten dollars sent to the church through the hands of Miss Katie Dewitt also a vote of thanks be extended to 
Miss Dewitt for one dollar and many other acts of kindness toward the church. 

October 1888 

It was moved and carried that the church Covenant be changed in regard to administering the Lord’s 
Supper so as to read twice a year instead of four times namely: second in January and second Sunday in 
June. 

November 1888 

First in order was the reports from the different committees. Bro. Luck one of the Building Committee 
handed in a volunteer report showing the amount collected and paid out. The Treasurer handed in a report 
showing the amount received since last settlement amounting to $4.50 leaving balance due the Treasurer 
$5.02, this amount being paid, the Treasurer gave a receipt in full to date. 

December 1888 

First in order were the reports from the different committees. Bro. Luck, one of the building committee made 
a final report showing the amount received, and amount paid out. The amount received $44.09, amount 
paid out $95.04, due $49.95. Bro. Lynn moved that a vote of thanks be extended to Mrs. M. Holmes for her 
kindness in furnishing the church with lamps which was unanimously adopted. Bro. Luck moved a vote of 
thanks be extended Thomas Woolfenden and W. T. Jones for their many kind acts toward the completion of 
the church. It was moved by Bro. B. P. Dulin that Mrs. C. Holmes’ name be added to the list, the vote being 
taken both resolutions were unanimously adopted. Next was the election of officers, Bro. James Luck was 
elected Deacon; Robert Abel, Treasurer; L.E. Jones, Clerk; Sister Georgia Jones, Sexton. There being no 
further business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at the regular appointment. 

Saturday, January 1889 

The Church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the second Lord's Day in January 1889. After 
Divine Services the Church was called to order by the moderator and proceeded to transact such busi¬ 
ness as came up before the body after which the meeting adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

February 1889 

In the absence of the Pastor, Bro. Robt. Abel was called to the chair and acted as moderator. Bro. James 
Luck one of the building committee handed in a report showing the amount on subscription $24.47. Bro. 
Luck moved to have the church insured. It was suggested that the Brothers pay fifty cents and the Sisters 
twenty-five to raise the amount to pay the insurance. Bro. Luck was appointed a committee to consult with 
the Sisters. He reported that they were in favor of the plan. The vote being taken it unanimously adopted. 

Saturday, March 1889 

The church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the fourth Lord’s Day in March. By request of 
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the Pastor it was agreed that the church should meet on the fourth Sunday and Saturday proceeding 
instead of the second. The next business was the organizing of the Sabbath School by electing Bro. L.E. 
Jones, superintendent; Bro. Jas. Luck, assistant; Bro. Morath, treasurer; Bro. Norman Luck, secretary and 
Walter Jones, asst.istant secretary. Bros. James and Norman Luck, Sister Annie Jones, Georgia Jones, 
Stella Dewitt, Edith Luck and Nettie Jones were appointed teachers. It was moved and carried that the 
treasurer make out and hand in a general report. 

Saturday, May 1889 

The church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the fourth Lord’s day in May. It was agreed to 
hold the children’s day on the third Sunday in July instead of the fourth. After the reports from the different 
committees the meeting adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

Saturday, June 1889 

The church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the fourth Lord’s Day in June. After Divine 
Service the church was called to order by the moderator in the chair and proceeded to business. There 
being no business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

July 1889 

In the absence of the Pastor, Bro. Robt. Abel was called to the chair and acted as moderator. The first in 
order was the appointment of delegates to the Potomac Association which meets at Mt. Hope, Loudoun 
County, Virginia on the 14th, 15th and 16th of August 1889. 

September 1889 

After Divine Service in the absence of the Pastor, Bro. Robert Abel was called to the chair and acted as 
moderator and proceeded to transact such business as came up before the body. It was moved by Bro. 
Luck that the clerk be furnished with a new book, the vote being taken it was unanimously adopted. Bro. 
Luck was appointed a committee to purchase said book. Next in order was reports from the different com¬ 
mittees. Bro. Abel one of the committee on prayer meeting reported the prayer meeting carried on by him 
near Dumfries to be in a very promising condition. Bro. Jones also reports the prayer meeting at Belle 
Haven to be in a very promising condition. 

November 1889 

First in order was the unfinished business of last meeting. Bro. L.E. Jones moved that we take up the 
case of the pastor and Sister Lunsford at this point. Bro. Cummings vacated the chair and appointed 
Bro. L.E. Jones chairman protem. Bro. Cummings moved that a committee of two be appointed to confer 
with the Sisters in regard to a settlement, the vote being taken it was unanimously adopted. Bro. Luck 
moved that Bro. Cummings and Bro. Abel be appointed as a committee. The committee then called Bro. 
Lynn and Sister Lunsford together after a long consultation they report back to the church no possible 
chance for a settlement. Bro. Cummings again took the chair and asked what was the pleasure of the 
church in this matter. Bro. Luck moved that the church take up the case which was carried. Bro. Lynn 
said that if he would be allowed he would move that the church proceed to act without going over the 
evidence again as it had been heard and took down. Bro. Dunn moved that the sisters evidence be read 
as he had never heard it, this being carried. Bro. Luck proceeded to read the evidence, when he was 
through, Bro. Lynn stated no recollection of committing some of the acts charged against him, but if the 
sister said it was true he would not dispute her word. He would acknowledge all and ask forgiveness at 
this point. Bro. Luck moved that the church forgive Bro. Lynn there being no second to this motion, Bro. 
Jones moved to amend the resolution of Bro. Luck by adding the church forgive Bro. Lynn with the 
understanding that he resign the church. The vote being taken on the amendment it was carried, only 
one voting against it, the moderator then declared the matter settled. Bro. Robert Abel then asked the 
church if he was in good standing in the church it was declared unanimously he was, he then asked for 
a letter to leave the church. 

December 1889 

After Divine Service Bro. Luck was called to the chair and acted as moderator. First in order was the unfin¬ 
ished business of last meeting namely to act upon the resignation of Bro. A. T. Lynn as pastor of Belle 
Haven Church. The vote being taken it was accepted unanimously. Next in order was the calling of a pas¬ 
tor to fill the vacancy. Bro. Cummings was put in nomination by Bro. James Luck and second by Bro. L.E. 
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Jones, the vote being taken it was declared a unanimous call. 

Saturday, January 1890 

The church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the fourth Lord’s day in January after an inter¬ 
esting sermon by Bro. Cummings who acted as moderator. In the absence of the clerk, Bro. James Luck 
was appointed clerk protem. The treasurer handed in his report showing the amount paid the late Pastor 
A. T. Lynn for the year 1889. 

Paid by Bro. Robt. Abel $46.08 

Paid by Bro. James Luck 6.30 Total $52.38 

Balance due Bro. A. T. Lynn to date $11.78. Bro. Lynn reduced his salary from $70.00 to 64.00 on account 
of loss time. Amount paid to sexton, sexton's salary $6.00 amount paid by sexton for it 2.49 total $8.49 
amount paid to sexton $7.02. Due sexton $1.47. There being no further business before the meeting it 
adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

February 1890 

In the absence of the Pastor, Bro. R. L. Copen preached an interesting sermon. The meeting was then 
called to order and Bro. Copen was requested to act as moderator and then proceeded to transact such 
business as came up before the body after which it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

March 1890 

After reading the minutes of last meeting the clerk asked permission to read the minutes of the trial of Rev. 
A. T. Lynn in said church, this being granted, the clerk proceeded to read them. When he was through Bro. 
James Luck denied their correctness in two particulars, but failed to sustain his objection, the vote being 
taken upon their correctness, they were unanimously declared correct not one voting against them. Next in 
order was the investigation of charges against Deacon Luck these charges were made by the clerk in 
defense of himself and church. When he was through, Bro. Luck came forward to answer said charges, he 
also tried to convince Deacon Carter, that he had told him to sign his name to certain papers, this he failed 
to do, Bro. Carter claiming that his name was wrongfully there. Bro. Luck acknowledged his wrongs and 
asked to be forgiven, at this point Bro. Abel moved that the church forgive Bro. Luck and also that all the 
officers of the church resign, this being carried, Bro. Abel moved that a resolution be passed holding any 
member of Belle Haven responsible for circulating any reports, about the difficulty in the church. 

April 1890 

After an interesting sermon by the pastor, the church proceeded to business first in order was the elec¬ 
tion of officers for the Sabbath School. Bro. L. E. Jones was appointed superintendent and Bro. Robert 
Abel assistant superintendent. 

Saturday May 1890 

The church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the fourth Sunday in May, after a very impres¬ 
sive sermon, by the Pastor (A.J. Cummings) the meeting was called to order by the moderator in the chair, 
first in order was the election of officers. Bro. Elijah Abel moved that the old officers reelected, the vote 
being taken it was unanimously carried. Bro. Luck then made a report in regard to the Pastor’s salary, the 
amount being $60.00 for year. Bro. Luck moved that the church pay him the amount. 

Saturday June 1890 

The church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the fourth Lord’s Day in June. After Divine ser¬ 
vice by the Pastor, the meeting was called to order by the moderator in the chair and proceeded to trans¬ 
act such business as came up before the body. After which it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

James Luck, Clerk Protem 

July 1890 

First in order was the election of a Deacon. Bro. L.E. Jones was put in nomination by Bro. Luck, the vote 
being taken he was unanimously elected, next was the election of delegates to the Potomac Association, 
which met at Middleburgh on the thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth of August 1890. Brother’s James Luck 
and L.E. Jones were put in nomination and unanimously elected. 

August 1890 

First in order were the reports from the committees. Bro. Jones and Luck as delegates to the Potomac 
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Association made very favorable reports of that body. Bro. Jones moved that license be granted Bro. 

Norman Luck to preach the Gospel, the vote being taken it was unanimously carried. Bro. Luck moved that 
an aid society be organized, by each member paying ten cts. a month, this amount be used for the benefit 
of the poor, the vote being taken it was unanimously carried. Bro. John Morath was elected treasurer. Bro. 
Jones moved that Bro. James Luck be appointed assistant supt. of the Sabbath School in Bro. Robert Abel's 
stead. It was agreed that the church should commence her series of meeting the fourth Sunday in 
September. 

September 1890 

The church then proceeded to transact such mission business as came up before the body. After which it 
adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

October 1890 

After an interesting sermon from the 13 chapter of Mark, and 27 verse, from these words “What I say unto 
you I say unto all, Watch." There being no further business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its 
regular appointment. 

November 1890 

The minutes of last meeting were read and approved. The body then proceeded to transact such business 
as came up before it. The treasurer handed in his report which was read and approved.

January 1891 

The minutes of last meeting were read and approved. The first business that came up was the election of 
officers. It was suggested by Bro. Cummings that the office of sexton be discontinued for the present, the 
sisters agreeing to officiate. It was further agreed that the salary of the sexton go toward improving the 
church. The vote being taken it was carried. Bro. Jones was then nominated as clerk and Bro. Luck trea¬ 
surer, the vote being taken then were unanimously elected. It was moved by Bro. Jones that the treasurer 
notify each delinquent member the amount due by them on the Parsons salary. The vote being taken it 
was carried. 

Owing to inclement weather the church did not meet on Saturday before the first Lord’s Day in February 
1891. 

Saturday, March 1891 

The church met by Divine Providence on Saturday before the first Lord’s day in March. After Divine service 
the church was called to order by the moderator in the chair, and proceeded to transact such business as 
came up before the body, after which it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

April 1891 

The first business was the organization of the Sabbath School, Bro. L.E. Jones was elected superinten¬ 
dent and Bro. James Luck assistant and Bro. E.G.W. Keys secretary, W.T. Jones assistant, Bro. John 
Morath treasurer. 

May 1891 

The next in order was the investigation of charges against Bro. Randall. The Bro. came forward, acknowl¬ 
edged his faults and prayed forgiveness at the hands of the church. It was moved by Bro. Luck and sec¬ 
onded by Bro. Jones that Bro. Randall be forgiven. The vote being taken it was unanimously carried. 

June 1891 

It was moved and carried that the church hold her series of meetings commencing the first Sunday in 
August. It was agreed that the church invite Bro. Cole to assist in said meeting. There being no further 
business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

August 1891 

After Divine service the meeting was called to order by the moderator in the chair and proceeded to trans¬ 
act such business as came up before the body. 
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September 1891 

Bro. Arthur Taylor was granted license to preach the gospel. 

October and November 1891 
No business before the body. 

December 1891 

After an able sermon by the pastor from XIV chapter and second verse of John from these words “I go to 
prepare a place of you.” The meeting was then called to order by the moderator in the chair and proceeded 
to business. A letter was received from New Hope Church requesting Belle Haven to send two delegates to 
sit in council with said church, it was agreed that Bros. James Luck and Carter should go as delegates. 

March 1892 

No business before the body. 

April 1892 

The first in order was the election of officers, Bro. Jones was nominated clerk and Bro. Luck treasurer, the 
vote being taken they were unanimously elected. Next in order was the organization of the Sabbath 
School, Bro. L. E. Jones was elected superintendent, Bro. James Luck, assistant, Bro. L.M. Storke secre¬ 
tary, and Bro. John Morath treasurer. 

June 1892 

After Divine service, in the absence of the pastor, Bro. Keys was called to the chair and acted as modera¬ 
tor. Minutes of last meeting were read and approved. The treasurer handed in his quarterly report which 
was read and adopted. 

July 1892 

Bro. Arthur Taylor and Bro. Norman Luck were appointed as delegates and Bro. James Luck and Bro. Abel 
as alternates to the Potomac Association which meets at Falls Church on the 15, 16 and 17 of August. 

August 1892 

In the absence of the clerk, Bro. James Luck was appointed clerk protem.The minutes of last meeting was 
read and approved. 

October 1892 

The minutes of the last meeting was read and approved. There being no business before the meeting it 
adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

November 1892 

The minutes of the last meeting was read and approved. The treasurer handed in his quarterly report, 
which was read and adopted. 

December 1892 

Bro. Jones moved that the church have her Christmas tree on Monday after Christmas day. Bro. John 
Morath was appointed a committee to confer with Sister Dewitt in regard to the organ for the church. The 
next in order was the re-election of the pastor for the church. Bro. Jones moved that Bro. Cummings be re¬ 
elected for an unlimited period. The vote being taken he was unanimously elected, the election of officers 
was postponed until our next meeting. L.E. Jones, Clerk 

January 1893 

First in order was the election of officers. Bro. Carter offered a resolution that the old officers be reelected, 
the vote being taken it was unanimously carried. Bro. Jones offered a resolution that the Treasurer hand in 
an itemized report of all the money received and paid out quarterly. By the same resolution the members 
should pay up their dues monthly, the vote being taken, both resolutions were carried. Bro. Luck offered a 
resolution that a committee be appointed to carry on the prayer meeting of Belle Haven. Bros. Abel, Keys, 
Storke and Jones were appointed. Bro. Luck moved that a committee be appointed to visit the sick, hold 
meetings, religious conversations and report to the church, which motion was laid over until next meeting. 
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February 1893 

Next in order was new business. Bro. Luck moved that a committee be appointed to visit the sick, the vote 
being taken it was carried and Bros. Taylor, Randall and Dunn were appointed as the committee. Bro. Luck 
offered a resolution that a vote of thanks be extended to Miss Julia Marsden for money collected for the 
church and many others acts of kindness, the vote being taken it was unanimously carried. 

March 1893 

Owing to Divine Providence the Church did not meet in March. 

April 1893 

First in order was the reports from the standing committees. The church then proceeded to organize her 
Sabbath school by electing Bro. Morath superintendent and Bro. L.M. Storke assistant, Bro. Braxton Abel 
was elected secretary and Bro. Evandon Keys treasurer. 

May 1893 

After an able sermon by the Pastor from II Chapter 28th verse of John the meeting was then called to 
order by the moderator in the chair and proceeded to business. The minutes of last meeting were read and 
approved. First in order was the reports from the standing committees, (rest of minutes unreadable) 

June 1893 

The minutes of the last meeting was read and approved. After reports from the different committees, the 
meeting adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

July 1893 

Next in order was the reports from the different committees. The treasurer handed in his quarterly report 
which reads as follows: the amount paid on parsons salary for 1893, $24.38. Amount on hand to enlarge 
church $30.03. Amount on hand Sisters fund $7.32. Amount due on parsons salary for 1892, $7.07. The 
church then proceeded to elect her delegates to the Potomac Association which meets at Manassas on 
August 16th, 17th and 18th. Bros. Murray Taylor and Willis Lowe were appointed delegates and Bros. 
James Luck and L.E. Jones alternates. 

August 1893 

First in order was the reports from the standing committees. Bro. Luck offered a resolution that the church 
hold two special prayer meetings before the series of meetings commenced for the purpose of getting her 
members together.The vote being taken the resolution has unanimously adopted. 

September 1893 

Owing to Divine Providence the church did not meet in September. 

October 1893 

The treasurer handed in his quarterly report which read as follows: the amount collected on parsons salary 
$30.00. Next was the expenditures of enlarging church, the amount paid out $57.06, amount received 
$44.25, balance due treasurer $12.83, credited by sisters fund $8.05 leaving balance due $4.78 which was 
given to the church by Bro. Morath and treasurer, and the entire amount was settled. The treasurer handed 
to the clerk proper vouchers for every cent he had paid out. Bro. Luck moved that a vote of thanks be 
extended to the many friends for their assistance in enlarging the church. Bro. Norman Luck moved that a 
vote of thanks be extended to the sisters for their aid toward enlarging the church. 

November 1893 

The minutes of last meeting was read and approved. There being no business before the meeting it 
adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

December 1893 

It was agreed that the church have her Christmas tree for the benefit of the Sabbath School on (unread¬ 
able). The moderator appointed Bros. Norman Luck, Willis Lowe and J. M. Taylor to act as the committee. It 
was further agreed that the church (unreadable) at her next meeting. Bro. (unreadable) was reelected 
(unreadable). 
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January 1894 

Next in order was the report from the committee on absentees. The church received the report and pro¬ 
ceeded to act upon it. First Mollie C. Lynn - case laid over until next meeting. Second - Sister Minnie Lynn 
ordered that the clerk write to her. Third - Bro. Vaugh and wife, case laid over until next meeting. Fourth - 
Bro. Willie Stoll, acknowledged his faults and asked forgiveness which the church granted. Fifth - Lucian 
Jones erased/dropped from the church book. Sixth - Sister Gladleys Abel ordered that the clerk write to 
her. Seventh - Sister Minta Marbaker charged with absenting herself and was excused. Eighth - Bro. 
George Greyson acknowledged his faults and asked forgiveness which the church granted. Bro. Will Lowe 
was elected treasurer and Bro. Murray Taylor clerk. The clerk was ordered to issue license to Bro. James 
Luck to preach the gospel. L. E. Jones, Clerk 

March 1894 

First in order was the case of Bro. Granville Vaugh, who acknowledged that he had been neglectful of his 
duty in attending church and said he hoped to be more punctual in the future. Bro. Vaugh also reported for 
his wife Sister Vaugh who had been absent. It was moved that Bro. Vaugh and wife be forgiven. Second, 
the case of Sister Mollie Lynn was postponed until the next meeting. Third, Sister Gladleys Abel had been 
written to by the clerk, but she had made no reply to this letter. It was moved and approved that the Sisters 
be granted permission to hold an entertainment of a religious order in the church.

April 1894 

First in order was unfinished business, first case was that of Sister Mollie Lynn. It was resolved that her 
name be dropped from the church book. The cases of Sisters Lynn and Able were laid over until next 
meeting. The church then proceeded to organize Sunday school by electing L.E. Jones superintendent, 
and L.M. Storke, assistant. Bro. Willis Lowe in a very earnest manner asked for license to preach the 
gospel, which was unanimously granted. Bro. Luck was elected treasurer and Bro. Jones clerk. It was 
agreed that the members meet next for the purpose of whitewashing and cleaning up the yard on the 
second Sunday in April. 

May 1894 

Bro. J. M. Taylor came forward and in earnest manner asked the church for license to preach the Gospel, 
the vote being taken they were unanimously granted. By request of Bro. Storke, Bro. Taylor was elected 
assistant supt. of the Sabbath School in his stead. Sister Mary Abel was appointed a committee to wait 
upon Sister Gladless Abel in regard to her absenting herself from the church. 

June 1894 

Sister Woolfenden was appointed sexton of the church at a compensation of $10.00 per year. 

July 1894 

The church then proceeded to elect its delegates to the association. Bros. Jas. Luck and Arthur Taylor 
were elected delegates. Bro. Willis Lowe and M. Taylor as alternates. The treasurer handed in his quarterly 
report which was read and approved. Bro. L.E. Jones was appointed to solicit aid for the surplus of digging 
a well adjacent to the church. It was agreed that the church would hold its series of meetings beginning 
Sunday the 26 of August 1894. 

August 1894 

It was agreed that the church hold her series of meetings beginning the first Saturday in September, 
instead of the first Saturday in August. 

September 1894 

Exceptions were taken to the reading of the minutes by Bro. Luck in regard to the sisters names being 
called. The matter being laid before the church, it was unanimously decided that their names should not 
be called. 

October 1894 

Sister Belle Jones was appointed assistant superintendent of the Sabbath School. 
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December 1894 

First in order was the reports of the standing committee. Bro. Jones handed in his report as committee on 
the well which was read and approved and the committee discharged. It was resolved that the Sunday 
school should have its Christmas tree on Wednesday, Dec. 26. The reports from the visiting committee was 
satisfactory. 

January 1895 

The treasurer handed in his report which was read and approved. The report shows balance due pastor for 
1892 $6.00, due for‘93 $5.25, due for‘94 $2.00, leaving amount due to date $23.75. The report of the 
church fund shows sexton and all other debts paid, due to treasurer to date 12 cents. It was resolved that 
the church would not allow her members to visit bar rooms or indulge in any intoxicating liquors only for 
medical purposes. 

Wednesday, 23 January 1895 

The church met on Wednesday, January 23rd, 1895 according to a previous call. After Divine service, Bro. 
Jones was called to the chair and acted as chairman. First in order was to advise some means to raise the 
amount due our pastor. Bro. Jones moved that the treasurer be authorized to make out a statement of the 
amount each delinquent was due on the pastors salary and forward the same to them with the request that 
we hear from them at our next meeting. Next in order was in regard to the salary for the present year. It 
was resolved that each member be assessed the same amount previously paid by them with the exception 
of Bro. Storke and wife, it was agreed that they pay $3.00 instead of $0.00 The meeting then adjourned.

February 1895 

Bro. Luck offered a resolution that a vote of thanks be extended to young people in the neighborhood for their 
assistance in an entertainment which had been held in the church. Bro. Luck then came forward and ten¬ 
dered his resignation as treasurer of the church stating as his reason that he was not willing to do business 
for a church that suffered such entertainment to be held. Bro. Jones moved that the resignation be accepted. 
Bro. Carter seconded this motion, the moderator then came forward and in a very Christian like manner and 
asked that the matter be laid over for the present and advised the brethren to take time to consider well all 
such matters. At this point Bro. Jones withdrew his call for the question. 

Owing to Divine Providence the church did not meet on Saturday before the first Lord’s day in March 1895. 
April 1895 

The treasurer handed in his report which was read and approved. The church then proceeded to organize 
its Sunday school by electing Bro. Morath superintendent and sister Annie Jones assistant. 

May 1895 

There being no business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

June 1895 

The church agreed that her series of meetings should begin the first Sunday in September. Bros. Cummings 
and Luck were appointed as a committee to engage a minister to assist in the meeting. Bro. Randall was 
then called before the church for violating the discipline of the church. The Bro. made a statement acknowl¬ 
edging part of the charges and denying part, Bro. Luck then carried forward and made a very plain state¬ 
ment of the case and asked the church to forgive the Bro., but as this was the third time the Bro. had been 
before the church for like charges and as the honor of the church must be sustained, he would offer a reso¬ 
lution that the Bro. be put under discipline of the church for the period of six months. Bro. Jones seconded 
the motion. The vote being taken it was carried. 

July 1895 

First in order were the reports from the standing committees. It was then resolved that the church would 
hold its series of meetings commencing the fourth Sunday in August instead of the first Sunday in 
September. Bro. Jones then ordered that a committee of five be appointed to investigate the matter con¬ 
cerning Bro. Randall as there had been a misunderstanding in regard to the matter. The following commit¬ 
tee was named: Bros. W.E. Lowe, W.B. Able and L. Storke, Sisters Annie Jones and Belle Woolfenden.

August 1895 

The committee in the Randall case reported and was dismissed. The hand of fellowship was withdrawn 
from Bro. and Sister McIntosh. The church them proceeded to elect delegates to represent the church at 
the association. Bro. L. E. Jones and Willis Lowe was elected and Bro. E. Keys and J.M. Taylor alternates. 

October 1895 

The treasurer handed in his quarterly report which was read and approved. Bro. Luck as a committee of 
one in the Randal case made his report which was received and the committee discharged. Bro. Jones 
made a report for Sister Belle Jones showing in what way she had used the money raised by the entertain¬ 
ment and left in her hands. The report was received. Sister Carney was appointed sexton of the church. 

November 1895 

There being no business before the church it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

December 1895 

Election of officers come rep. Brother James Luck as treasurer and Brother L.E. Jones as clerk was put in 
nominations, both was unanimously elected. Brother Cummings was then put in nomination as Pastor and 
was unanimously elected by church and congregation. There being no further business before the meeting 
it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. L. E. Jones, Clerk 

January 1896 

Owing to Divine Providence the church did not meet in January. 

February 1896 

Bro’s. Luck, Carter and Jones were appointed as a committee to revise the church books. 

April 1896 

The church then proceeded to organize her Sabbath school by electing Bro. Morath supt. and Bro. L.E. 
Jones assistant. The committee which was appointed to revise the church book was given another month 
in which to make their report. Bro. Arthur Taylor was granted a letter of dismissal from the church. 

May 1896 

The committee to revise the church book handed in their report which was read and adopted. Bro. L. E. 
Jones resigned as assistant supt. of the Sabbath school and Bro. James Luck was appointed in his stead. 

June 1896 

There being no business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

July 1896 

First in order was the appointment of delegates to the Potomac association. Bro’s. Willis Lowe and J.M. 
Taylor were appointed as delegates and Bro's. Evandon Keys, and James Luck, Jr. alternates. A letter of 
dismissal was granted Bro. Vaugh and wife. Bro's. James Luck Sr. and J. M. Taylor were appointed as a 
committee to settle upon the time for the church to hold her series of meetings and also to solicit aid. 

August 1896 

The order granting Bro. Vaugh and wife a letter was reconsidered until they could be heard from. 
September 1896 

Owing to Divine Providence the church did not meet in September. 

October 1896 

The reports from different committees were read and approved. There being no further business before the 
meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

November 1896 

There being no business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 
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December 1896 

There being no business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

January 1897 

The clerk handed in his report which was read and adopted. Owing to the financial condition of the church 
it was moved that the office of sexton, be suspended for the present, the vote being taken it was unani¬ 
mously carried. 

Owing to Divine Providence the church did not meet in February, March, April, May, 1897. 

June 1897 

The treasurer handed in his quarterly report which was read and approved. The report from the committee 
to revise the church books was read and approved. 

July 1897 

First in order was the election of delegates to the Potomac Association which meets at Little River church 
August 11th. Bros. Murray Taylor and Willis Lowe were elected as delegates with Bros. James Luck and 
L.E. Jones as alternates. Delegates were selected for the Baptist School convention which meets at Rock 
Hill church Friday before the Sunday in August. It was agreed to hold the regular series of meetings begin¬ 
ning Wednesday, before 1st Sunday in Sept. Bros. Able and Jas. Luck as delegates at SS Convention. 

August 1897 

No business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

September 1897 

Owing to Divine Providence the church did not meet in September. 

October, November and December 1897 

No business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

January 1898 

The treasurer handed in his quarterly report which was read and approved. 

February 1898 

Owing to Divine Providence the church did not meet in February. 

March 1898 

No business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

April 1898 

Next in in order was election of SS officers. The following officers was elected: J. Morath, superintendent, 
Jas. Luck Jr., assistant superintendent, W.B. Able secretary, L.M. Storke treasurer. 

May 1898 

It was agreed that the clerk should write Bro. Cole in regard to his service in our series of meetings. 

June 1898 

The church agreed to hold her series of meetings commencing the third Sunday in September. Bro. Jones 
stated that Bro. Cole had agreed to help in the meeting. 

August 1898 

Bro. Luck and Bro. Taylor was appointed delegates to the Potomac association. Bro. L.E. Jones and Bro. 
Arthur Taylor as alternates. Bro. Jones and Bro. Keys was appointed committee to have the well repaired. 

September 1898 

Bro. Jones one of a committee to repair the well made his report which was adopted and committee dis¬ 
charged. 
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October and November 1898 

No business before the meeting it adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

Owing to Divine Providence the church did not meet in December 1898 or in January 1899. 

February 1899 

After Divine services in the absence of its Pastor, Bro. Jones was called to the chair and acted as modera¬ 
tor. Minutes of last meeting were read and approved. Treasurers report was handed in and approved. The 
church then proceeded to elect its officers and call their pastor. Bro. Cummings was unanimously called as 
Pastor and the officers now serving were reelected again. The Sabbath School was organized with Bro. 
Jones superintendent, Bro. Tubbs assistant and Bro. Luck secretary. 

March 1899 

On motion Bros. L.E. Jones, J.T. Tubbs and Jas. Luck, Jr. were appointed a prayer meeting committee. 

April 1899 

Bro. Tubbs made report for prayer meeting committee. 

May 1899 

In absence of clerk minutes of last meeting were not read. Bro. Luck reported for Thornton mission having 
paid for house and now turned it over to the church. On motion it was received and a vote of thanks ten¬ 
dered Bro. Luck for his work at mission. 

June 1899 

Moderator bought request from Bro. Cole to know the fine of the meeting. On motion the Sisters were 
appointed a committee to set the fine. They reported the first Sunday in September.

July 1899 

Bro. James Luck and Bro. Evandon Keys was appointed delegates to the Potomac Association. Bro. Jones 
and Luck alternates. Bro. Luck was appointed to correspond with Bro. Cole in regard to the series of meeting. 

August 1899 

Bros. J.T.Tubbs and Jas. Luck were appointed delegates to the S.S. Convention. 

September 1899 

After an able sermon by Bro. Willis Lowe the Church was called to order by the moderator in the chair. 
Minutes of last meeting was read and approved. The time for holding the series of meeting was changed 
and no date named. 

November 1899 

Sister Carrie Taylor, through Bro. Luck, asked for letter of dismisson to unite with Calvary Church, 
Washington, D.C. on motion letter was unanimously granted. 

December 1899 

Church extended Pastor Rev. A. J. Cummings a unanimous call. 

January 1900 

Church elected officers for the year: James Luck was elected treasurer, James Luck, Jr. clerk. On motion of 
treasurer to divide the field and appoint three collectors to assist him was adopted. The collectors to be 
appointed next meeting. 

February 1900 

On motion of treasurer, Sister Anna Jones and Evanson Keys were appointed collectors. A letter of dismisson 
granted to Norman and Beulah Luck. On motion Bros. Keys, Storke and Luck were appointed a committee to 
revise the church books. 
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2 June1900 

The church met on Saturday before the first Sabbath in June. On account of a storm the church adjourned 
immediately after service by the pastor. 

2 March 1901 

Committee to revise the books reported as follows: the committee finds that Bro. Charles Jones, Sr. has 
not reported since May and that it is said he has been dancing. Bro. Charles Jones, Jr. and wife, the com¬ 
mittee recommends that their names be dropped. Sister Emma Florence, the committee recommends that 
a committee visit her, she having been absent and attending dances. In looking over the list the committee 
finds so many of both sexes who live just within the rules as it were. The committee earnestly begs the 
members to attend more strictly to the rules, not for rules sake, but for the cause, the church, the commu¬ 
nity as the influence of the church is very great in the community and we as Christians are surrounded by 
a great cloud of witnesses, let us strive to live to the Glory of God.

Grayson 
acknowledged his fault and at his request, the church forgave him. In the case of Sister Serepta Carney 
the committee was continued. The fence committee was directed to sell the big trees in the yard and apply 
the proceeds to uses of the church. 

1 November 1902 

The charges against Bro. Oertley were dismissed. The treasurer asked that as the end of the year was 
near that the members try to straighten up the finances for the year. Clerk read a letter from the committee 
of the associations asking for help for the school at Bristol, VA. On motion it was decided that a collection 
be taken for the school next first Sunday. 

Saturday, 31 January 1903 

Jas. Luck, Jr. reported that three and one half dollars was collected and expended for Christmas tree. Jas. 
Luck Jr. was elected clerk and Jas. Luck Sr. treasurer for the year. Treasurer reported as follows: collection 
during 1902 for pastor $40.50, bal due for 1902 $19.50 and for 1901, $9.00. On motion the envelope sys¬ 
tem was adopted to collect the pastors salary, giving 12 envelopes to each member. On motion the chair 
appointed the following Brethren to help collect pastors still due: E. G. W. Keys, Arthur Luck, J.T.Tubbs, 
Chas. Dunn, Jas. Luck, Jr. 

Bad weather prevented meeting in March 1903. 

Saturday, 4 April 1903 

Because of the few members present the church adjourned until after preaching tomorrow. 

Sunday morning the moderator called the church to order after the sermon and Bro. J.T.Tubbs was elect¬ 
ed superintendent and L. M. Storke assistant superintendent of the Sunday school for the year. 

Saturday, 2 May 1903 

Bro. Granville Keys was reinstated and granted a letter. 

Owing to the weather, there was no meeting in June 1903. 

Bad weather prevented meeting in July 1903. 
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Sunday, August 1903 

The church met on the first Sabbath in August after service. Bros. L. M. Storke, Jas. Luck, Bro. J.T. Tubbs, 
Arthur Luck, Sisters M. P. Haines and Edith Luck were appointed delegates to the Sunday school convention. 
Rain prevented meeting in September 1903. 

Saturday, October 1903 

There being no business the church adjourned. 

31 November 1903 

The church met on Saturday before the first Lord's Day in November. After divine service the church was 
called to order by the moderator in the chair. Minutes of last meeting were read and approved. On motion 
Bros. E.G.W. Keys and James Luck, Jr. were appointed a committee to visit Bro. Charles Kendall who was 
charged with being drunk, the church then adjourned to meet at its regular appointment. 

Saturday, December 1903 

The report of committee was laid over until next meeting, the church then adjourned. 

Weather prevented meeting in January 1904. 

In absence of pastor, there was no meeting in February 1904. 

Saturday, March 1904 

The report of committee was laid over until next meeting. The Sunday school was organized by electing 
Bro. Jas Luck, Sr. superintendent, Bro. Russell assistant and L. M. Storke secretary and treasurer. The trea¬ 
surer reported as follows:

Saturday, April 1904 

Report of committee continued until next meeting. It was left to pastor to choose some one to help in meet¬ 
ing.

The clerk was ordered to invite Rev. Chas. Hall to assist in the meetings. Bro. L. M. Storke was elected dele¬ 
gate to Sunday School Convention. Saturday before the third Sunday the Brethren agreed to meet and 
clear up the yard. 

Saturday, 6 August 1904 

In absence of Pastor there was no meeting for business on Saturday. On Sunday, the church was called to 
order by the moderator in the chair. Bros. L. M. Storke and Arthur Luck were appointed delegates to the 
association. 

Saturday, 3 September 1904 

Remarks were made about the church roof. There being no further business before the body it adjourned. 
Saturday, October 1904 

There being no business before the body it adjourned. 

Saturday, November 1904 

There being no business before the body it adjourned. 

Saturday, 3 December 1904 

After a sermon by Rev. W. E. Lowe, the church was called to order by the moderator in the chair. Minutes of 
last meeting were read and approved. The pastor offered his resignation, but on motion of Bro. Keys with- 
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drew it and accepted the call for another year. A letter of dismission was granted Bro. W. E. Lowe to 
Haymarket Church. After some remarks by treasurer the church adjourned. 

5 August 1905 

The clerk offered for the treasurer a proposition from Bro. J.T. Tubbs to remove the old roof, paint the shin¬ 
gles and lay new roof for twenty ($20.00) dollars, after discussion it was adopted. 

Saturday, December 31, 1905 

The church met on Saturday before the first Lord's Day in January 1905. After Divine service the church 
was called to order by the moderator in the chair. Minutes of last meeting were read and approved. The

Dunn and sisters Dunn, Amidon, Rainey, Kincheloe and Mary Abel. 

Saturday 6 May 1905 

The clerk was directed to ask Rev. C. A. Hall to come the second week in September. Bro. W. T. Russell was 
elected supt. and Jas. Luck Jr. assistant supt. of the Sunday school in place of former officers. 

Saturday June 1905

Dodson, and Mr. L. B. Thornton, Sisters Annie Keys, Nettie Heflin, Bertha Woolfenden, Lucy Holmes, Mary 
P. Thornton and Mrs. Tubbs, Mrs. Crow. There being no further business before the Church it adjourned. 

Saturday, 6 January 1906 

The committee on the repairs of church not having finished their collections were continued. Bro. Keys 
reported for the oyster supper as follows:

There being no quorum present the church adjourned after the moderator instructed the clerk to write Rev. 
Mr. Bradford about helping in the meetings. 

In absence of pastor where was no meeting in July 1906. 

Saturday, August 1906 

The chair appointed Bro. Jas. Luck, Sr. a committee to complete arrangements with Rev. Mr. Bradford for 
the meetings.

Bad weather prevented meeting in March 1907 tho pastor preached on Sunday. 

No meeting in April 1907 on account of rain. 

Saturday 4 May 1907 

L. M. Storke, Thomas Woolfenden and Jas Luck, Jr. were appointed a committee to see Rev. Mr. Bradford, 
at Woodbine Church on the second Sunday, and secure his aid for our meetings. Chas. Dodson and Jas. 
Luck Jr. were elected superintendent of the Sunday school. L. M. Storke, secretary and treasurer for the 
year. It was decided to have the school in the morning beginning the third Sunday at 10 a.m. 

Rain prevented meeting June 1907. 

Sunday 6 July 1907 

On motion it was decided to ask Rev. Mr. Bradford to hold our meetings beginning the first Sunday in 
September. Bros. Evandon Keys and Jas. Luck Sr. were elected delegates to the association and C. W. 
Dodson and Jas. Luck Jr. delegates to the Sunday school convention. 

Saturday August 1907 

Minutes of last meeting were read and approved. There being no business before the body it adjourned. 

In absence of the pastor there was no meeting in September 1907. 

Saturday October 1907 

In absence of the clerk Bro. James Luck Sr. was appointed clerk pro tern. Minutes of last meeting were read 
and approved. There being no business before the body it adjourned. 

Saturday 30 November 1907 

A letter from Brentsville Church for Bro. Richard H. Keys was presented and accepted and the hand of fellow¬ 
ship given Bro. Keys by the pastor. The treasurer handed in an account for five dollars expended for white wash¬ 
ing and cleaning the yard. No motion the moderator appointed the following committee to revise the church 
books: E. G. W, Keys, chairman; Jas. Luck and J. T. Tubbs the treasurer and clerk were continued for the year. 

Weather prevented meeting January 1908. 

Saturday February 1908 

Clerk read the covenant and the rules. In absence of the committee their report was laid over for the next 
meeting. Treasurer presented an account against the church for $7.48. On account of the few present this 
was tabled for next meeting. It was agreed to elect at least two deacons at our next meeting. 

Saturday March 1908 

The church met on Saturday before the first Sunday in March. The committee presented the following report 
“We the undersigned committee appointed at Nov. meeting to meet at Bro. Luck’s to revise church books 
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have met this the above date and we recommend church to drop from the roll the following names, Frank 
Sayers, Bartey Oertley, Emma Florence, Flora Carter, Ethel Oertley, Agnes Vaughn and Mary Waite; and 
furthermore the committee advise the clerk to write advice letters to the following named persons - Charley 
Jones and wife, Emma Amidon and Margaret Abel. Signed: E.G.W. Keys chairman, J.T. Tubbs, Jas. Luck. 

On motion this was adopted, the election of deacons was tabled for next meeting. 

Saturday, 4 April 1908 

On motion the church proceeded to elect deacons by ballot. The moderator appointed Bro. Keys teller to 
take up and help count the ballots. Bro’s. L. M. Storke and Evandon Keys received the highest numbers 
and the moderator declared them elected. The treasurer’s account for $7.48 was tabled for next meeting. 
Bro. Keys spoke of the reports that Sister Mary P. Thornton had been dancing and having dances in her 
house and moved the church send a committee to see her and investigate the matter. The moderator 
appointed Sisters Lucy Holmes, Nettie Abel and Bertie Dodson. On motion the church elected Bro. Jas 
Luck, Jr. supt., Clifton Storke assistant supt. and Maurice Abel secretary of the Sunday school for the year. 
On motion the time was set for afternoon. Bro. Keys who agreed to write to parties referred to in previous 
report was given more time to write or see the parties. 

Saturday, May 1908 

Bro. Evandon Keys was given more time to make his report. Mrs. Thornton was present and spoke for her¬ 
self instead of report by committee. She said she had done nothing wrong and would like to join some 
church where she would feel more at home and asked for a letter. On motion same was granted. Bro. 
Clifton Storke reported a good school. The supt. requested the church to raise one dollar for Sunday 
school roll book which was done. Sister Addie Hayes stated she had been baptized in Wisconsin and 
asked to be admitted by experience. On motion she was received and hand of fellowship given by pastor. 

Saturday June 1908 

Bro. Keys reported having seen Bro. Chas Jones and wife and Mrs. Amidon, they said they would like to 
remain in the church but were unable to attend. It was decided to keep them on the books. Bro. Keys had 
written to Mrs. Margaret Abel but had no reply yet. On motion by Bro. Keys the order granting Mrs. 
Thornton a letter was rescinded and the case referred to the revision committee for action and report 
next meeting. 

Saturday, July 1908 

Bros. Evandon Keys and Clifton Storke were appointed delegates to the association. Revision committee 
report was continuous for next meeting. Bro. L. M. Storke was appointed a committee to have wall under 
church repaired and Wednesday after the third Sunday was set for the Brethren to meet and clear up the 
cemetery. Pastor announced the Lord's supper for tomorrow. 

Saturday, August 1908 

Bro. L.M. Storke was given another month in which to have wall repaired. Bro. Evandon Keys made a ver¬ 
bal report for the revision committee as follows: “The charges made against Sister Mary Thornton were 
sustained and we recommend that she be dropped from the roll.” On motion the report was adopted. Bro. 
Walter Woolfenden was elected delegate to the Sunday School Convention. Wednesday before the first 
Sunday in September was set as the time for the sisters to clean up the building. 

Saturday, 6 September 1908 

After preaching by Mr. Bradford, the church was called to order by the moderator in the chair. A letter from 
First Baptist Church of Fox Lake, Wisconsin for Mrs. Albert Hayes was presented and received. Minutes of 
last meeting were read and approved. Bro. L. M. Storke reported the yard cleared and Piers fixed. Bro. 

Hayes said he would have helped but forgot the date. After some remarks on church management, he came 
forward and was received into the church for baptism. The church then went back to Bro. Storke’s report and 
on motion it was adopted. Pastor said that Sister Addie Hayes had violated the rules of the church and 
asked forgiveness, on motion same was granted. Bro. Clifton Storke reported a large crowd and a good time 
at the association and Bro. Tubbs stated many good things were said at the convention. After some discus¬ 
sion on suggestion of Bro. Jas. Luck, Jr., the following was appointed committee to determine to best was 
way to help the orphanage at Salem: Mrs. Katie Luck, Clifton Storke, Albert Hayes, Richard Keys. 
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Saturday, October 1908 

Mrs. Lilly Keys was received into the church by letter from Stafford Store Church and Mrs. Bessie Tubbs 
was received for baptism. Minutes of last meeting were read and approved. The orphanage committee was 
given more time in which to prepare their report, the clerk then read the covenant and the rules. 

November 1908 

The orphanage committee recommended that the church send a box to Salem. After some remarks by 
the pastor on motion the report was accepted. Miss Addie Hayes announced an oyster supper on 
December the second. Bro. Luck said Mrs. Hutchinson would be here tomorrow in the interests of the 
missionary union. 

Saturday, 5 December 1908 

Bro. Tubbs said we had good talent here but our singing was not what it ought to be and suggested, that 
the church select a choir and etc. Bro. Hayes wanted to know who the members were and asked that the 
ladies names be called. The clerk had a letter from Mrs. Annie Jones asking for a letter. On motion of Bro. 
Evandon Keys this was granted. The treasurer reported that $43.87 was raised at the oyster supper and 
would clear about $38.00 or $39.00. Bro. Luck said we had good prayer meetings and asked that more of 
the members attend, and it was suggested that they be held in the afternoon instead of night. Bro. Hayes 
said that while they did well at the supper the work fell on two or three and he thought that those who did 
not attend should contribute towards the organ. 

January 1909 

In absence of the pastor there was no meeting in January 1909. 

Saturday 6 February 1909 

The treasurer reported as follows: collected for pastor $62.00, leaving balance of two dollars on 1908 last 
years account which pastor said should be cancelled up to date. Sexton paid in full to January 1, 1909 with 
$1.53 to be credited to treasurers account against the church. A meeting was called for the 3rd Sunday at 
2:30 p.m. the church then adjourned. 

March 1909 

Rain prevented meeting March 1909. 

Saturday April 1909 

Bro. Luck said the church met on the third Sunday in March and assessed the members. This assessment 
to be paid every three months. He then read the assessment. A letter from the Bethlehem Church in 
Richmond was read and laid over until next meeting. After some discussion the Sunday school was orga¬ 
nized by electing the officers serving last year the church then adjourned. 

Saturday May 1909 

The church met on Saturday before the first Sabbath in May after service. Letter from Bethlehem Church 
asking aid passed over. Bro. Jas. Luck Jr asked to be relieved as supt. of the Sunday School and Bro. 
Maurice Abel was elected in his place. Bro. J. T. Tubbs was elected secretary in place of Bro. Abel. Bro. W. T. 
Russell was granted a letter to the Dumfries Church. The treasurer reported money collected for the organ 
as follows: 

Collected for organ $47.87 
Paid for organ $47.50 
balance seven cents. 

Subject of insurance laid over until next meeting. 

There was no meeting in June 1909. 

Saturday 3 July 1909 

A letter was previously read from Mt. Lebanon Church for Mrs. Lucy Lowe and accepted. On motion Bros. 
Luck, Keys and Storke were appointed a committee to insure the church, by mutual consent it was agreed 
to sell the old organ and the moderator appointed Bro. Luck as a committee to sell it. 
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Saturday, August 1909 

Mrs. Clara Keys was received by letter from Clifton Church. Bro. Luck reporting for the insurance committee 
explained the difference between the charges of Aetna and Loudoun Companies amounting to four dollars 
or more. The decision was left to the committee. The letter granted Mrs. Annie Jones, December 5, 1908, 
was recalled and the sister reinstated at her request. Clerk read a letter from the Dumfries Church stating 
that W.T. Russell had been received by letter from this church, and a letter from Rev. W. Leake asking date 
of meeting be changed to Thursday before the first Sunday in September. The moderator announced 
Wednesday August 18 as the day to meet and clear the yard. Clifton Storke and Arthur Luck were chosen 
delegates to the association. Walter Woolfenden, James Luck, Jr. with the superintendent, as delegates to 
the convention. 

Saturday September 1909 

The committee on insurance was given more time to complete their work. Bro. Arthur Luck reported a good 
time at the association. Sister Addie Hayes reported the proceedings of the convention. During the week 
following the first Sunday the church was called to order and the following were received into the church, 
Raymond M. Woolfenden, John R. Graeff, Miss Nelsie M. Patton and Mrs. Ella N. Patton, Mrs. Sarepta 
Williams was restored. 

Saturday October 1909 

Miss Maluna Wine was received by experience, minutes of last meeting were read and approved. The 
committee on insurance was given more time to complete their work. Bro. Luck said "we are having good 
prayer-meetings but Brethren did not attend as well as they might. Bro. Jas. Luck, Jr., introduced the sub¬ 
ject of the Sunday School and the pastor said that members of the church were never too old to go to 
Sunday School. Its motive to read and study God’s word and cited the example of Timothy, “if parents 
attended the children would come and when they did not Sunday School would lag, all could engage in 
this work and glorify God in the Sunday School.” Bro. E. G. Keys said he did not know any thing about 
the Belle Haven School but were having a good school somewhere else. Mrs. Hayes said we were 
responsible for this work. Bro. Graeff said it was a home mission and suggested using a verse instead of 
present in answering roll call after some further remarks it was decided that the pastor call the church 
together in the morning and ask help for the Sunday School in the attendance of every member in a 
radius of six miles, the church then adjourned. 

Saturday 6 November 1909 

The insurance committee reported amount of policy $8.00 Premium $12.45 for three years and no assess¬ 
ments on policy. On motion the report was accepted and a collection to be taken in the morning to pay 
premium. 

Saturday December 1909 

Clerk read a card from the clerk of the association stating this church’s appointment of the $1,125.00 for 
foreign missions to be two dollars. The church agreed to take up a collection for this the first Sabbath in 
January. 

No meeting January 1910. 

There was no meeting for business in February 1910 but preaching on Sunday. 

No meeting March 1910. 

Saturday 2 April 1910 

Ordered to take collection Sunday morning for missions. Bro. Clifton Storke was elected superintendent and 
Bro. Arthur Luck assistant supt. of the Sunday school for the year. The school to open the third Sunday in 
April. Treasurer reported as follows: 

Paid pastor 1909 $61.29 

Paid sexton in full to January 1, 1910 
Balance in treasury January first 1910 
One dollar and seventy five cents 
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On motion report was received. A letter of dismisson was granted Sister Nora Sisson. License to preach 
the gospel was granted Bro. Clifton Storke. 

Saturday, May 1910 

It was decided to organize the Sunday school the second Sunday in May, the church then adjourned. 
Saturday, June 1910 

The superintendent reported a good school. Pastor stated that Rev. S. W. Cole would conduct a meeting 
here beginning Monday after the first Sunday in September. Bro. Hayes said we ought to clear yard and 
house, on motion it was agreed to do same the third Saturday in June. On suggestion of Sister Hayes the 
ladies were requested to clean the house at the same time. 

Saturday, July 1910 

In regard to the members not meeting in full force to clean up the yard the time was extended until the third 
Wednesday in July to do the work. There being no further business the meeting adjourned to meet at its 
regular meeting. 

Saturday, 6 August 1910 

The pastor called the church to order and reported the yard cleared. Bro. Wine and wife was received by 
letter from their church in full membership. Bro. Hayes proposed that the Brethren and friends subscribe 
money to put in a cement walk from church to gate. Clifton Storke, W.T. Wine, Arthur Luck, John Graeffe 
volunteered to go to the association. Sister Hayes to Sunday school convention.

September 1910 

There was no meeting for business in September 1910. 

Saturday, October 1910 

Mrs. Annie Downs was received for baptism. Sister Hayes reported a good time and some good things from 
the convention. Bro. Arthur Luck reported, collected for walk: $10.10 

paid for lime and cement $ 6.60 on hand $ 3.50 

Bro. Hayes reported 1 1/2 sacks of cement left and said same would be used to finish walk. Committee was 
directed to use funds in hand to white wash the house. 

Saturday, 5 November 1910 

More time was given the committee to white wash house and finish the walk. On motion the suggestion 
was made by Bro. Hayes to elect a Deacon to fill the place of Deacon L.M. Storke, deceased, was laid over 
until next meeting. James Luck, Jr., Clerk 

Saturday, December 1910 

The committee reported he could not get anyone to white wash the house and on motion the work was put 
off until next spring and the committee continued. On motion the election of Deacons was tabled for next 
meeting. After some remarks by Bro. Wine about the prayer service and his work at some other churches, 
the church adjourned. 

The Pastor announced that this meeting closed his 21st year of continuous service at this church and on 
account of his living a long distance from the church and his inability to get there in bad weather a younger 
man should fill his place. Those present unanimously requested him to continue in charge of the work here. 

Saturday, January 1911 

The election of deacons tabled for next meeting. The treasurer reported as follows:

Hayes it was decided to 
open Sunday School the first Sunday in April and the clerk ordered to get the quarterlies. 

Saturday, 1 April 1911 

After a sermon by Rev. Mr. Heflin, the pastor called the church to order. Bro. Arthur Luck was elected super¬ 
intendent and Bro. Albert Hayes assistant superintendent of the Sunday school for the year. The selection of 
the other officers was left to them. On motion the church proceeded to elect two Deacons, the ballot being 
taken the moderator declared Maurice Abel and James Luck Jr. chosen. The moderator announced the 
meeting of the Sunday School Convention at Rock Hill the fifth Sunday in July. Treasurer reported $3.10 col¬ 
lected for the Sunday school and $2.35 paid out, the balance .75 cents was paid to the superintendent. 

Saturday May 1911 

Bro. Luck reported that, on account of his health, Rev. S. W. Cole was not sure of being able to come here in 
September, but would let us know later. 

Saturday June 1911 

After services the pastor called the church to order, there being no business before the body it adjourned. 
Saturday July 1911 

Bros. Albert Hayes, E. G. W. Keys, C. W. Storke, Richard Keys were appointed delegates to convention. On 
motion they were instructed to invite S. S. Convention to meet with us in 1912. 

Saturday 5 August 1911 

Bros. Hayes and Wine reported on the convention. Bro. Luck said the school board would pay half of the 
expense of repairing the well, and he and Bro. Hayes appointed a committee to raise the money and repair the 
well and prosecute those that did the damage. Bros. W.T. Wine and Jas. Luck, Jr. were appointed delegates to 
the association with Albert Hayes and Maurice Abel alternates. Wednesday after the third Sunday was set as 
the day to clear yard and clean the church. 

Saturday 2 September 1911 

Bro. Hayes reported well fixed all but placing pump, which was said to be on the way, estimated cost $50.00 
but all bills not yet in. Bro. Jas. Luck, Jr. reported some things said and done at the association. 

Saturday October 1911 

Bro. Hayes said we intend putting a fence around the well and trough for the horses, the cost so far exceed¬ 
ed fifty-three dollars. Bro. W. T. Wine asked the pastor and deacons, and others who could, to help organize 
a church at Embrey Chapel, Thursday before the fifth Sunday in this month. The moderator appointed three 
deacons and Bro. Albert Hayes. Bro. Wine then asked for letters for Sisters Lillian, Nelsie Patton and 
Margaret Abel on motion same was granted. Bro. Wine called the attention of the church to the work along 
the river and suggested a ministers and deacons meeting. 

Saturday November 1911 

Clerk read the Covenant and the Rules. Bro. W. T. Wine, discussing the rules said we would not dismiss 
members until the Rule in Matthew had been closely followed, had been to the persons and talked with 
them. We should be careful about selecting committees, the best members for the particular case should be 
sent and cited case where the worst member in the church had been sent and a bad impression made. Bro. 
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Luck reported thirteen dollars plus has been raised and total cost over ($54) for well. Bro. Storke said he 
could not say how much the county would give for the well until the board met. Bro. Wine said, that as the 
association would not give attention to the work along the Potomac unless the churches took it up, we 
should call Bros. Nolan, Cummings, Storke and himself together with the Deacons of Manassas, 
Woodbridge, Woodbine, Belle Haven, be called together to talk the matter over. Bro. Luck suggested we talk 
the subject over and he would see some member of the acting board as to what could be done. 

Saturday, 2 December, 1911 

Treasurer reported total cost of well $55.10. A motion to appoint three to raise the money any way they saw 
fit was agreed to and the moderator appointed Evandon Keys, Jas. Luck, Jr. and Albert Hayes, to report 
next meeting. A motion to appoint the committee to revise the list of members and to see each member as 
to the amount they would contribute for pastor's salary. Agreed to and the moderator appointed, Maurice 
Abel, Albert Hayes and Jas. Luck, Jr. 

There was no meeting for business in January 1912. 

Saturday 3 February 1912 

Bro. Jas. Luck Jr. said the committee on Pastor’s salary was not ready to report and for the oyster supper, 
the money had been paid to the treasurer who would make the report.

Saturday March 1912 

Bro. W. T. Wine preached for us the first Saturday and Bro. C. W. Storke, Sunday morning in absence of our 
pastor, but there was no meeting for business. 

Saturday April 1912 

The committee was given more time to make their report. The church agreed to raise the amount asked by 
the association for home missions ($5.00). The election of Sunday school officers was laid over till next 
meeting. 

Saturday 4 May 1912 

Bro. Maurice Abel for the committee to revise the church books and report on Pastors salary reported 
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as follows: Total membership 73 - 24 male and 49 female. The committee recommended that the name 
of Rose Vaughn be dropped from the roll. And if the members gave as requested the pastors salary 
would be $110.00 for 1912. Mrs. Ida Carney requested that name be dropped because she felt slighted. 
The moderator appointed Sister Hayes as a committee to visit the Sister. On motion Mrs. Rose Vaugh 
was dropped from the roll. The Sunday school officers were elected as follows: James Luck Jr. superin¬ 
tendent; Arthur Luck assistant superintendent; R.M. Woolfenden secretary/treasurer. It was decided to 
hold a festival for the benefit of the church, May 10th. 

Saturday, 1 June 1912 

Sister Hayes for the committee that visited Mrs. Ida Carney, said, that after a talk with her thought she did not 
want her name off the church books, only felt hurt over her treatment by the other church members, and would 
respond readily to sympathy and kind treatment. The committee therefore earnestly asked that the members 
show more fraternal spirit and get together more. On motion the report was received. 

Bro. Jas. Luck, Jr. reported expenditures and receipts of the two festivals held during the month as follows: 
Amount expended $7.88 
Net amount $20.83 + 17.79 

Bro. Luck moved a vote of thanks to Bro. R.M. Woolfenden and committee for the festivals. Agreed to, on motion 
of Bro. Hayes the church decided to hold a festival here on the fourth of July, to aid in furnishing the church. Bro. 
E.G.W. Keys moved we grant Chas. Holmes the right to have a stand on the grounds during the convention. Mr. 
Holmes agreeing to give the use of certain ground and five dollars to the church. Agreed to. Clerk read a letter 
saying the Rev.T.W.T. Nolan would help during our meeting. After some informal talk as to the painting and fur¬ 
nishing the building, the church adjourned. 

Sunday June 1912 

Bro. Clifton W. Storke asked for ordination. On motion of Bro. Luck Sr. the clerk was ordered to call the fol¬ 
lowing council. Pastor and Deacons of Manassas Church, Pastor and Deacons of Woodbine Church and 
Rev. S. W. Cole of Remington together with Rev. W. T. Wine and Deacons of Embrey Chapel. 

During the second week of June the clerk received a letter from Stafford Store Church asking Belle-Haven 
to call for the ordination of Bro. C.W. Storke. 

The council composed of Rev. Dr. Quarles, pastor; G. W. Nutt, Westwood Hutchinson, Deacons of the 
Manassas Church; Rev. W. T. Wine, pastor; H. S. Abel, Deacon of Embey Chapel and Rev. A. J. Cummings 
our Pastor, met at this church the fifth Sunday in June. The council organized by electing Dr. Quarles mod¬ 
erator, and Powell M. Metz, clerk. After examination they ordained Bro. Clifton W. Storke to the ministry, Dr. 
Quarles preaching the sermon, Rev. W. T. Wine, the prayer, Deacon Hutchinson the charge to the church, 
Rev. A. J. Cummings presented the bible and Rev. Jas. F. Gulick the charge to the candidate. 

Saturday 6 July 1912 

After preaching the pastor called the church to order. Minutes of last meeting read and approved. Bro. R.M. 
Woolfenden reported proceeds of the fourth of July picnic as follows - gross receipts $70.11 expenses paid 
as per vouchers $29.15, balance $40.96 paid to the treasurer. Bro. Luck moved a vote of thanks to Bro. 

R.M. Woolfenden and the sisters for this entertainment, carried. Bro. Luck reported when in Baltimore hav¬ 
ing bought furniture and carpet for the pulpit amounting to $36.14. On hand to date $62.89. On motion by 
Bro. Cummings a vote of thanks was tendered Bro. Luck for his trouble. Bro. Hayes was appointed as com¬ 
mittee to repair the pump. Bro. R.M. Woolfenden directed to purchase 25 hymn books and three lights for 
the church. The sisters appointed a committee to decide on fixing windows and as to carpet for the aisle. 
Bro. Abel Hayes and R.M. Woolfenden appointed as a committee to have outside of church fixed and yard 
cleared. The church then adjourned. After the sermon at this meeting, Mrs. Eunice Kincheloe came forward 
and was received into the church and baptized Sunday morning. 

Saturday 3 August 1912 

The committee to fix pump continued, also the one to clear yard and fix the outside of the church. The follow¬ 
ing committees were appointed to secure homes for delegates, R.H. Keys, Maurice Abel to assign homes to 
the delegates. The deacons, Bros. W.T. Wine, C.W. Storke and R.M. Woolfenden were appointed delegates to 
the association. Mrs. Hayes, Bertha Woolfenden, Maud Norman and R. M. Woolfenden were appointed dele¬ 
gates to the Sunday school convention. Bro. James Luck Sr. was appointed to make the address of welcome 
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to the convention when they met here Friday before th first Sunday in September. The clerk was ordered to 
invite F. K. Tyler, clerk of the convention, that we could not meet delegates at the station. 

September 1912 

There was no meeting for business in September 1912 because the S.S. Convention held its sessions in 
this church Friday and Saturday before, and on the first Sunday in this month. 

6 October 1912 

After the sermon the church came to order, the pastor acting moderator. On motion a vote of thanks was 
extended Bro. B. W. Storke for work in maintaining order in the grove during the first Sunday in September 
at the convention held in this church. The pastor presented the bible given us by the convention as a 
memento of their visit. Bro. W.T. Wine reported a successful association and commended its action in rais¬ 
ing $500 to help build a church in Brentsville, the church now occupying an old union building and wanting 
one of their own. 


Saturday, November 1912 

The clerk was directed to convey our appreciation of fine bible given to the church as a memento by the 
Sunday School Convention to the proper officers. The clerk read a letter from Rev. T.W.T. Nolan, asking five 
dollars to aid in the purchase of a church in Brentsville. The church agreed to take up a collection for them on 
Sunday. Mrs. Neva Garrett granted a letter to the Cartersville church. The treasurer submitted a report of 
money expended on church for the convention as follows: 

Amount on hand July 6, 1912 $62.89 
Received C. H. Holmes $5.00 
Total $67.89 

Paid out as per items read $48.10. Balance on hand $19.79. On motion of Bro. Hayes the report was accept¬ 
ed. The treasurer reported the insurance expired and he was ordered to renew it. On motion treasurer was 
ordered to pay sheriff C.A. Barbee $2.50 and J.S. Storke $1.50 for keeping order during the convention. It 
was agreed to sell the chandeliers to the colored church for $5.00. 


Saturday 30 November 1912 

The clerk reported having received $5.00 for the chandeliers sold by Bro. Albert Hayes to the colored 
church and cost of insurance on building for $1,000.00 for three years at $12.45. Mrs. Hayes moved that 
the church resolve itself in a committee to see and write the absent members and get them to come out to 
our Saturday’s meeting. On motion it was agreed to have dime socials to raise money for a Christmas tree 
for the Sunday School. Bro. Hayes said we would have the first one at his home the coming Friday night. 


4 January 1913 

Sister Hayes said she had seen two members and written to two more and as we were beginning a new 
year let us try harder to get our members to attend Saturday's meetings. Bro. Hayes moved a vote of 
thanks to Bro. R.M. Woolfenden and his assistants for work on the Christmas tree. The treasurer submitted 
his annual report as follows:

On motion the report was adopted. On motion the clerk and treasurer reelected for the coming year. Bros. 
Hayes, Luck and Wine spoke of raising the balance of pastors salary and on motion the following commit¬ 
tee was appointed to see or write the delinquent members, B. W. Storke Arthur Luck, R. M. Woolfenden 
and E.G.W. Keys.

February 1913 

There was no meeting for business in Feb. 1913. Bro. W. H. Heflin preaching on Sunday. 

There was no meeting in March 1913. 

May 1913 

The pastor said Rev. F.M. Wells would preach in fall meeting, beginning the fifth Sunday in August. 

5 April 1913 

Committee on pastors salary, Bro. A. Luck, no report. Bro. B. W. Storke had collected $4.00 and more 
promised tomorrow. Bro. R. M. Woolfenden no collections but some would pay Sunday. Committee on 
Saturday meeting, Mrs. Hayes had spoken to more than a dozen. Bro. Luck same report. Officers in Sunday 
school for the year were elected as follows, Bro. Albert Hayes supt., Mrs. Annie Downs, assistant supt., to 
open school the second Sunday. Bro. Arthur Luck suggested Dr. Quarles for preacher in our fall meeting. 
Bro. Luck read a letter from Rev. F. M. Wells, an evangelist looking for appointments. On motion the choice 
of help for the meeting was left to the pastor and the meeting adjourned. 

Saturday, June 1913 

After the sermon, the first Saturday in June, minutes of last meeting read and approved. Letters of dismis- 
son to the Woodbridge Church granted Rev. C.W. Storke and wife. 

6 July 1913 

After preaching Sunday morning the engagement with Capt. F.M. Wells was rescinded and letters of dismis- 
son granted to Sisters Annie Cline and Belle Tubbs to Dumfries Church. 

2 August 1913 

The following were elected delegates to the Association, Bros. R.M. Woolfenden, E.G.W. Keys and James 
Luck, Sr. As delegates to the S.S. Convention, Miss Maud Norman, Sisters Ellen Hayes, May Abel and 
Bros. Albert Hayes and Maurice Abel. 

September 1913 

Rev. H. C. Swain of Leesburg preached the sermon. During the meeting held at this time by Mr. Swain, the follow¬ 
ing were admitted by baptism: Hattie Abel, Maud Norman, May Luck, Clayton C. Dunn, Clavin J. Dunn, Arzulla 
Dunn and Granville Keys, the first five being baptized by Mr. Swain 1st Sunday in September. Last two by Pastor 
Cummings 1st Sunday in October. 

Saturday, October 1913 

The church met Saturday before the first Sunday in October. After the sermon the Pastor called the church to 
order and there being no business it adjourned. 

Saturday, 1 November 1913 

The clerk presented notice that Bro. C.W. Storke and wife had been received by letter from this church into the 
Woodbridge Baptist Church. The moderator asked that two of the deacons act with him in attending to some mat¬ 
ters requiring attention. 

6 December 1913 

Bro. Abel reported the pump, to replace the broken one, as here, and a motion to pay the county, one half 
of it, made and carried. Bro. B.W. Storke presented the bill for same amounting to $11.25. Churches part 
$5.62 1/2. 

January 1914 

There was no meeting in January 1914. 

Saturday, February 1914 

The church met on Saturday before the first Lords day in February. After the sermon the Pastor called the 
church to order. Minutes of last meeting read and approved. The Treasurer presented his report for 1913 as 
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follows:

Paid B. W. Storke for pump $5.62

The election of clerk and treasurer laid over for next meeting and on motion of Bro. Hayes the treasurer’s 
report for 1913 was accepted. The Pastor said on account of his age and distance from the church he could 
not serve another year, so would leave at some time in near future. 

March 1914 

There was no business meeting in March 1914. 

Saturday, 4 April 1914 

Bro. Jas. Luck Jr. supt. of the Sunday school for the year. There being no further business before the body it 
adjourned. 

May 1914 

After the sermon the moderator called the church to order with Bro. Maurice Abel acting clerk. 

Saturday June 1914 

Permission granted the Sunday School at the request of the supt. to have children’s day in the morning and 
preaching in the afternoon. Invitation extended the speaking contestants to meet here. The clerk and trea¬ 
surer were reelected for the year and the church adjourned.

Saturday, May 1914 

After the sermon the moderator called the church to order with Bro. Maurice Abel acting clerk. There being 
no business before the body it adjourned.

Saturday, June 1914 

Permission granted the Sunday school at the request of the superintendent to have children’s day in the morn¬ 
ing and preaching in the afternoon. Invitation extended the speaking contestants to meet here. The clerk and 
treasurer were reelected for the year. 

Saturday, 4 July 1914 

Bros. Maurice Abel and Jas. Luck, Jr. were appointed delegates to the Potomac Association with Bros. 
Evandon Keys and Arthur Luck alternates. 

Saturday, 1 August 1914 

The following were appointed delegates to the Sunday school convention at Berea Church, Maud Norman, 
W. M. Woolfenden, Albert Hayes. It was agreed to meet and clear the yard next Saturday. 

6 September 1914 

The regular meeting for business was held the first Sunday at 2 p.m. There being no business before the 
body it adjourned. At the meeting held during the week following this first Sunday, William T. Abell was 
received into the church and baptized. Mrs. Lula Davis was received for baptism. 

Saturday October 1914 

After preaching the Pastor called the church to order. Minutes of last meeting read and approved. There 
being no business before the body it adjourned. 

November 1914 

The pastor was asked to withdraw this resignation, but said he could not. On motion the moderator appoint¬ 
ed the following committee to select a pastor, Bros. E.G.W. Keys, James Luck, Jr. and Maurice Abel. 
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December 1914 

Service by our former pastor Rev. A.J. Cummings. Minutes from the November meeting were read and 
approved. The pulpit committee reported that Rev. R.P. Rixey of Fredericksburg had accepted the care of 
the church for the year beginning January 1, 1915. Bro. Maurice Abel was elected superintendent and 
Bro. Arthur Luck assistant superintendent of the Sunday School for the year. The selection of secretary 
and treasurer was left to the superintendent. A letter of dismisson to Clarendon Church granted to Sister 
Nelsie Mainhall (see Patton). The pastor gave notice that a man from the State Board would be here on 
the third Sunday.

September 1915 

There was no regular meeting of the church during the summer and at a called meeting of the body on the 
first Sunday in September it was resolved to ask the churches of this field to buy land and build a parson¬ 
age. The churches were asked to appoint a joint committee to consider the matter and for Belle Haven the 
following were appointed, Bros. E.G.W. Keys, R.W. Storke and Maurice Abel. The treasurer, because of his 
age, tendered his resignation and the clerk having moved further from the church, resigned. At the meet¬ 
ings held this month by the pastor assisted by Rev. H. L. Swain of Clarendon the church as called together 
and Miss Minnie Lowe was received for membership. 

Sunday, November 1915 

A letter of dismisson granted Bro. Albert Hayes to join Marshall Church. The pastor announced no service 
on third Sunday, unless he could find a supply, as he intended going to the General Association. On insur¬ 
ance Bro. James Luck, Jr. appointed a special committee to look into this matter. On motion Bro. E.G.W. 
Keys elected assistant treasurer and Bro. Raymond Woolfenden elected clerk. On the parsonage matter 
after discussion was laid over for future action. Bro. Raymond Woolfenden refused to accept the office as 
clerk, named above, so that office is still vacant. 

December 1915 

Insurance on the church was decided to remain as unfinished business for a while. W.T. Wine and C.M. 
Wine were both granted letters of dismisson from Belle Haven Baptist Church to unite with Bellair Baptist 
Church. Belle Haven Church is in Prince William County and Bellair is in Stafford County. Bro. Rixey was 
called as pastor of Belle Haven for 1916. Maurice Abel elected clerk. 

Monday, 31 July 1916 

On Monday night, July 31, 1916, Rev. H.L. Swain of Clarendon, VA began a meeting of days closing same 
on August 14th on which day the pastor baptized Bro. Earl Merrell, who was the only addition to the 
church. The pastor continued the meeting for days longer, and then preached five sermons at Independent 
Hill in the hall there. During the first meeting named above, in the absence of Pastor R.P. Rixey, the church 
held a business meeting over which Bro. Swain presided. It was resolved to appoint a Finance Committee 
to canvas the membership for subscriptions for pastoral support and also commend some way to handle 
the subject. Committee: Bros. Wallace Storke and E.G.W. Keys, also Sisters May Luck and Mrs. Richard 
Keys. The pastor was appointed a committee of one on obituaries. Delegates from the Potomac Assn, 
reported in full through Sister Maud Norman.

The pastor as a committee of one on obituaries made the following report which was adopted and ordered 
spread upon the minutes at the business meeting held Saturday, September 30, 1916 at 3:00 p.m. 

During the past twelve months this church has been called upon to give up three of its best members who 
have fallen asleep to await the resurrection morning. Mrs. Isabel Jones Woolfenden was born June 8, 

1846. She married Mr. Thomas Woolfenden and lived as a consistent member of the Methodist Church 
until she moved from Maryland and located here. She was baptized into the membership of this church by 
Pastor A.T. Lynn and was one of the most active and faithful members of Belle Haven Church for about 
thirty years, until her death on the 22nd of February 1916. Her body rests in the yard of the church she 
loved so well and in sight of her last earthly home where her Christian character shone forth so brightly 
that all who knew her loved her for her many virtues. Her funeral was conducted by Pastor R.P. Rixley. Her 
husband and five children are left to mourn her loss and try to follow her like. 
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Mrs. Mary M. Lowe was born May 20, 1875 and was baptized by Pastor A.J. Cummings unto the member¬ 
ship of this church, remaining a consistent and faithful member of the same until the day of her death. She 
was married Aug. 10, 1901 to Mr. G. Benjamin Lowe, and leaves a husband and five children to try to follow 
her good example. Sister Lowe fell asleep June 21, 1916 and her funeral was in charge of Dr. Quarles of 
Manassas, VA in the absence of the pastor of this church, who is R.P. Rixley. 

Brother Charles Dunn was born March 5th 1863 and died February 2, 1916. His wife was Miss Keys by 
whom there was one son named James F. This second wife was Miss Isabel Hensey by whom there were 
four children as follows, Clayton C, Calvin J. two boys. Arvillah C, Arzullah M, two girls. Charles Dunn united 
with Belle Haven Church in November 1888 being baptized by Pastor A.T. Lynn. Bro. Dunn lived and died a 
Christian and was good to everybody. He gave to the poor and is greatly missed in the community, in his 
home and in Belle Haven Church.

30 September 1916 

The church met for business at 2:00 p.m. The pastor called in Rev. W.T. Wine to conduct the devotional 
exercises. After which, the pastor offered his resignation as pastor of the church to take effect 1 January 
1917. The church voted to lay same on the table for one month. No further business appearing the church 
adjourned after granting a letter to Sister Ella Patton to unite with the Embrey Chapel Church. 

6 October 1916 

Bro. Raymond M. Woolfenden died today. 

4 November 1916 

The church voted by a unanimous vote to request the pastor to withdraw his registration, which he agreed 
to do as the request seemed to be sincere, hearty and unanimous. 

6 January 1917 

A letter of dismisson was granted to Bro. Earl D. Merrill to join Baptist Church at Ithaca, NY. At same time 
Mrs. Reuben Mountjoy united from Richland Church in Stafford County. 

1 April 1917 

Owing to severe cold weather and bad roads we have had no services in March. Pastor preached today at 
eleven o’clock and stated that he had been called to Woodlawn Church near Mt. Vernon in Fairfax County 
and felt like he ought to accept the call. He therefore offered his resignation which was accepted to take 
effect at once, with regrets of the church. At suggestion of pastor, Bro. Barnett Grimsley of Brentsville 
Church was called to preach at Belle Haven Church on 1st Sunday in May, with a view to being called to 
pastoral of Belle Haven Church. 

June 1917 

Bro. Barnett Grimsley held services at Belle Haven Baptist Church the first Sunday in June and also on first 
Sunday in July. After preaching the church called Bro. Grimsley as pastor for the rest of the year ending first of 
January. Sunday school officers were elected: Maurice Abel superintendent, Sister Lucy Holmes assistant and 
Walter Woolfenden secretary. 

December 1917 

After preaching Bro. Barnet Grimsley was called for another year 1918. 

February 1918 

After services the first Sunday in February, by consent preaching day was changed from the first Sunday to 
the fourth in each month. 

August 1918 

After preaching the fourth Sunday in August, Bro. J.A. Golihew was called as pastor at Bellehaven Church. 
October 21, 1919 

A committee was appointed to get subscribers to help raise the $75.00 Baptist campaign for the Master. 
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Committee members: Mrs. Braxton Abel, Mrs. Lucy Crow, Mrs. Reuben Mountjoy, Bro. Richard Keys and 
Bro. E.G.W. Keys. Also Board of Trustees: Bro. B.W. Storke and Richard Keys. 

July 30, 1922 

Called the Rev. C.W. Storke as a supply pastor as long as he remained at home. It being understood he 
was to leave any time he was called to some other church. 

Sunday, August 6, 1922 

After preaching the pastor called the church to order and on motion Bro. E.G.W. Keys and Maurice Abel 
were elected delegates to the Potomac Baptist Association and the pastor announced preaching for next 
Sunday at 11 o’clock. 

February 4, 1923 

The church at a called meeting, called the Rev. Noel J. Allen as pastor of Belle Haven Baptist Church for 
the year. Maurice Abel, Clerk 

November 6, 1927 

Church was called to order by the pastor acting as moderator after services. In absence of the clerk there 
was no roll call or reading of minutes of previous meetings. Sister Kate Luck was appointed clerk. Brother 
Luck stated that all of the original trustees were now dead and nominated for trustees: Messrs. Thomas J. 
Woolfenden, Herbert Tubbs, G.C. Wright and Bros. Raymond Miller and Maurice Abel. On motion duty 
made and carried these were elected. Mrs. Nettie Wright and Thomas J. Woolfenden having placed a new 
metal roof on the building and this was all paid for except $15.00 for work. Of this amount, Brother Luck 
paid $3.00, Mr. C.M. Capen Jr. $6.00, the pastor and his wife $3.00 and Mr. Joseph Domazet $3.00. The 
matter of putting new weather boarding on the building and painting were discussed and left open. A rising 
vote of thanks was given to Mrs. Wright and Mr. Woolfenden for getting together money, getting the roof on 
and doing other things for the church. Rae Luck, Acting Clerk 

3rd Sunday, October 1929 

Rev. N.J. Allen, pastor, called the church together after preaching and on motion Bro. Granville Keys was 
elected to the Board of Trustees by request of pastor and several members. By motion Mr. H.L. Tubbs and 
Brothers Raymond Miller and James Luck directed to have such trees removed as in their judgement is 
necessary. Trees having become too thick and interfering with digging graves. A collection amounting to 
($52.50) fifty-two dollars fifty cents was taken for missions and the church adjourned. 

Sunday, October 19, 1930 

At a called meeting the 3rd Sunday in October 1930, Bro. E.G.W. Keys was made moderator James Luck, 
Clerk Pro. Tern. The roll was called and minutes of last meeting read and approved. Moderator stated the 
business in hand was to decide whether the Rev. Noel J. Allen should continue to act as pastor. On motion 
the ballot was called for. The ballots being counted the moderator declared a unanimous no. The clerk 
directed to inform Bro. Allen. On motion Bros. Keys and Miller and Sisters Pocahontas Woolfenden, Bessie 
Tubbs and Lottie Carter were appointed a committee to find a pastor and arrange with him to assume 
charge of the church as soon as convenient. 

Bro. Keys called the committee together and they decided to call the Rev. J. M. Taylor and arranged to see 
him as soon as they could. 

Rev. J. M. Taylor accepted as supply Pastor and preached his first sermon Nov. 2, 1930.

November5, 1932 

After preaching service by Rev. J. Murray Taylor, Pastor, the church was called to order by the moderator in 
chair. On request by Sister Bertie Abel the entire list of names still on the roll was called by the clerk. Bro. W.T. 
Wine suggested that according to his information the church was, and had been for some time, in a state of 
disorganization and raised this as a point of order. The moderator ruled there had been a more or less active 
body and the purpose of this meeting was to elect officers for the coming year and so try and get the body 
together and active again and asked for nominations. On motion Bro. James Luck elected clerk and Sister 
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Pocahontas Woolfenden elected treasurer for 1933. Bro. Luck stated the repair committee still lacked $8.00 to 
balance their account. On suggestion of Sister Woolfenden it was decided to take up a collection at tomorrow 
mornings service. The moderator said Mrs. Wright of the above committee unable to be present and she 
desired to present, in person, the report of work done on the building and lot, he asked that a full report be 
made to church at the business meeting Saturday before the first Sunday in December. Sister Bertie Abel said 
she thought Mrs. Ethel V. Anderson had withdrawn to unite with the Forestburg Methodist Church near her 
home though her name still appeared on the roll. This was left for further consideration. Sister Virgie Miller said 
four of her children had asked for baptism at Woodbine church had been received and baptized October 1930 
and united with this church. Clerk promised to place their names on the roll of members. 

Saturday, December 1932 

The pastor held services before the business meeting on Saturday before the first Lord’s day in December 
1932, and then called the church to order. Minutes of last meeting read and approved with the following cor¬ 
rection, Sister Virgie Miller said her papers were received by our pastor, at a meeting at Independent Hill, 
for baptism came to this church. Sister Abel said Mrs. Ethel Anderson took communion with the Forestburg 
Methodist Church, there being no record found of her withdrawal, the pastor asked that some see her about 
this and her wishes carried out. Mrs. Wright was not present to report on work on church and this was left 
open. The matter of clearing the church roll was spoken of and laid over. In reply to question as to Mrs. 
Mountjoy it was shown she had presented a letter and been received in this church. The matter of the pas¬ 
tor's salary for this year 1933 was brought before the church but no action taken. 

January 4, 1933 

Bell Haven Church, after preaching service on Sunday morning the church was called to order by the pas¬ 
tor to attend to whatever business might come before it. The clerk not being present, the reading of the min¬ 
utes was dispensed with. It being the first meeting of the year, the election of Superintendent of the Sunday 
school was in order. Bro. Ray Wood received the nomination which was duly seconded and the church gave 
unanimous vote in his favor. So Bro. Wood was declared Superintendent of Sunday School for the ensuring 
year. A rising vote of thanks was given Mrs. Nettie Wright for her faithful service of Superintendent of 
Sunday School the last year. The church upon motion and duly recorded decided to pay the pastor one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) per year salary. The church also decided to ask the State Mission Board to aid in 
the support of the pastor to the amount of four hundred dollars ($400.00). There being no further business 
the church adjourned to meet Saturday 2 p.m. before the first Lord’s day in February. 

May 1933 

After divine services by Rev. J. Murray Taylor, our pastor, the church was called to order. The moderator 
asked for a report on the cards and envelope distribution. Bro. Wood reported the work unfinished and not 
very satisfactory so far, as only a few of the cards had been returned. The moderator explained the use of 
solicitor cards and the envelope system. Sister Nettie Wright read a report in full of money collected and 
paid out for repairing church building and fence during the last four years. This report showed a balance 
unpaid of $10.41. On motion the report was accepted with thanks to Mrs. Wright for her work, bookkeep¬ 
ing etc. Election of officers now being in order: Bro. B.F. Hoover nominated, Bro. E.C. DeWitte for treasur¬ 
er. Bro. DeWitte nominated Bro. R.E. Wood. The vote being taken Bro. DeWitte was declared elected. Bro. 
James Luck was nominated for clerk. Bro. Luck asked to be relieved because of his living so far from this 
church and unable to attend regularly. Bro. R.E. Wood was then nominated and unanimously elected. Bro. 
Wood moved we continue the every member campaign and the envelope system, carried and the modera¬ 
tor appointed Bros. Lowe, Wood and DeWitt as a committee to carry on the work and get as many cards 
signed as possible. In order that they go out two by two, as of old, the moderator added Bro. Hoover to 
this committee. Bro. Wood read a letter from a music teacher, this matter was discussed. Bro. Wood 
reported the Sunday school as progressing. 

1933 

During 1933 the church was called together at different times and the following were received as members by 
baptism: Bros. Ray E. Wood, Robert Taylor, B.F. Hoover, Jr., Orval Hoover, Haywood Heflin, William Watson, 
M.L. Bean, Elmer C. DeWitte and Sisters Lullie Bean, Tecla Hoover, Laura Miller, Beatice Norman. By letter 
Bro. R.D. Lowe and Sister D.A. Lowe. 

James Luck, Jr. 
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May 1934 

After divine services by Rev. J. Murray Taylor, our pastor, the church was called to order. The moderator 
asked for a report on the cards and envelope distribution. Bro. Wood reported the work unfinished and not 
very satisfactory so far, as only a few of the cards had been returned. The moderator explained the use of 
solicitor cards and the envelope system. Sister Nettie Wright read a report in full of money collected and 
paid out for repairing church building and fence during the last four years. 

Saturday, June 2, 1934 

After a sermon by Rev. J. Murray Taylor, the meeting was called to order by the Pastor. A report was given 
by Bro. Benny Hoover of the committee on the every member campaign. Several of the members had been 
visited. Most of them promised to aid the church but few signed the pledge. A receipt from Brown and Hooff 
for $10.51, this being the balance due them for repairs to the church building, was presented to the pastor. 
There being no further business the meeting adjourned until Saturday before the first Sunday in July.

July 4, 1934 

On account of the lack of enough members to hold the business meeting at the regular time, a called meet¬ 
ing was held Wednesday night July 4, 1934 for the purpose of electing delegates to the Potomac Baptist 
Association to be held at Mount Hope Church in Loudoun County August 15th. The following delegates 
were elected: Elmer DeWitt, Russell Lowe and Ray Wood. The following as alternates: Robert Taylor, Mrs. 
Russell Lowe and B. J. Hoover, Jr. Ray Wood was elected as the member of the acting board. 

Saturday, January 5, 1935 

On Saturday afternoon, January 5, 1935 after worship the church was called to order by the pastor as mod¬ 
erator. The minutes of June, July and of business attended to on Sunday were read and approved with the 
following corrections: the following were approved to serve on the every-member canvas campaign commit¬ 
tee: Bros. Elmer DeWitt, Russell Lowe, Robert Taylor, and Ray Wood and the church voted to ask the State 
Mission Board to extend the same aid this year as last. The every member canvas campaign committee did 
not have any report. The treasurer made the following report: received in envelopes $78.89; loose collection 
$17.25 and $1.10 from sale of lumber left from repairing the church building. Due pastor $3.86. There were 
23 members contributing. 

May 5, 1935 

The church met on May 5, 1935, but as there wasn't enough present to transact any business, it was left 
until Sunday. After preaching the church was called to order with the pastor as moderator. The minutes of 
2 previous meetings were read and approved. Brother Ray Wood was nominated and elected clerk; 
Brother Elmer DeWitt treasurer; and Brother Ray Wood superintendent of Sunday School. Mrs. T.J. 
Woolfenden refused the nomination for superintendent. Sister Rae (Luck) Domazet having made applica¬ 
tion for a letter to join the baptist church of Culpeper, the church agreed to give it to her. 

Saturday, July 6, 1935 

After worship lead by the pastor, the meeting was called to order with the pastor as moderator. The minutes 
of the last meeting was read and approved. A report was asked of the every member canvas, it hadn't been 
completed. There was a motion made and carried to appoint a Finance Committee. The appointment to be 
made by the pastor Sunday. The following delegates to the association were elected: Brothers Ray Wood 
and Robert Taylor, Sisters Mrs. T. J. Woolfenden and Mrs. R. Lowe. Brother Lowe was elected as member of 
the Acting Board. Finance Committee: Ray Wood, Russell Lowe, Mrs. Downs and Mr. DeWitt. 

November 27, 1935 

The church met on November 27, 1935 at 7:30 p.m. for the regular monthly business meeting instead of 
Saturday afternoon to see if a better attendance could be secured. The Finance Committee reported that 
if all who had signed the every member canvas pledge paid up sufficient funds would be available for the 
expenses of the church. The church was instructed to work on the every member canvas. There being no 
further business the meeting adjourned until the night of Friday, December 13, 1935. Bro. Troy Moore and 
Russell Lowe, Jr. and Sister Catherine Lowe were received into the church. 
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Sunday, January 5, 1936 

After divine worship lead by the Pastor, Rev. J. Murray Taylor, on the first Sunday in January, 5, 1936, the 
church was called to order by the pastor as moderator for the monthly business meeting. The minutes of 
the last meeting were read and approved after the following addition: that brothers Troy Moore and Russell 
Lowe, Jr. and Sister Catherine Lowe were received into the church on Sunday, December 1, 1935. The 
Finance Committee reported having collected $5.80 for the pastor’s salary for the past year. The every 
member canvas committee reported that only two had signed the cards. The State Mission Board has 
asked for a report from the every member canvas. The Finance Committee was asked to try and complete 
the canvas. A motion was made and passed that Brother Robert Taylor should be on the Finance 
Committee. A motion was made and passed to use the loose change, collection to get insurance for the 
church for one year and the balance for current expenses. 

Sunday May 3, 1936 

The every member canvas committee reported being finished the canvas. A motion was made that the 
motion made at the previous meeting concerning the loose change be changed so that the loose change 
could be applied on the Pastor’s salary for 1935. The motion was passed. Brother Ray Wood was nominat¬ 
ed and elected for clerk for the coming year. Brother Elmer DeWitt was nominated and elected for treasur¬ 
er for the coming year. Brother Ray Wood was nominated and elected for superintendent of Sunday school 
for the coming year. 

Sunday December 20, 1936 

The treasurer gave a report of the finances for the year. The finance committee recommended that the 
pastors salary remain the same as last year namely $100.00. A motion was made and carried, that the 
report be adopted. A motion was made and carried, that the mission board ask for the same amount for 
the field as last year. A motion was made and carried that the officers of the church be elected at the last 
meeting of the year. The following officers were nominated and elected: Clerk, Ray E. Wood; treasurer, 
Elmer C. DeWitt; Superintendent of Sunday school, Ray E. Wood. 

Saturday June 5, 1937 

Since that time in looking over the briefs of the minutes I find that the names of the persons received into 
the church on October 4, 1936 have not been placed on the minutes. They are as follows: Sisters Thelma 
Miller, Marie Miller, Bettie Gardner, Angela Taylor, Virginia Woodyard, Annie Wood, Martha Simmons, and 
Brother Raymond Simmons. After due discussion relating to the church building, namely the facts (missing). 

1 November 1942 

After preaching on the first Sunday in Nov. 1942, the church was called to order by the pastor as modera¬ 
tor for a business meeting to decide what to do with the church property and cemetery as the Navy 
Department is taking over the surrounding properties. Due to a lack of definite knowledge as to what the 
plans of the government were concerning Belle Haven church, the following resolution was passed. That a 
committee of five be appointed to get all the information possible as to what is to be or can be done about 
the graves and church property. Said committee to have power to get for the church due to the shortness 
of time. Appointed on the committee were three trustees: Mr. Thomas Woolfenden, Brother Elmer DeWitte, 
and Robert Taylor, Brother James Luck and Sister Hattie Hinton. The clerk was requested to grant letters 
to any who may call for them. The church adjourned to meet again on the following Sunday to learn the 
findings of the committee and to transact the final business of the church. 

Novembers, 1942 

The church met to receive the report of the committee appointed last Sunday. They had learned that the 
cemetery would not be removed at the present time. A Mr. Marlow was present in the interest of the 
National Cemetery in regard to the moving of the remains there. His opinion was that these graves would 
be moved some time. On request of Bro. James Luck the church bible and records were to be turned over 
to him to be kept until such time as they would be of service again. There was to be another meeting 
when necessary. Ray E. Wood, Clerk 

September 30, 1945 

A called meeting of Belle Haven Baptist Church was held in the O.F.A. Hall at Independent Hill, Virginia 
September 30, 1945 at 2 p.m. Pastor the Rev. J. M. Taylor acting as moderator called the Church to order, 
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the clerk Bro. Ray E. Wood being sick and in the hospital on motion duly made and recorded Bro. James 
Luck, Jr., was elected clerk for this meeting. Minutes of last meeting read and approved and Bro. Luck 
explained that the committee elected on the 1st Nov. Sunday 1942, to act for the Church, had done in the 
matter of the seizure of this Church and property. 

A.W. Embrey, Jr. the government attorney in the seizure in this area having asked that 3 trustees receive the 
purchase price of Belle Haven Church convey the title for same on motion the following members of the con¬ 
gregation were duly elected as such trustees Thomas J. Woolfenden, Elmer DeWitt, and Robert Taylor and the 
following resolution was adopted: 

We, the congregation of Belle Haven Baptist Church of Prince William County, Virginia having been 
deprived of our usual place of worship by the United States of America and being informed that the said 
United States of America is willing to pay the sum of $3,000.00 for the said property. Now, therefore, be it 
resolved that the board of trustees elected at this meeting be and they hereby are authorized to sell, stipu¬ 
late or enter into any other agreement deemed necessary to convey the said church property to the United 
States of America. And the said trustees are further authorized to collect the said purchase price from the 
said United States of America, as it is further resolved that a committee of five, including the above named 
trustees and James Luck, Jr. and Hattie Hinton, are hereby appointed with full authority to dispose of the 
entire sum of money after the same is received by the trustees for such church work as the said committee 
thinks to the best interest of the Baptist denomination and be it further resolved that a copy of this resolution 
be presented to the circuit court of Prince William County, Virginia, praying that the said court will enter such 
orders as are necessary to confirm the newly elected board of trustees, and to empower them to carry out 
the wishes of the congregation as set forth above. After some discussion as to what should be done with 
the money received from the government the church adjourned without definite agreement as to the use of 
this money 

Final Minutes from the Clerk of Belle Haven Missionary Baptist Church, James Luck, Jr.: 

And so we write finish to old Bell-Haven, organized December 20, 1885; this church carried on the Lord’s 
work for nearly 59 years, many persons from the lower end of the Prince William County and the upper end 
of Stafford County professed their faith in God before her Altar and united with her membership. Many of 
these early members body lie sleeping in the burial ground around the Church they loved so well, their 
souls are with God, they await the coming of our Lord the Christ! Their children are scattered hither and 
yon, but with the blessings of almighty God may they carry on the good work their parents began at old 
Belle Haven Church. I never thought when I became assistant clerk to good old brother L. E. Jones, the first 
clerk of Bell Haven in 1899, that it would fall to my lot to write the last minute for our old church at the meet¬ 
ing held in the O.F.A. hall at Independent Hill, Sept. 38th, 1945. We never know, but maybe that is a good 
thing, for me thinks our hearts would sometimes quail if we could into the future see and so God's will not 
ours be done. 

The church was demolished some time between 1945 and 1946. In 1947 the cemetery was again made 
available for new burials, although the land belongs to the government. When the government took over 
the land, some families worried that the government would destroy the graveyard just as they did the 
church and moved their family graves. The last meeting was held at the Odd Fellows Hall as the govern¬ 
ment would not allow them to meet in the church one last time. The government put a fence up around 
Belle Haven after Raymond Woolfenden, Sr. talked to them on several occasions, as trainees were tram¬ 
pling over the graves and breaking the tombstones. It took about four fences later, they put up a fence 
with a rail around the top and that has been very successful. Numerous of the original tombstones were 
destroyed during this time.

Kopp Post Office 


On October 4, 1901 the United States Post Office was established in Kopp. There were four postmasters 
over the years: 

Garrie A. DeWitt appointed October 4, 1901 
John T. Tubbs appointed January 23, 1906 
Tyler W. Lynn appointed April 13, 1910 

Mr. Lynn was the postmaster until July 14, 1928 when they decided to take out some of the small 
town post offices because there was too many of them and deliver the mail out of Manassas.

The Holmes School was built in 1883 by the folks in the community so that the children would not have to 
walk so far to school. Miss Ella V. Weedon was the first teacher and taught from 1883 to about 1875. 
Holmes School was located across the road to the right of Belle Haven Church. The school was closed at 
the end of the 1926-1927 school year and the children in the lower grades were transported to Joplin and 
the upper grades to Dumfries. The high school children were sent to the new high school in the Occoquan 
District. In 1937, Belle Haven Baptist Church requested permission to use the parking lot and Mr. Thomas 
Woolfenden, Jr. was appointed to look after the lot and make sure it was not misused.

Memories of Kopp as dictated by Raymond Wilson Wooifenden, Sr. before his death 
on April 21,2000: 

Kopp is where the Manassas and Dumfries Telephone Company started 
on March 1, 1903. James Luck, Jr. and Katie (Wooifenden) Luck, started 
the phone company right in their home. There were only three phones in 
the city of Manassas. Manassas wasn't as big as nothing, here you are 
and there you go. The Luck’s along with James Arthur Vetter, joined 
together and that was the beginning of the telephone company. Office 
hours were 6 a.m. to 9 p.m., Sunday 7 to 8 a.m. and 6 to 7 p.m. See 
newspaper article in the back of this book regarding the phone company. 

On September 2, 1915 Hattie Abel (age 17) and Raymond M. 

Wooifenden (age 25) went by buggy to Manassas, Virginia and were 
turned down for a marriage license as Hattie was under age. There 
were only two cars in the area at that time. Mr. Fred Liming had one of 
the cars and took them to Midland, Virginia where they got a license 
and where married at the ministers home, Rev. A. J. Cummings. From 
there they went to Atlantic City where they spent one week. Isabelle 
Wooifenden gave Hattie and Raymond a marriage quilt that she made 
upon their return from Atlantic City as a wedding gift.

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My father, Raymond M. Woolfenden passed away Oct. 6,1916, when I was a month old 
at the age of 26. He died of a ruptured appendix and is buried at Belle Haven. James B. 
Cole of Independent Hill was the undertaker. My father hulled ties into Potomac, which 
is now the Quantico Marine Corp Base. One day after my father had unloaded the ties 
at Potomac he was coming back in the wagon and got real sick, he stopped by Fred 
Liming’s house. Fred called the doctor and of course the doctor made house calls. The 
doctors did not have all the education that they have today and was treating my dad for 
a cold, he died a few days later. 

I, Raymond W. Woolfenden, Sr. was born in Kopp, Virginia in grandfather Woolfenden's 
house on September 5, 1916 at 1:30 a.m. delivered by Dr. R. J. Payne. My dad 
passed away when I was one month old. I never knew my dad, it was always my 
grandfather. When I was born in 1916 there was no Marine Base. It came in 1917, it 
was the Town of Potomac.

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In later years when my mother got married again (May 7,1919), we moved into the town of Quantico. My 
stepfather's name was Richard Henry Hinton. He started a grocery store there, Quantico Market, and had 
applied for a job with the government. In 1921, Mr. Hinton got a job at the ice plant at Camp Humphries (now 
known as Fort Belvoir). We had a terrible fire in 1928 at our house in Camp Humphries and a lot of our pic¬ 
tures from Kopp were lost, but not our memories. 



Kopp was made up mostly of one acre to 100, 500, or 
1,000 acre farms. Granddad Thomas Woolfenden owned 
1,000 acres between his farm, Uncle Thomas’ farm, prop¬ 
erty in Prince William Forest Park and the church property. 
He purchased a piece of property called Holmes property 
when Mr. Holmes wanted to leave and go to the city and 
retire because he didn’t want to farm any more. In 1910 
granddad sold 6 1/2 acres of that property to Gummie 
Cole and his wife. 


Uncle Thomas Woolfenden, Jr. had many beautiful fruit 

„ trees on his place. He had about 60 beehives and people

the honey out of the hives. There was a certain smoke we put on that kept the bees from stinging us. 

On grandfather Thomas Woolfenden's place there were hundreds of plum trees, cherry trees and all 
kinds of fruit. We didn't have any money but we did have a lot of love. The best times in the evening 
were when the chores were over to play and sing music. 


After my father passed away, mom, Hattie (Abel) Woolfenden, went to what is now Mary Washington College 
to receive a teaching certificate. She would take me with her and I stayed at a little church across from the 
college. They kept me for free as my mother was a widow. Mom would come over every day and have lunch 
with me and then go back to school. When the weather was bad, I would stay with my grandfather. 
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Thornton School 1918-1919 


My mother taught school at Thornton which was a little 
place, nothing but a grocery store and the school. The 
school was about three air miles from Kopp. Through 
the woods I imagine it was about five miles. Mother 
the mule or took the wagon, whichever was avail- 
to go to teach school. She taught there for several 
until she remarried and we moved to Quantico. 
of the children who went to school there were 
Carter, Alice Carter, Victor Taylor, Aubrey and 
Florence, Cornwell, Rachel Racedoll and her 
Bertha. Here is a picture of Thornton School with 
students out front taken sometime between 1918-1919. 
Hattie Abel was taking the picture. 


We had the old out houses out back, we drew the water from a well. There was a spring at our back door, 
that is where we kept our butter, milk, buttermilk and everything that we used. That water was ice cold at 
all times so it kept everything cold that we put in there. I remember asking why there were two holers at 
the outhouse and was told in case there was an emergency. 


When we butchered the cattle and the hogs, grandmother May Abel and Aunt Bertha Woolfenden would 
take and put up meat so that we could use it year around. We put turnips in the basement and covered 
them with sawdust. We cut the ice out of the spring in winter time and put it under the sawdust in the 
basement so that we would have ice all year around. We thought we were rich. We had the greatest thing 
there is, love for the family and plenty of good eating and singing. Oh, the food was so good. There is a 
whole lot of difference in what we have today, no chemicals, just the fields that grew the fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles and, of course, the waste from the animals that was put on in the fail of the year and plowed under. 

Across the road from Aunt Bertha’s was Gummie Cole and 
he had a lot of beehives. I don’t know how many in all he 
had, but I imagine over a dozen. He also had peach and 
apple orchards, and plenty of delicious comb honey. It was 
nothing on Saturday and Sunday to see people come all 
the way from Baltimore to buy honey from Uncle Thomas 
and Gummie Cole. We had a lot of visitors from Baltimore 
as that is where granddad came from. We also had a cider 
press. People brought wagon loads of apples in to be 
pressed into cider. The cider was put in barrels and turned 
into vinegar and this was the way they sold the cider.

We had a lot on the farm to sell and bargain with. I 

remember many times Aunt Bertha didn't have any money, so she would swap eggs when the truck came 
around selling things that she would need, like spool thread, needles, buttons, etc. She would swap chick¬ 
ens, eggs and fruit for what she needed. We didn't buy any sugar because we raised our own; we made 
our own syrup and our own molasses. 



Our school teacher also lived there, Miss Nettie Wright, she played the piano. We use to gather around 
after church was over on Sunday at Belle Haven or at her house and sing the most beautiful hymns. 
Hymns that we don't hear much of today, like “Rock Of Ages”. 


Mr. Tyler Lynn had a grocery store. The Lynn's were at the store all the time as they lived next door. My 
mother remembered shopping there as a child with her parents. Everything then was delivered to the store 
by wagon, what we call the wagon train and most everything came in barrels. In the store were big bins, in 
the bins was cracked corn for the animals, and navy beans. A lot of people bought navy beans because 
they were dried. They also kept rice in the bins, wheels of cheese. 

The old wine press stood between the school and Gummie Coles’ little farm. Next to Gummie was the 
post office and the old country store. Across the street was Uncle Thomas' beautiful farm with the apple 
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orchards, grapes and the honey. It was just so interesting to me to 
see those bees around the honey. 

My mom often told of how the young ladies would pack box lunches 
for the festivals and they would be auctioned off to the young men 
in the churchyard and they would share the basket. She would 
always put a special ribbon on her box so that Raymond would 
know which one to pick. They couldn’t marry until she was old 
enough, but she said they had always been in love. 

At Independent Hill School there was a store run by Mr. Herring. The 
James Luck, Jr. and family with store burnt down years ago, and Samsky's Market is there now. Mr. 
one of the first cars in the area Herring had no children of his own, he had a couple of adopted chil¬ 
dren. His little girls name was Drua. He use to put on parties for all 
the children’s birthdays. I remember being there for one of the parties he gave and I knew everybody there, 
they were mostly my cousins. This beautiful girl was there, I was only five years old at the time, I didn’t know 
her. I asked some of the boys and girls there who she was. She overheard them telling me her name and she 
came over and throw her arms around my neck and said "hi Cousin Ray”. That is how I got my nick name 
and it has stuck with me ever since. 



The first school I went to was Hayfield school, which was located behind where the Independent Hill School 
complex is now. The land originally belonged to Luther Wright and Mr. Cornwell. That property was also 
taken over by the government in the 1940s. 


In Manassas there was a railroad track and a railroad station. We sort of hung around there on Saturday 
as kids. We had a good time meeting there and going to Coke’s Pharmacy and having one of their deli¬ 
cious milk shakes. It was a long way to walk from Kopp to Manassas. Sometimes it was so muddy that 
even the buggies couldn't get across the highway. They call it 
619 now, but when I was a child it was called Pole Road. 

After I started school in Fairfax County at Potter Hills School, I 
would catch the Synder Bread truck to get back to Prince William 
County almost every weekend. Some of the stores we delivered 
bread to on Joplin Road were Crow’s Store and Joplin Store. I 
helped the Synder Bread truck man serve all the stores on the 
way down just to get back to granddad. 

Granddad Woolfenden and I would walk all the different farms 
around the area. He use to love to walk. We walked all over Kopp. 

We walked to the Lynn farm, which was about four miles up the creek and through the woods because our

property went all the way to Stafford County to the creek. We would cross the creek to get over into another

11 did not want to move to Alexandria away from my grandfather. I would go out 
®to U.S. Route 1 and try to get a ride to Prince William. Our house was right on 
^U.S. Route 1 (located near the old Mount Vernon High School, built during the 
1930s). I was only 4 or 5 years old, but was big for my age. I remember mother 
saying one day, That if you do that again you are going to have to pack your 
. bag and leave". So I went into the house and packed my bag and headed for 
^the train station. I told mother that I was leaving because I would do it again. I 
■wanted to be with granddad on the farm. 


Granddad Woolfenden was my idol, he was my father because my father had 
passed away when I was a month old. He was the one I loved so. When he 
passed away and was buried at Belle Haven, the churchyard was packed 


Hattie and Ray with people so thick that you couldn’t see the trees in the churchyard. It was 
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amazing to see so many hundreds of people out to granddad’s funeral. Wagons and buggies were every¬ 
where, lined up and down the road. There where one or two Model-T Fords and my Model-A Ford. That 
was a sad day for me. After he passed away, I didn’t want to go to Prince William County every weekend. I 
found other activities at the high school and played my guitar all the time; they called me the hillbilly. I was 
proud to be a hillbilly, proud that God had chosen me to be a part of Country Music. Granddad 
Woolfenden is where I got the call letters for my radio station WPWC - Wonderful Prince William Country, 
which I started in 1973 and sold in January 2000. 

Granddad Maurice Abel played the fiddle. After the chores were over in the 
evening, we had the finest entertainment there was. He played the fiddle, 
jews harp, the saw something beautiful, and the banjo. He was just an over¬ 
all musician. That is what got me playing and singing music, granddad Abel. 
We use to have square dances right out on the edge of the farm, in the 
fields and in the woods, just anywhere people would gather on a Saturday 
evening. I’ve seen granddad play the Virginia Reel for at least 10 minutes on 
that fiddle and never stop. The Abel family was granted a piece of property 
here back in the 1700’s. The Abel family at one time was the biggest family 
in and around the area. They had big farms and big families. There was only 
Thomas J. Woolfenden, Jr. ^ 200 people in the entire county when I was born here in 1916. 
and Viola Carter 

I remember one time when grandmother Abel put pies in the window to cool off, I took one, mincemeat. I 
took off with it and eat the whole pie and boy did I get a whipping. The only two whippings I remember get¬ 
ting was that one and one at Hayfield school when I wouldn’t help bring in wood to start the fire, I was only 
four years old. The school teachers would whip you at that time if you did not bring in the wood. 

We had a bar room which wasn’t much bigger than an outhouse. Then they did away with them and the 
county went dry. After that, there was moonshine on every creek; right where Prince William Forest is, and 
over where Thornton School is, which is all Prince William Forest Park. There were half a dozen stills. I don’t 
want to give any names, the folks that had those stills are passed away now, neither one of them drank, but 
they did bootlegging because that's where the money came from. There was always someone that tipped 
them that the sheriff was coming so they could hid everything. They never did get caught. 

In Independent Hill across from where the independent Hill School complex is today, is what they 
called the Poor House. There's hundreds of people buried there. If you had no money, you were put in 
a box and buried there. Some of them were just put in the ground. 



Folks from Belle Haven were baptized in the creek at 619. You would go around the hill and there is the 
creek. We also went swimming in that creek. If you forded the creek you would come to the pyrite mine 


where a lot of folks worked. Also that’s how mother went to 
Thornton School. Past Thornton is Rt. 234 where the black com¬ 
munity was and Mt. Zion Church. You had the 40 creek come up 
that road from Thornton, and there was quite a hill there. There 
were three creeks right together and one in Dumfries where 95 
is today. You had to cross the creek, and my Aunt Beulah (Abel) 
Watson, grandmother Abel's sister, lived there. That road went all 
the way through to Joplin Road. 

I remember in 1918 when my grandfather took me in the horse 
and buggy to Potomac and we took the train to Baltimore, 
Maryland where he was born. He took me to a park and 1 
remember riding the roller coaster. Granddad took me to 
Baltimore to visit family members who lived there. 

I had a tube route for The Washington Post paper for several 
years in Prince William County when the roads were all mud. 
There were many times when I got stuck with my Modei-A Ford

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and had to hunt for something to get leverage and raise the rear end to place 
poles under the wheels to get traction. One night I had to leave my car sitting 
on Joplin Road and walk four miles to my grandfathers house and take the 
horses back the next day to pull me out. I paid $545.00 cash for my Model-A 
when I was thirteen years old. 

We use to draw water from the well at grandmother Abel's or at granddad 
Woolfenden's because there was no other way to take a bath. We had an old 
wash tub. Many times two or three would take a bath in the same water so 
^as not to have to draw up too much water out of the well. 

|One day at grandmother Abel's place I was visiting and she told me to get the 
Ibutter out of the well. That is where we kept it, in a bucket, in the water and 
That kept the butter solid. She told me to go out and get it out of the well. I 
guess I was looking the wrong way and hit the bucket, the butter turned over

We made a lot of homemade wine on the farm from what they called fox grapes. I 
was out picking fox grapes, just picking them by the buckets full when all of the sud¬ 
den I reached in there was a snake sticking his tongue out at me. It was a garden 
snake and they wouldn't brother anybody, so I just hit at it and it took off. After the 
snake left, I went back picking fox grapes. We made wine from the grapes, then the 
wine was made into vinegar. We took our wheat to the mill and ground it, and we 
had flour, we took our corn to the mill and had it ground and we had cornmeal. 

Several times I walked to Independent Hill, Mr. Herring ran a big old country store 
there and I would buy thread and buttons for grandmother Abel. At that time, she 
would always want coffee, so I would bring back a great big bag of coffee beans, 
and she would grind her own. I loved walking to the store.

I remember on granddad Woolfenden’s farm we had holes cut in the ceiling with a 
grate put over top of them in the master bedroom and maybe one of the others 
rooms for heat to come up to the bedrooms. At grandma Abel's we would sleep out on the porch. We had 
feather mattresses and feather covers. I woke up once with snow all over my bed and cover. We use to have 
deep snows. 


A lot of times there was white ice walking through the woods, you would have to cross the creek three 
times. Sometimes the logs across the creek had white ice on them and you couldn’t see it. I remember one 
day falling into the creek and grandmother saying I fell into the creek just so I wouldn’t have to go to school. 
But that wasn’t it, I slipped off the log on the white ice and fell into the creek. 



I rode my first horse on the farm at Kopp. I was young, but I 
remember how old I was. We mostly rode bare back as 
only had a few saddles. My cousin, Joe Wooifenden, did 
tell me the horse was shy. We were trotting down through 
woods on the path over to granddad's, his horse jumped 
creek, mine did not. It stopped and throw me head first 
creek. I got up and stood there trying to figure out 
happened. Joe said “I forgot to tell you the horse is shy 
doesn't like to jump the creek". I wasn't hurt.

We use to sit over at Gummie Coles' sometimes and play 
checkers by lamp light. We bought our lamps, wicks and oil from the store at Kopp. It was an old country 
store, we had no television, no radio, no electricity, no telephone. 
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Both my Aunt Bertha and Uncle Walter Woolfenden were stricken with scarlet 
fever while living in Baltimore and lost some of their hearing. They were 
sometimes called deaf and dumb. Aunt Bertha use to tell me that I sang the 
loudest in church. Even though she couldn't hear but pieces of conversations, 
she could hear noises. She heard singing and when folks turned on the road 
to the Woolfenden house, she could tell you who was coming by the sound of 
the wagon wheels or the noise the car would make. 

Every Saturday we picked flowers to fill up the wagon and took them to the 
: graveyard so that all the graves would look nice for Sunday service. Aunt 
Bertha grew some of the prettiest flowers. In the winter time she would say 
"Rayme we are going up to the churchyard today, but we have no flowers". Her 
speech was difficult due to the scarlet fever. 


Bertha and Raymond | remember our corn fields and fences being trampled by the troops and the 
taking flowers to cows being chased, no one knew what was going on. One day the govern- 

Belle Haven rnent agent came with papers and gave us two weeks to get off the proper¬ 

ty. The Woolfenden’s and the Abel's fought the government in court, but was unable to stop them from tak¬ 
ing the land. Most of the rest of the farmers didn't have enough money to take it to court, but we just did. 
We skimmed around and afforded it, but naturally we lost. They took the property for what they wanted to 
pay for it. Families were forced to move even though the government had not yet paid for their land. See 
the newspaper articles regarding “Taking of the Land" and the “Public Sale” notices regarding sale of live¬ 
stock, farm machinery, crops and household items by Bertha and Thomas J. Woolfenden and Maurice 
Abel. Families were forced to sell what they could in order to have the money to move. There were many 
such public sale notices in the papers from folks in the area. 


After the government had taken over our property they told my mother, who was one of the trustees of 
Belle Haven Church, that the church would not be tom down and that the graves would not be moved. We 
didn’t ask for it in writing because they gave us their word and we believed them. The trustees of the 
church had to pay the court costs for filing the papers as the government said they did not have the money 
to do so. We are not sure the exact date the church was torn down or what happened to the organ. The 
pews were sat out in the woods and destroyed by the weather. The government started moving graves out 
of Belle Haven; mother and I had to get a court order to stop them. The government has no record of the 
graves that were moved out of Belle Haven. We were not allowed on the property for many years. When 
we were allowed to go back to Belle Haven Cemetery, many of the tombstones were gone.

At one time he 
lived in Warrenton, but for years he had lived near Greenwich, Prince William County. Mr. Dulin is well- 
known to many in this section who will be pained to hear of his death. For many years he has assisted in 
the annual revival services at Hull’s Chapel, in Stafford. He was the oldest preacher in the Potomac Baptist 
Association and for many decades has taken a prominent part in the deliberations of this body. It is said 
that he has probably married more couples and preached more funeral discourses than any other preach¬ 
er in Virginia. His ministerial labors have been blessed by large accessions to the church, and he is known 
far and wide as a sweet Gospel singer.

IN MEMORIAM 

Died, at Garfield Hospital, Washington, January 27th, at 6 o'clock, a.m. from the effects of an amputated 
leg, or blood poisoning, Jno. W. Singerland, aged 66 years. 

Mr. Slingerland has been troubled with a sore, or bad leg for several years, but it was not serious until 
about two months before he died. He lived about a month after his leg was amputated. 

In the early part of the war, '61-'65, he joined a Patisan Ranger Company, being raised by Capt. Wm. 

Gardner Brawner, the only son of Col. Basil Brawner, of Prince William county, which was composed of men 
principally from the counties of Prince William and Fairfax. Mr. Slingerland served in this Company until the 
death of Capt. Brawner, who was killed in Maryland while gallantly leading a charge. He then joined the 
43rd Virginia Battalion, commanded by S. Mosby, and served in that command until the surrender. 

He accompanied this command on some of its most perilous fights and raids. He was in the hard fought 
battle of December 13, 1862. Mr. Slingerland possessed many characteristics that make a good solder. He 
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was not choice about eating, and could sleep almost anywhere. He was always ready for either camp or 
field duty. I have often thought that a man who fought through the civil war, and came out with an honor¬ 
able record, was a pretty good man, and should be entitled to the plaudits of his countrymen. Mr. 
Slingerland's war record was one of which any Confederate solder might be proud. 

After the war Mr. Slingerland worked at the carpenters' trade, and many buildings now stand as monu¬ 
ments of his work. Several years ago he was employed by the manager of Cabin Branch mines and 
remained there until his death. His services were highly appreciated by his employers, as was evidenced 
by their kindness during his sickness and burial, and no cost or trouble in any way was considered that 
would tend to his comfort. 

Besides being a brave solder, he was a quiet and useful citizen and will be greatly missed in the communi¬ 
ty in which he lived. He leaves a wife and eight children, three boys and five girls, to whom we extend the 
sympathy such as the world can give. 

His funeral was preached at his late home, in Dumfries, by Rev. A.T. Lynn and he was buried on his farm, 
near Belle Haven church. His funeral and burial were attended by a large gathering of friends.

Kopp Community Excited and Alarmed Over Presence of Rabid Cur. 

The neighborhood of Kopp was thrown into a state of excitement and alarm last week by the appearance 
of a rabid dog in the community, which succeeded in biting the little son of Mr.T. M. Cole, and a number of 
dogs before being killed. 

The dog was a Beagle hound belonging to Mr. Cole, and after biting the child went on a rampage, and 
the real extent to which his depredations were carried is not known.

It spends for the relief of its members over six millions of 
dollars annually, which is more than that spent by any insurance company in the United States. While the 
order is not a religious one, no lodge is allowed to open without the Book of Books before them. It is one of 
the greatest institutions for the uplift of moral and intellectual standards in the community in which it is locat¬ 
ed. Its principles are right, because all are founded upon the teachings of the Bible.

GOLD FOUND IN STAFFORD 

Quantities Discovered on Farm of W. W. Duvall, Near Bellfair Mills. 

Gold has been found in Stafford. We have information at hand, which states that large quantities have 
been found on the farm of W. W. Duvall, near Bellfair Mills. 

Gold usually occurs in quartz veins, that is, gold quartz, in slate and metamorphic rocks; in sheeted zones 
in igneous rocks which are produced by the action of intense heat; or in sand or alluvial soil resulting from 
the disintegration of such rocks. The alluvial soil in that section, occasioned by the mud accumulations and 
deposits made by flowing water, is probably responsible for the formation of the "most precious metal." 

Our informant further states that the gold is 1.97 ounces pure to the ton, which is valued at $40.72, as per 
State Chemist's analysis No. 4754M, bearing date of Nov. 6th. This calculation is reached from the fact that 
the fixed value of pure, or 24 carat gold is $20.67 per troy ounce, from which the commercial price varies 
very slightly.

6,000 ACRES BURNED OVER 

Big Forest First has Been Burning in Coles and Brentsvilie Districts. 

Forest fires during the last few weeks have burned over about 6,000 acres of timber land in Prince William 
and a portion of Stafford County. We noted in our issue of April 16 a forest fire which originated near Kopp 
and burned over about 1,000 acres of timber land in prince William and Stafford. Since then two or more 
disastrous fires have raged in Prince William and from latest reports are not yet out. 

On Saturday, April 17, a fire originated at the poor house farm, hear Independent Hill, and spread gradual¬ 
ly to Fayman and Orlando and then to Stafford in one direction, and in another direction it spread to the 
timber land owned by Capt. J. E. Herrell and others, which is situated on this side of Independent Hill. 

On Sunday, April 18, another fire originated at Simeon Long's place and before long the two fires cam to 
be regarded as one great conflagration. The greatest loss is in Coles and Brentsvilie districts where it has 
been estimated that 5,000 to 6,000 acres have been burned over. 

Men have been fighting the fire day and night. Several houses at Independent Hill were damaged and 
Postmaster Tyler Lynn, of Kopp, lost 10 cords of cut wood opposite his store. Mr. A. A. Hooff took two 
auto loads of men from Manassas to fight the fire on Tuesday and one load on Wednesday and his sys¬ 
tematic endeavors are to be highly commended. Brown & Hooff owned considerable timber in the strick¬ 
en neighborhood. 

To show how general the fire must have been in sections and to show its intenseness, we pass along the 
report that in several instances rabbits were seen sitting out on the sand bars of streams complacently 
awaiting the abating of the flames and smoke. Several families in the burned area moved out of their 
homes, but we have heard of no homes being destroyed by the fire. The rain of Wednesday evening and 
night did much to hold it in check, but did not put it out entirely.

A SUICIDE LAST FRIDAY 

Mrs. Granville Keys, of Orlando Neighborhood, Drowns Self - III Health The Cause. 

Shortly after noon last Friday, Mrs. Granville Keys, who lived near Orlando, committed suicide by drowning 
in a stream on her husband’s farm. Mrs. Keys had been in ill health for some time and had been told by a 
physician that her ailment was incurable. Of late, however, she had been told that by following a certain 
treatment she could regain her health and it was thought that she was getting better. 

It has been reported that Mrs. Keys had threatened to kill herself several times of late, but this report lacks 
the confirmation of those who were closely associated with her. In her nervous condition she had been 
relieved of the care of her eleven months’ old child and her husband had been in the habit of taking her 
along whenever he left the farm. Last Friday morning, Mr. Keys had to take a business trip and asked his 
wife to accompany him but she declined saying that she had some cooking to do. 

During the morning she attended to several household duties, including the preparation for he dinner. 
When this was ready she notified the hired man who said he would wait for Mr. Keys to return. Shortly 
after this Mrs. Keys left the house. She could not be found upon the return of her husband, who started a

search for her. After some time a note was found upon the table which stated that it was all her fault and 
that in no way was her husband to blame for the deed. She also stated in the unsigned note that her body 
would be found upon the place. 

After some further search tracks were found leading to the stream on the farm, and shortly afterwards her 
body was found, partly submerged. Mrs. Keys had drowned herself about one o’clock and her body was 
found soon afterwards. 

Burial services were held at Bell Haven church on Sunday afternoon shortly after three o’clock, the service 
being conducted by Dr. Rixey, who was assisted by the Order of Fraternal Americans. The funeral services 
will be held at some future date. 

Mrs. Keys, who before her marriage was Miss Clara Wine, was 25 years of age at the time of her death. 
Besides her husband and little child she leaves her father and mother, Rev. and Mrs. W. T. Wine, two sis¬ 
ters and four brothers. Mrs. Keys was a niece of C. H. Wine, of Manassas.

County Board in Semi-Annual Session - Several Appropriations Made. 

The semi-annual meeting of the Prince William county school board was held at Manassas Monday. The 
members present were Sup’t Charles R. McDonald, of Catharpin, and the following district trustees: 
Brentsville, Rev. J. R. Cooke, of Greenwich, and Mr. R. H. Davis, of Bristow; Coles, Mr. Thomas 
Woolfenden of Kopp; Dumfries, Dr. D. C. Cline, of Dumfries; Occoquan, Mr. W. A. Kidwell, of Hoadley, and 
Mr. E. S. Brackett, of Agnewville; Gainesville, Mr. R. A. Rust, of Hickory Grove, and Mr. W. L. Sanders, of 
Catharpin, and Manassas, Messrs. Boston Steele, D. J. Arrington and C. E. Nash, all of Manassas. 

An appropriation of $80 was allowed to pay the prizes offered at the county school fair. The prizes were 
won as follows: Occoquan district schools, $20; Brentsville district, $19; Gainesville district, $16; Coles dis¬ 
trict, $15, and Manassas district (counting only the district schools outside the town of Manassas, where 
the school children were not allowed to compete), $5; Dumfries district not reported. 

The superintendent was authorized to send the Virginia Journal of Education to each teacher in the coun¬ 
ty. An appropriation of $15, or so much of that amount as may be necessary, was made to defray the 
expenses of one trustee delegate from each district to the trustees’ convention at Richmond in November. 
One hundred dollars was appropriated to assist in employing a supervisor for the colored school of the 
county. Several bills were allowed.

Workers Busy With Surgical Dressings - Regular Meeting Held Monday. 

(Miss Mary Larkin, Secretary) 

A regular meeting of the Manassas Virginia Chapter of the American Red Cross was held at the Town Hall 
Monday evening, the chairman, Mr. George G. Tyler, presiding. After devotional exercises by Rev. Alford 
Kelley the minutes of the previous meeting were read by the secretary and approved. 

Mrs. A. H. Harrell, supervisor of surgical dressings, reported great enthusiasm among the workers and the 
completion of 1,600 gauze wipers. The surgi-dressings are made in the workroom on the second floor of the 
Peoples Bank building, where many afternoons and evenings are spent by the ladies, clad in regulation uni¬ 
form cap and apron, and working busily. 

Report was made that the Junior Red Cross circle under Mrs. Arthur W. Sinclair has finished an afghan, 
which has been sent to Mrs. C. R. C. Johnson, chairman of Junior Work, for shipment to an army conva¬ 
lescent hospital. Mrs. Sinclair acknowledged contributions of wool from Mrs. R. J. Adamson, Miss T. P. 

The afghan is displayed 
in the window of the Prince William Pharmacy.

Stands Third in the Eighth Congressional District in Sale of War Savings Stamps. 

Prince William's sale of War Savings Stamps up to July 1, with one-half of the year’s campaign gone, total 
$60,511, with about $15,000 in pledges, today the 4250,000 goal which must be reached by December 31. 
This county stands third in the eighth congressional district, Fauquier and Loudoun being in the lead. 
Virginia is to raise during the year the sun of $45,000,00, which is $20 per capita, and the total sales and 
pledges for the first six months of the campaign amount to $12,287,681 or $5.43 per capita. 

The eighth congressional district ranks fourth in the state, with a per capita rating of $5.89 to the $5.91 of 
the seventh, $6.99 of the ninth and $7.13 of the tenth, the banner district, which holds the only county 
(Bath) which has reached the $20 mark.

ASK LEGISLATIVE AID FOR SCHOOLS 

County School Board Alarmed by Financial Situation as Teachers Resign. 

Telegrams to Hon. R. Ewell Thornton and Hon. A. Sinclair, representatives in the State Senate and House 
of Delegates, respectively, urging their "earnest support of such legislation as will meet the present finan¬ 
cial needs of the school system and enable us to hold good teachers in the schools," were dispatched to 
Richmond on Tuesday by the Prince William county school board, which convened at the courthouse here. 
The board views with alarm the exodus of school teachers who are leaving the profession to go into other 
fields which offer better pay.

Miss Gilbert Seeks Further Co-operation In War on House and Farm Pests. 

(Miss Lillian V. Gilbert, county Home Demonstration Agent) 

The county home demonstration agent is appealing to the boys and girls in both the white and colored 
schools to continue through 1920 the rat campaign started in November. 

All things considered, the campaign was a great success. The boys and girls killed 12,947 rats and mice, 
and very little money was put into the work. 

What would have been the result had we offered the boys and girls a penny apiece for all rat tails and 
one-half penny apiece for more tails? 

Only four white schools in the county failed to take part in this work. 

The final report on those taking part follows: 

Woodbridge—1547 rats and mice killed—first prize of $10. 

Catharpin—1507. No second prize was offered, but complimentary prize of $3 sent to Catharpin.

THREE PERISH IN FIRE AT JOPLIN 

Mr. and Mrs. Goodwin Miller and Infant Son Perish Last Friday. 

Fire of undetermined origin wiped out three lives in Joplin last Friday night, leaving no evidences as to the 
causes of the tragedy. On the theory of the possible foul play, Sheriff J. P. Kerlin made a careful investigation, 
but the fearful heat of the fire and the subsequent rain eliminated all clues that might have existed, if murder 
was a feature of the affair. 

The was discovered early in the day but it was not until later when the ruins were visited by Mrs. Raymond 
Miller, sister-in-law of Mr. Goodwin Miller, who perished in the fire, that the sad tragedy which accompanied 
the fire was discovered. 

Dr. E. H. Marsteller, the coroner, and Sheriff J. P. Kerlin made careful investigations but found no evidences of 
foul play, beyond the fact that the remains of Mr. and Mrs. Miller were found resting so undisturbed by any 
apparent struggle, preceding death, that the conclusion was reached by some observers, especially repre¬ 
sentatives of Washington newspapers, that a murder mystery was involved, and the Associated Press fea¬ 
tured the story in leading papers throughout the country. 

Mr. and Mrs. Goodwin Miller and their infant son were buried in a single casket on Sunday, a large gath¬ 
ering following re remains to their last resting place, and unless some new evidence comes to light, it will 
only be positively known that they perished in their beds when their home was destroyed by fire of unde¬ 
termined origin. 

The tragedy is one of the most appalling that has visited the county in recent years.

WOOLFENDEN HELD FOR MURDER 

Collected Insurance Under Suspicious Circumstances. 

Walter Woolfenden has been committed to jail in Manassas and held without bail pending further investi¬ 
gation of the murder of Goodwin Miller, wife and infant child. A hearing will be held on November 5, when 
the following reported evidence, will be sifted: 

That he collected $749 on an insurance policy which provided double indemnity in case of violent death. 
That he had previously made inquiries as to the effect of fire upon the human body. 
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That he had discussed with another a project of insuring the life of a person and then bringing about his 
death. 

That he had forged his name as beneficiary on the insurance policy which he had collected. 

None of the authorities are making any statement of predictions, but are determined to sift the matter to 
the bottom. If these reported facts are true, they will insist upon appropriate action.

WOOLFENDEN TRIAL TOMORROW 
True Bills Returned by Grand Jury Monday. 

Walter Woolfenden will be tried tomorrow on the charges of having murdered Goodwin Miller and wife on 
September 25. Attorneys T. E. Didlake of Manassas and F. L. Flynn of Alexandria are in charge of the 
defense. A large number of witnesses have been summoned. 

The crime is one which has greatly shocked the community, but contrary to reports published in 
Washington and other daily newspapers, feeling is not running high, it is felt on all sides that the accused 
will be ably defended and if innocent, will be able to establish the fact. 

All of the evidence appears to be circumstantial, the most damaging being the statement that Woolfenden 
collected a double indemnity insurance policy on the murdered man. The trail will attract considerable 
attention throughout the country on account of the gruesome circumstances.

WOOLFENDEN FREE IN BRIEF TRIAL 
County Man Acquitted by Jury in Forty Minutes. 

After nearly two months of confinement, Walter Woolfenden, Prince William county farmer, faced a jury of 
his peers on Friday morning last which returned a verdict of not guilty in less than thirty-six hours after it 
was chosen. 

Commonwealth's Attorney Lion, unassisted, conducted the case for the State while Frederick L. Flynn, of 
Alexandria, assisted by T. E. Didlake, Manassas attorney, defended the accused. 

So much has been put in print that a brief statement of facts is all that may be necessary here. The Miller 
homestead burned down about 2 o'clock on the morning of September 25. That morning Mr. Woolfenden 
left for Middlesex to visit his fiancee, Miss Mary Carter. He returned Sunday night. In the meantime daily 
papers on Saturday and the days subsequent were filled with many discussions of the case which was set 
aside as an accident at first. 

Then it leaded out that Mr. Woolfenden has benefited by the terms of the policy which he held on Mr. 

Miller, and investigators became convinced that he was guilty, especially as he was also held in a chicken 
case in which he was said to have been wounded. 

At the preliminary hearing things looked very dark for the defendant, especially after witnesses testified that 
the signatures on the policy had been forged, and other confusing evidences as to his whereabouts on the 
night of the supposed murder. 

Thirty-seven witnesses took the stand for the Commonwealth and nearly twenty for the defense. Cross 
questioning was drawn out in some instances, and the attorneys frequently clashed. 

Some criticism was offered for the short time in which the jury came to the decision which was brought in 
just as the old tower clock struck 12 for Sunday morning. 

Meanwhile, Woolfenden will remain in jail until the February term of court, possibly to again face the same 
charges in the matter of deaths of Mrs. Miller and her infant, which charges have not been proposed. Mr. 
Lion has made no public statement on this matter as yet, and the investigators are keeping mum as to 
their future activities.

HISTORY OF BELLE-HAVEN CHURCH - - by James Luck, Jr. 

Things happen in our daily routine of living that seem, at the time, to be only local and for the time being. 
But in looking over 50 years and seeing some things outstanding, some entirely forgotten, others remem¬ 
bered but dimly and garbled in that remembering. And in seeing how seemingly inconsequential things fit 
into the great scheme we are compelled to think that in the just everyday doings and deeds of men there 
is the hand of the Supreme Architect, overruling, guiding, directing both to will and to do of His good plea¬ 
sure in our daily doings. We see men laboring in the woods, the brick yards, quarries, steel mills, cloth 
mills and elsewhere without much thought of the final use and ending of the work of their hands. We see 
the finished product rejected, seemingly good material lying neglected by the wayside, some used but 
once and apparently still good for much service, some worn out by constant use and some broken and 
cast aside in hurry and bustle of modern life. 


We see the completed structure and in admiring its beauty, struck by its convenience and adeptness for 
intended use, its strength and staunchness, we forget about what happened to them. The same things 
happen to human material used in the building Life. But no reflection we see these things had to be to 
bring about the desired end. This would bring sad thoughts today but for the promise that the tiny sparrow 
does not fall without its Creator knowing and the very hairs of our head are all numbered. 


For most of those who helped to bring about Belle-Haven are passed on to their reward and today but few 
remain to relive those bright and active days and this recalls a newspaper clipping. A scientist lectured on 
space and the worlds there, showing that there are suns and their accompanying universe as much larger 
than ours as our sun is larger than this earth and that no one knew the limits and contents of space. 

At the end of the lecture, a lady came to him and said, after citing the above quotation, "Do you think that 
the God that did such wonderful things can care a thing about us?" The savant replied "That depends

entirely on how big a God you worship." I like to think of my God as being big enough and great enough to 
build and operate these vast worlds so accurately that men have and an calculate their course and posi¬ 
tion within a fraction of a second of time and place and still be big enough to see the tiny sparrow in its fall 
and remember how many hairs it took to cover our heads decently. So we look back over 50 and each 
thinks his own thoughts. 

In the fall of 1883 two such little incidents came about. Luck and Morath moved a saw mill onto their 
recently bought land and W. B. Lynn found himself with growing girls who must go to school. The latter inci¬ 
dent occasioned no comment as growing families were common in those days and each had its own prob¬ 
lems. The former excited some comment for it gave work to a few men and teams. Incidentally it was the 
second steam saw mill in lower Prince William County and sawed here and there in this locality for 30 
years. The Lynn girls had a long walk to school either way they should go; too far for little feet. So Mr. Lynn 
got busy getting a school house nearer them. We might mention that the public school system was just 
getting under way in lower Prince William. Luck agreed to saw the lumber free if the neighbors would bring 
the logs. Thus the Belle-Haven community took its first communal steps and shortly a tiny schoolhouse, 
crude but useful, appeared on a 1-2 acre of land given by Mr. and Mrs. M. C. Holmes. The neighbors cele¬ 
brated its advent with a Xmas tree. The Xmas of 1884. But this is not a church you say! Wait, God’s plans 
unfold slowly but none the less surely. 

The first warm spring Sunday afternoon of 1885, three young ladies went for a walk down the old Bellfair 
Mill road from Ben Murphy’s, Anna DeWitt, Annie Murphy and Lizzie DeWitt. Recalling recent doings as 
girls have a way of doing, Holmes school Xmas tree came in for comment. Said one, "Why can’t we have 
Sunday School and preaching in our new schoolhouse?" Again W. B. Lynn rides in to the picture and the 
girls put the proposition up to him. Sure the house was built by the people for the people, go ahead. But a 
minister? Mr. Lynn was sure Mr. Lieber, a retired Methodist minister living about 2 1/2 or 3 miles south of 
the new schoolhouse would be glad to speak to them when he could. So the request was sent and Mr. 
Lieber preached the first sermon at what was to be Belle-Haven Baptist Church. Incidentally these three 
girls, "old ladies now), still live on the farms as in 1888. 

During this summer (1885) W. B. Lynn’s brother, A.T. Lynn, but recently joined the Baptist Church in 
Alexandria, came to visit W. B. and heard of the little schoolhouse and what was being done around his 
birthplace. Fired with a zeal to tell the "old, old story" he made an appointment and began to preach regu¬ 
larly in the new schoolhouse. Thomas and Isabelle Woolfenden offered an acre of land across the road for 
a church. Miss Ella V. Weedon, the teacher at Holmes' school, took up the idea. After some work among 
the neighbors, she got them to have an oyster supper Thanksgiving night at Mr. Woolfenden’s and so the 
first money for the church to be was raised. How many such affairs and how else the money was raised 
goes without saying. For money was scarcer then than now and we think we are hard done by. Men raised 
large families in those days on 50 to 75 cents a day and a day then meant from sun up to sun down, not 9 
or ten hours. In November 1885 Rev. Lynn baptized Mr. and Mrs. Robert A. Abel and Francis Jones. Ruth 
E. Glascock, Margaret A. Wright and Anna E. DeWitt were received by experience, a total of six persons. 

December 20, 1885, Rev. Lynn called a council of ministers and deacons at the little schoolhouse. After 
due examination, those six people were organized into a regular Baptist church, to quote the record. They 
called Rev. A.T. Lynn as their pastor. Mrs. W. B. Lynn suggested that as Isabelle Woolfenden had given a 
part of her home place for the church, it be named "Belle’s Home" and so Belle-Haven Church was born 
and christened. Since then the early tabernacle of Isabelle Woolfenden has been deposited in its mother 
earth in the S. W. corner of this cemetery. May her earthly home be left in peace and security until the 
Great Architect decrees otherwise. 

The record now skips a whole year. In the meantime, the community has been busy with the Lord’s work 
as well as their own. A church building has been started. During June 1886 Margaret Abel, John Carter, 
sr., Mary Carter; in July Annie M. Jones and Georgia A. Jones; in September Lewis E. Jones and in 
October Laura Lunsford and Nannie Lunsford were received into the church by baptism. These were called 
together for a business meeting Saturday before the second Lord’s Day in November 1886. They elected 
Robert A. Abel and John Carter, sr., Deacons and L. E. Jones as Clerk, and called Rev. A. T. Lynn as 
Pastor for the coming year and the record is continuous from then on until 1915 when meetings for busi- 
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ness seem to have become irregular and were mostly called meetings. In these 50 years, 178 persons 
have been received into this church. The high tide came about 1912 or 1914 when there were 77 names 
on the roil. Exactly how many should be on our roll today is not known at this time. 

In fifty years Belle-Haven has had 8 pastors: Rev. A.T. Lynn, 1885 to Dec. 1889; Rev. A. J. Cummings, 

1889 to Dec. 1914; Rev. R. P. Rixey, 1915 to April 1917; Rev. B. Grimsley, June 1, 1917 to summer 1918; 
Rev. J. A. Golihue, Aug. 1918 no record when he left; Rev. C. W. Storke, supplied during 1922; Rev. Noel J. 
Allen, Feb. 1923 to Oct. 1930; Rev. J. M. Taylor, Nov. 1930 and our present pastor. 

During the fifty years we have had six clerks: 

L. E. Jones elected Nov. 1886, served to Jan. 1894, re-elected Feb. 1894, died Jan. 1900, served 14 
years; 

J. M. Taylor elected Jan. 1894 and served 1 month and resigned; 

James Luck, jr., appointed assistant clerk Mar. 1899 because of illness of Clerk Jones. Elected Feb. 1900, 
resigned Nov. 1915-one year as assistant clerk for Bro. L. E. Jones and 15 years as clerk; 

Maurice Abel elected clerk December 1915. Bro. Abel signed his last record Feb. 4, 1923. Bro. Abel moved 
away and Miss Gertrude Liming was elected to fill the vacancy, but no record appears with her signature; 
October, 1929, James Luck, jr., began acting clerk and continued until relieved by Bro. Ray E. Wood May 
5,1934. Bro. Wood is the present clerk. 

Belle-Haven has had four treasurers: 

Robt. A. Abel elected Nov. 1886. His last report appears Jan. 1890. Bro. Robt. Abel asked for a letter of dis¬ 
mission Nov. 1889 and no record of him appears after 1890. 

James Luck, sr. seems to have been appointed or elected Jan. 1890, as the clerk records he paid in 
money for the pastor’s salary but no record of election appears until Dec. 1890. He served until his death 
in April 1917. In Jan. 1894, W. E. Lowe was elected treasurer and served one month when he resigned, 
and Jas. Luck, sr., was again made treasurer. 

Bro. Luck resigned because of age and ill health in Sept. 1915. His resignation was not accepted and Bro. 
E. G. W. Keys was elected to assist Bro. Luck Nov. 1915, succeeding him at the latter’s death and contin¬ 
ued as treasurer until his death in May 1933. 

E. C. DeWitt elected treasurer May 1934 and till serves. 

Nine men have been chosen for Deacons during those fifty years: Robt. A. Abel and John Carter elected 
Nov. 1886; James Luck, sr., in Dec. 1888; L. E. Jones in July 1890; L. M. Storke and E. G. W. Keys chosen 
April 1908; Maurice Abel and Jas. Luck, jr., April, 1911. Although here is no record of his selection, Bro. 
Raymond Miller was made a deacon about 1926 or 1927. 

These men were selected by ballot at the regular business meetings and a council called together 
ordained them as deacons at the time of or shortly after their selection. The last three remain, the others 
having filed their place in God's scheme of life have passed on to that "building not made with hands." 

In our Sunday School work many of our members have been engaged. How many have been teachers 
and other workers we can not now tell but in these 50 years, 15 have served as Superintendents. A great 
many have passed to their reward and but few remain. As we read the list, to us older ones, familiar fig¬ 
ures come to our minds eye characteristic words, gestures and poses flash before us as in memory we 
recall them. There was evidently a Sunday school during 1886. We seem to have a dim recollection, but 
the record gives L. E. Jones as the first superintendent selected by this church in May 1887 and we all, 
that is those of us whose heads are touched by the winter of life, recall the kindly old man. Never an ora¬ 
tor, sometimes impatient with our youthful thoughtlessness, but he had a way with children, and we all 
loved him and he served our Sunday school many years successfully, then comes John Morath, J. T. 
Tubbs, Jas. Luck, jr., W. T. Russell, C. W. Dodson, Maurice Abel, C. W. Storke, Arthur Luck, Albert Hays, 
Mary DeWitt, Nettie Wright and Ray E. Wood, the present incumbent. 

Many of our members have come to us through the Sunday school and looking back over these fifty years, 
we should be encouraged to go in our Master’s service. 

Six men have been licensed to preach the Gospel, according to Baptist tradition, by this church. Five are 
still actively engaged with our Father’s business. They are: Norman Luck, licensed August 1890; Arthur 
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Taylor, September 1891; W. E. Lowe, April 1894; J. Murray Taylor, May, 1894; C. W. Storke, April 1910, and 
James Luck, sr., Jan 1894 and whose work ended in April 1917. 

These men have gone to and fro over our country with the good tidings. Who can tell where the influence 
of this old church will end. Lowe and Storke were ordained ministers of the Gospel according to Baptist 
custom at this church. Lowe in April 1902 and Storke the fifth Sunday in June 1912. 

So today we come to mark the fiftieth year of our church life. Many more things might be said of the flow 
and ebb of communal life, of the trials and troubles of our church life which come to all churches; of things 
done and not done, of how we dug a well on the school lot, put an addition on our building, of series of 
meetings that stirred the community to its core, but time forbids and what’s done is in the hands of God. 
For the future of Belle-Haven, that too is in His hands. We pray for many years of usefulness to this locali¬ 
ty. So, confident that our God, who see the sparrow fall, will bring about what He has planned for Belle- 
Haven. And knowing that whatever that is, it is best, we bequeath to the coming generations the mantle 
our fathers left to us. May God richly bless them in their work at Belle-Haven.

MARINES TAKING 50,000 ACRES FOR QUANTICO 

Large Section of Stafford Will Be Occupied at Once 

About 250 Families Numbering Some 1,000 People Must Move On Short Notice. Agencies to Help With 
Relocation. 

Area to be used to train Officers in War Methods. 

The Navy Department moved swiftly today to acquire some 50,000 acres of land in Stafford, Prince William 
and Fauquier Counties to expand the Marine base at Quantico. 

The bulk of the land - between 25,000 and 30,000 acres - lies in Stafford county and residents of the area 
have been notified to move out by October 26. County Agent W. L. Browning of Stafford estimated today that 
between 200 and 250 families live in the area, numbering between 750 and 1,000 individuals, and that it 
comprises roughly one-sixth of the county. 

Because the territory wanted at once for additional officer-training facilities at the Marine Corps base is that 
in Stafford, persons residing in the Prince William and Fauquier areas will be given another month to evacu¬ 
ate their farms and homes. 

RELOCATION MEETING 

Mr. Browning said that meeting would be held in his office in the post office building here at 9:30 a.m. 
Wednesday to map plans for assisting families to relocate. Attending will be Aubrey N. Daffan, Farm 
Security Administration Supervisor, Levert P. Graves, chairman of the Agricultural War Board of Stafford 
and other interested citizens. 

Mr. Browning issued an urgent appeal that persons having farms to rent or sell, or needing farm work¬ 
ers, to notify his office at once. It is imperative, he pointed out, that farmland and homes be found immedi¬ 
ately for the evacuees. 

The area in Stafford to be taken over for the Marine Corps extends along the west side of Route 1 
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from the north east county line at Choppawamsic Run southward to Aquia Creek Run, near the crucifix 
on Route 1, thence west along Aquia Run and Route 213 to the Fauquier County boundary. Virtually all 
the northwest portion of the county embraced in Rock Hill District will be lost to Stafford. 

AQUIA DISTRICT LAND 

A narrow neck of land running from Boswell’s Corner and Choppawamsic Run eastward tot he 
Potomac River also will be acquired. Rectory Post Office is on the southern boarder of the neck, which is 
in Aquia District. 

A preliminary survey map shows that in the area to be lopped off Stafford are such post offices and 
well known landmarks as Bridwell’s Corner, Mount, Rectory, Garrison’s Corner. Dodson’s Shop and 
Shacklette. Also three churches, Shiloh, Macedonia and Mount Zion. The area also contains the 
Choppawamsic white school and one colored elementary school. 

it was reported that Superintendent of Schools T. Benton Gayle was requested yesterday to close the 
Choppawamsic school today so that it can be converted at once into a headquarters for appraisers and 
the administrative staff handling the land acquisition. 

Mr. Browning said a survey would start immediately to count the number of people in the territory the 
Marine Corps will take and to determine what is best to do for them and how they can be most advanta¬ 
geously relocated. This action must not be put off a day, he said. 

SUBMARGINAL LAND 

The area was described by the Navy Department as comprising much submarginal land and relatively 
small amount of cultivated or grazing lands. 

Only the pressure of the war emergency compelled the Navy Department to act so speedily in seek¬ 
ing the expansion of the Quantico base, it was said. Mr. Browning had not heard of the plan until yester¬ 
day, nor is it believed that anyone else in Stafford possessed advance information. 

Survey crews and appraisers are already at work. Mr. Browning said Navy authorities told him that 
they hoped to finish up this work quickly and to pay for the land as it is appraised instead of waiting until 
prices and been determined for large areas. This was held to be a benefit to the people forced to move out 
and unlike the method followed in taking over land in Caroline County for the A. P. Hill Military 
Reservation. 

The additional land will increase the present Marine Corps reservations to five or six times its present 
size. Every effort will be made to help families resettle and if necessary some of them may be loaned 
money for this purpose. Mr. Browning stated. 

TRAINING FOR WAR 

Mr. Browning, Mr. Graves and several other county leaders were called into conference at Quantico 
yesterday and given their first information of the Navy Department’s plans to acquire 50,000 more acres 
for expansion of the Quantico reservation. They were told that the area would be used to train officers for 
the kind of fighting they will encounter in the Solomon Islands and elsewhere in the Pacific. 

There seems to be no chance that the areas to be chopped off the three counties will return to private 
ownership after the war. The Navy Department said it "will become a permanent basic Marine Corps facility." 

First legal steps toward the acquisition of the land already have been taken in Federal Court for the 
Eastern District of Virginia. The court yesterday formally awarded legal possession of the lands to the gov¬ 
ernment, but actual title will not be required until surveys and appraisals of the properties have been made. 
MAY HOLD MEETINGS 

It is probable that community meetings will be held in the areas to discuss problems relating to the 
evacuation. The boards also will aid farmers in caring for livestock and machinery, and will assist in provid¬ 
ing temporary employment where possible. Plans will be worked out by the Navy and War Boards for sal¬ 
vage of usable building and terials.

"This site,” it was said, "has the advantage of being convenient to the United States Marine Corps 
barracks and of being largely made up of unoccupied or sparsely settled lands of broken or rolling terrain, 
with streams and heavily wooded acres, and should prove an excellent training ground for the rigorous 
activities for which our Marines must be prepared."

HUGE TRACE OF PRINCE WILLIAM AND STAFFORD TAKEN 

Government Will Expand Quantico 

Land In Prince William and Stafford To Be Purchased. 

SOME RESIDENTS WILL BE MOVED FROM HOMES 

A 50,000 acre expansion of the Marine Base at Quantico, Va., will provide permanent additional facili¬ 
ties for the training of officer personnel, Marine Corps headquarters announced yesterday. 

The Navy Department is undertaking to purchase the properties making up the tract in Prince William, 
Fauquier and Stafford Counties, and the announcement disclosed that the move would require the evacua¬ 
tion of a "number of residents" from settlements in the area. The addition will increase the size of the pre¬ 
sent base many times. 

The Eastern Virginia Federal District court already has awarded legal possession of the lands to be 
government, but actual title will not be taken until surveys and appraisals shall have been made. 

A navy office will be established in the area to keep residents advised of the process of acquisition, 
with the Department of interior handling land surveys. Title information will be obtained without expense to 
the property owners. 

Residents will not have to move until notified to do so by representatives of the Navy, the announce¬ 
ment said. 

"In the meantime," it said, "State and county war boards which have been established by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture will cooperate with the Navy by assisting in the evacuation of residents who will 
be required to move to other locations. 

"The war boards will be advised by the Navy Department as to just which properties will be taken and 
the dates on which they must be vacated and meetings under their direction will be held in the locality to 
discuss the various problems which arise. "These war boards also will assist farmers in locating new 
farms, in caring for livestock and machinery and will aid in providing temporary employment where possi¬ 
ble. Plans will be worked out by the navy and war boards for salvage of usable building material." 

MUST MOVE BY OCTOBER 30 

Twenty-five or 30 leading Stafford County citizens, under the direction of W. L. Browning, county agent and 
secretary of the Stafford Agricultural War Board, this week with make a hurried but complete survey of the 
people and homes in the 30,000 acres taken from the county by the navy for the enlargement of the 
Quantico Marine Base by 50,000 additional acres. The Navy has notified Stafford people to move out of 
their homes by October 26. 

"Quick action is necessary," says Browning. 

"To see all the people living in the area; find out what they are doing, what they can do; what they 
wish to do, every effort will be made to find permanent or temporary homes and work for them." 

Browning estimates that 1,000 people are living in 250 homes in the 30,000 Stafford County areas, 
most of which is the northwestern portion of the county, north of Aquia Creek. The aim is to complete the 
survey by Friday. 

Plans for the survey and other plans to help people in the quick removal from their homes were made 
Wednesday morning in Browning’s office in Fredericksburg Postoffice Building, attended by 40 county 
leaders, including Aubrey N Daffan, FSA supervisor; Levert P. Graves, chairman county Agricultural War 
Board, and Robert Estes, chairman of the county Board of Supervisors. 

Browning appeals to all having farms for sale or rent, or who can furnish work or jobs for evacuees to 
get in touch with him in his Fredericksburg office. 

PRINCE WILLIAM EVACUATION PLANS 

Plans for evacuating approximately 150 Prince William County rural families in the area affected by the 
expansion of the Quantico Maine Reservation were made Wednesday, October 7, at a meeting at the County 
Agents office at Manassas. 

A local agricultural committee headed by William H. Wheeler, Chairman of the Prince William county 
USDA War Board, will assist affected farmers. 

The area to be acquired in Prince William County consists of approximately 15,000 acres in Coles 
and Dumfries Districts. 

While the exact boundaries of the tract cannot be determined until surveys now being made are 
completed, the Navy Department has announced that the Prince William area of the expanded reserva¬ 
tion will be roughly bounded by a line beginning in Triangle at the corner of the US. Marine Reservation 
on State Route No. 626 and following along State Routes Numbers 616 and 619 to their intersection 
with Road No. 646 from Independent Hill to its crossing with Cedar Run, then southwesterly along 
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Cedar Run to the Fauquier County line. 


Huge Acreage For Marines 

Jury To Be Named To Ascertain Price For Present Owners 

The Federal government has condemned 50,000 acres of land in Prince William, Fauquier and Stafford 
Counties for extension of the Marine Cops barracks at Quantico, according to an order of immediate pos¬ 
session filed in U. S. District Court here today. 

Notices that the United States will apply to District Court in Alexandria November 16 for the appointment 
of a jury to ascertain just compensation for the land involved are to be sent to the three counties and their 
tax collectors. 

According to a map which was filed with the order, the territory to be acquired is approximately seven 
times that of the present Marine reservation. 

Largest part of the condemned land is in Stafford County. The boundaries run from the reservation 
along Acquia Creek, striking the Fauquier County line on the west and the Prince William County line on 
the north. 

Points in Stafford County which are condemned are Rectory Post Office, Boswell’s store, Mount Post 
Office, Macedonia, Onvilie Post Office, Shiloh, Ruby, Stafford’s store, Bridwell’s Corner, Dodson’s Shop, 
Garrison’s Corner, Shacklett, Black Rock, Bellefair Mill, Mt. Zion and Chopawamsic. 

The area to be acquired in Fauquier County is a triangle bounded by Prince William and Stafford County 
lines and Dorrell’s Run. In Prince William County the line runs from Triangle to Kopp on the Joplin Road, 
Northward to Independent Hill and along Cedar Run to Fauquier County. 

Federal Judge Luther B. Way signed papers in the condemnation proceeding yesterday at Norfolk. Papers 
were prepared by Harry H. Holt, special attorney for the Department of Justice, and L. S. Richardson, 
assistant secretary.

QUANTICO: The way it was 

While the war against Nazism raged across the seas, several hundred Stafford residents faced their own 
struggle-not just to keep the home fires going, but to even have a place to call home. 

In October 1942, the U.S. government pulled the rug out from under 250 families in Stafford, Prince William 
and Fauquier counties when it seized 50,000 acres for use as a military training facility. The northwestern 
Stafford area-not part of Quantico Marine Corps Base-had been home for generations to some of the fami¬ 
lies, who viewed Uncle Sam’s actions the way the rest of the world looked down on a certain German dictator. 
"Here all the sons were over there fighting and then you were told you had to move out," recalled Andrew 
Samsky, who vividly remembers having to leave the family farm. "They were over there fighting the same 
element that we were experiencing here. They ran us out and that’s the same thing Hitler did there. It was 
like a double jeopardy for us." 

Betty Ann Frazier Wirman, another transplanted resident, had similar memories. "We weren’t in the war [in 
that no battles were fought on American soil] but we had our own little war going on here." 

More than 40 years have passed since the government took over the land, but decades haven't dimmed 
the memories of the surviving families. Many of them gathered recently at the Quantico Rod and Gun Club 
to talk about the way it was-and the way the displacement changed their lives. 

"Can you imagine relocating 50,000 acres of families, telling them, ‘You’ve got to be out by such and 
such a time?" asked Joe Duffey, recalling the shock and indignation that went along with the displacement. 
"If the time had been now, there would have been a lot of lawsuits over this.” 

People had no legal recourse then - and no alternatives. "They gathered up their stuff and got out," said 
Charles Riley. "Some training had already started taking place, and there were troops all over the area." 
Most of the 250 families-or approximately 1,000 people-made their living from the land. People had just 
gotten over the Depression, so material things -and padded bank accounts-weren’t exactly prevalent. In 
face, when asked for pictures from the era, many residents had little to show in the way of family photo 
albums. "In those days we were poor people," said George King, Jr., whose family lived in Stafford Springs 
from 1840 until the government’s takeover in 1942. "When folks came down from Washington with cam¬ 
eras, that's about the only time pictures were taken." 

Likewise, transportation was as scarce as electrical poles, so people stayed close to home merely 
because it was too hard to go anywhere else. 

"You have to remember that for a lot of those people, who were displaced, that was their world," said Riley. 
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"They were born and raised within a 10-mile radius and that’s all they knew. 

So, imagine their reaction when the government announced they must leave their land immediately. Some 
were given as little as two to three weeks' notice - with no suggestions for relocation and no money to 
help with the move. 

"It scared the people to death," recalled Florence Weaver. What made it worse, she said, was that people 
didn’t suspect a thing. "They saw surveyors out in the yard" but had no idea why they were there. 
Government agents had worked with court officials in the three counties to determine names of landown¬ 
ers. "It was a highly secret thing," Samsky surmised. "I think they had sworn the clerks of the court to 
secrecy." 

Robert Bridwell thinks the government threatened bodily harm if anybody leaked a word of the impending 
seizure. "They probably told the clerks they’d shoot ’em." 

Some families came home from the fields to find eviction notices tacked to their doors; Annie Patton's fami¬ 
ly read the notice in the paper and had 18 days to move. Others on the outer fringes weren’t notified at the 
same time, so they began to have false hopes of security. 

"They took the land in increments, so people got their hopes raised and they thought, 'Maybe they'll go 
on and leave us alone.’ But they kept taking more and more," said Duffey. 

With such short notice, many of the farmers had to leave crops standing in the fields and pigs and chick¬ 
ens in the pens. 

"We lost a lot of stuff," said Samsky, recalling how difficult it was to move 120 head of cattle and to clear 
out the family’s 366 acres. In addition, the Marine has already started training before some of the folks 
found new homes. "They were firing guns in our front yard before we moved out." 

Many folks familiar with Quantico tell takes about hogs left to run wild on the base because their owners 
couldn’t round them up and take them with them. They were difficult to corral because most pigs weren't 
penned in those days, but roamed freely, recalled Duffey. 

"There was a guy who got a contract for garbage and he’d drive a truck through the fields and the pigs 
would come out of the woods squealing and screaming,” Duffey said. In the years after the farmers left, 
the pigs prospered. 

"For many, many years afterward they were slaughtering wild hogs up there," Duffey said about hunters 
who were allowed on the base. 

"Some of those hogs went clean to Independent Hill," Samsky claimed. 

Charles Barber, who is pictured in front of his home, which is still standing, recalled that his father was 
given permission to return to his land to chop and shuck corn. "But there were a lot of chickens running 
loose. It was a bad situation. They had troops there shooting rifles and all." 

Despite how much time residents were given to move, they all faced a similar quandary-finding available 
and affordable, property. The government didn’t offer any upfront money; in fact, some residents like 
Samsky’s family weren't paid until after the war. 

"To add insult to injury," Duffey recalled, the government paid only for land, not for homes or outbuildings. 
Soon after word of the base seizure was announced, property values around the Quantico quadrant sky¬ 
rocketed. Samsky’s family looked at a dairy farm that was on the market for $75,000. 

Two weeks after word of the base action went public, the price jumped to $170,000. 

Katherine Decatur Horton’s family took out a loan to buy a new place. “I remember my daddy had to go to 
the bank and borrow $900. That was a lot of money.” 

As difficult as the relocation was for the residents-who moved in with other family members or pur¬ 
chased small bungalows as make-do measures-people remember the loss of the social structure even 
more. Seven churches were land used for the base, and along with them, graveyards and family cemeter¬ 
ies from several generations. 

“The worst thing in my mind is the way they took up all the bodies," said Horton. "I think that was the one 
thing that kept with me all that time. Everywhere you went, that was the conversation, ‘So-and-so was 
taken up.’ People were still around where you could see what they [the gravediggers] were doing.” 
Gravediggers were hired to move the plots, but some dug up only skulls, while others took post-hole dig¬ 
gers and exhumed handfuls of dirt to make the move look legitimate, Samsky said. "It was a panic." 

But many, like Barber, couldn’t dwell on the graves. "We didn’t have time to worry about them." Samsky 
added: "We were more worried about the living." 

Since the seizure, some people have returned to their home sites, and they still refer to local landmarks 
and familiar family names. But for many, it’s just not the same. 

"After I had grown up, I would take my father back and point to different things, but he was very upset," 
said Wirman. "He never got over it." 
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That was the case for many, King said. "The older people never thought that such a thing would hap¬ 
pen, and some of the older farmers never recovered from it." 

Meanwhile, those who made up the younger generation at the time-who are now in their 60s and 
70s-got on with their lives. They built homes, raised families and never gave much thought to the govern¬ 
ment taking over their lives again. 

"Lightning doesn’t strike in the same place twice," Duffey said.

Lives turned upside down 

250 families were displaced suddenly in 1942 when the Quantico Marine Corps Base was expanded. 
Some still resent the government takeover. 

The Way it Was is an occasional feature, written by local residents, about people, places and events in the 
Fredericksburg area's past. 

It was the fall of 1942 and World War II was raging abroad. At home, there was another kind of 
upheaval when 1,000 area residents, mostly in the Northern part of Stafford County, were uprooted 
abruptly to make way for the expansion of Quantico Marine Corps Base. 

A whole way of life was changed for these residents, and the ramifications of the government takeover 
are felt today. 

The 250 families were given only 20 days to move their households, in spite of heavy rains and little help 
from the government. Crop harvests, schools, families and land were disrupted, but the families had to 
pack up and move themselves and their livestock. 

Many of these rural farm families still used horse and wagons for transportation. Even at the physical 
move was not a problem, wartime housing was hard to find in the Fredericksburg area. For most, money 
was scarce. 

The people were forced to move so that the land could be used as a training ground for officers bound for 
the Solomon Islands and elsewhere in the Pacific. 

Today, the area houses the Marines and other government agencies, such as the FBI. 

"Marines Taking 50,000 for Quantico," headlined the Oct. 6, 1942, Free Lance-Star. "Large Section of 
Stafford Will Be Occupied at Once" was the subtitle. 

"The Navy Department moved swiftly today to acquire some 50,000 acres of land in Stafford, Prince 
William and Fauquier Counties to expand the Marine base at Quantico," reported the newspaper. 

"The bulk of the land - between 25,000 and 30,000 acres - lies in Stafford County and residents of the area 
have been notified to move out by October 26. County Agent W.l. Browning of Stafford estimated today that 
between 200 and 250 families live in the area, numbering between 750 and 1,000 individuals, and that it 
comprises roughly one sixth of the county. 

"Because the territory wanted at once for additional officer training facilities at the Marine Corps base is 
that in Stafford, persons residing in the Prince William and Fauquier areas will be given around month to 
evacuate their farms and homes." 

The main base at Quantico, first established in 1917 as a training camp for World War It’s military, has 
been called "The Crossroads of the Corps" because Marine officers undergo their initial training there. 
They often return to Quantico to attend other training schools. 

The name "Quantico" comes form an Indian word meaning "by the large stream" That stream is the 
Potomac River, which borders the eastern fringes of the camp. 

In 1942, County Agent Browning issued "an urgent appeal that persons having farms to rent or sell, or 
needing farm workers, to notify his office at once. It is imperative, he pointed out, that farmland and homes 
be found immediately for the evacuees." 

The area in Stafford taken over by the Marine Corps extended along the west side of U.S. 1 from the 
northeast county line at Chopawamsic Run southward to Aquia Creek Run, near the Crucifix on U.S. 1, 
then wet along Aquia Run and State Route 213 to the Fauquier County boundary. Almost all of the north¬ 
western portion of the county in the Rock Hill District would be taken, according to the newspaper. 

"A narrow neck of land running from Boswell's Corner and Chopawamsic Run eastward to the Potomac 
River was also acquired," The Free Lance-Star reported. 

The area to be removed from Stafford County’s tax rolls included such landmarks as Bridwell's Corner, 
Mount, Rectory, Garrison’s Corner, Dodson’s Shop and Shacklette. Three churches, Shiloh, Macedonia 
and Mount Zion, where also in the area, as well as two schools in the Chopawamsic area. 

The Marines asked T. Benton Gayle, superintendent of schools, to close the Chopawamsic school as 
soon as possible so that it could be converted into a headquarters for appraisers and the administrative 
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staff handling the land acquisition. 

The area to be taken was described by the Navy Department as comprising much submarginai land 
and a relatively small amount of cultivated or grazing land. 

"Only the pressure of the war emergency compelled the Navy Department to act so speedily in seeking 
the expansion of the Quantico base, it was said. Mr. Browning had not heard of the plan until yesterday nor 
is it believed that anyone else in Stafford possessed advance information," reported the newspaper. 

"Survey crews and appraisers are already at work. Mr. Browning said Navy authorities told him that they 
hoped to finish up this work quickly and to pay for the land as it is appraised instead of waiting until prices 
have been determined for large areas. This was held to be a benefit to the people forced to move out and 
unlike the method followed in taking over land in Caroline County for the A.P. Hill Military Reservation." 
Officials vowed to help families resettle.

Monday, Oct. 26, 1942, was the deadline for citizens vacating the first 20,000 acres, in the northwestern 
portion of Stafford. The Free Lance Star of Oct. 26 reported that "every person in the area moved out. 
There are 750 persons evacuated comprising 150 families. About 85 percent of those were white people, 

15 percent colored. 

"The evacuation was accomplished despite the recent floods which overflowed parts of the area and dam¬ 
aged bridges and highways." 

Agent Browning speculated that many of the families found other land in Stafford County. 

Another 10,000 acres had to be evacuated by Dec. 5. That area contained about 100 families made up 
of 500 people. 

The newspaper reported: "Browning said the Navy Department is already moving hundreds of bodies from 
all the church cemeteries in the 20,000 acres and plans to move all bodies also from private cemeteries, 
and then to do this in the remaining 10,000 acres. 

"The Navy has established a new cemetery to which the bodies will be taken and interred, outside of the 
maneuver area but inside the property acquired by the Navy." 

For some residents, the evacuation was the second time they had been forced to move the Marines. The 
first evacuation occurred when the base began in 1917. 

Some animosity toward the 62,000 acre base continues today. 

Stafford residents were naturally dismayed at their evacuation. Many had lived on their farms for gen¬ 
erations. The move disrupted a lifetime of living in a rural area when they knew everyone and had gath¬ 
ering spots. 

Some complained that little or not help was given by the local, state, or national governments. Many felt 
that the family reburials were incomplete. Some former residents left the area for good. 

One resident said that his son had gone to fight the war in Europe and save the world, but be could not save 
his own farm.

Marines invade Stafford Store

Raymond Tolson was playing in the front yard with is brother one autumn afternoon in 1942 when a uni¬ 
formed Marine Corps officer walked up with some bad news. 

It was an evacuation order and the Tolson family, along with other residents living in the small village of 
Stafford Store, would have to pack up and move out within a few weeks to make way for increased military 
operations on the expanding Quantico Marine Corps base. 

The Marines were soon on maneuvers in the Tolsons’ yard and corn fields, conducting war games com¬ 
plete with guns and military vehicles. 

"I remember seeing battles fought in our front yard," recalls Tolson, 72, who now lives in Dale City. "With 
the war going on, we knew then that one of these days the Marines would be taking over the area for 
more space.’One of these days’ came fast." 

The Tolsons and many other families were part of a wartime migration out of Stafford Store into the 
Independent Hill and Minnieville areas of southern Prince William County. 

In October 1942, the federal government took control of about 30,000 acres in northern Stafford County 
and 9,000 acres in Prince William and Fauquier counties to expand the Marine Corps base at Quantico to 
its present size. The Stafford land included approximately 300 homes. 
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With America’s effort in Word War II about to reach its peak, more land would be needed to train Marines 
who would soon be fighting for real against the Japanese and Germans. 

The village of Stafford Store soon vanished along with the many familiar farms, orchards and country 
roads that linked the tight-knit community. 

The roads of Stafford Store are no longer outlined on local road maps and the former street names 
have been replaced by military designations. 

Stafford Store in the early 1940s was much like the rest of Prince William of that day, with large sprawling 
farms and narrow country roads, Tolson said. Daily commutes consisted of going to the local store to buy 
some groceries - a trip of less than a mile for most residents. 

That all began to change with the order for Stafford Store residents to pack up their belongings and 
move off what would become the Marine Corps base, which now runs from the Potomac River west to 
Fauquier County, straddling the Prince William-Stafford border. 

Tolson, a retired Arlington County school teacher, vividly remembers helping his grandfather hitch up a 
team of horses to make the eight-mile trip to their new home in Prince William. 

“We traveled up Route 619 and turned onto Route 234 until we got to where Minnieville Road is today," 
Tolson said. "In those days, Minnieville Road was no wider than a cow path and all the roads were dirt. 
Back in Stafford Store, Tolson’s grandfather, Marion Tolson, was leaving behind not only his home, but a 
gas station and small store. Next to the store, Tolson recalls, was the local undertaker who made coffins 
for around $25 to $30 apiece. 

Tolson’s mother had been the postmaster for the small town. 

The Tolsons and other Stafford Store residents started a new life in Prince William. 

"Those with big farms got pretty good settlements from the government and picked up were they left off," 
Tolson said. "We hardly got enough to more ...much less buy new land.” 

One of the purchases the Tolsons made was a 57-acre tract with an old farm house that was fixed up 
for the family. The home needed work, but Tolson's father, Richard was a carpenter and up to the task. He 
built three more homes for other family members. 

The move for Tolson, who was 16 at the time, also meant a change in schools. Having attended the 
Chopawamsic School in Stafford, he spent his junior and senior years at Occoquan High School, where 
Occoquan Elementary School is located today. 

Despite the move, everyone’s main focus was on the war. Tolson’s father did his part by traveling up to 
Alexandria to work at the torpedo factory on the Potomac River waterfront. The family considered making 
the bustling city their new home, but it was simple too crowded, Tolson said. 

During the second World War, traffic on the muddy roads of Prince William consisted mainly of military 
vehicles. 

"One day our truck got stuck in the mud and we thought help was coming when some Marines drove by 
on maneuvers," Tolson said. "They simply pushed us off to the side of the road and kept going." 

Furious over their treatment, Tolson’s mother wrote a detailed letter to President Franklin Roosevelt 
describing the encounter. Such an act today would have garnered at least an FBI file reference, but Tolson 
said that some weeks later, the federal government sent out a crew to repair and tar the road - a first for 
their community. 

Tolson joined the Navy shortly after graduating high school and served the remaining two years of the 
World War II as a crewman aboard a patrol bomber flying off the East Coast. 

Tolson and his wife, Eloise, still live in a home he built with his father near present-day land develop¬ 
ments and subdivisions on Minnieville Road near Cardinal Drive. 

Today the highways are all paved, are wider and more crowded than when his family first arrived more 
than 50 years ago, but he has no regrets. 

"Living in his area has been pretty nice and we've had some good neighbors," Tolson said. "My (five) chil¬ 
dren grew up well and they’ve all been successful." 

Four of Tolson's children completed college and he has a grandson serving in the Marine Corps. If he 
stays in the service long enough, Tolson said, the grandson will probably be stationed near the old family 
home - Quantico Marine Corps base - sooner or later.

ORDINATION OF MINISTERS 

IN 

POTOMAC ASSOCIATION 


At Upperville, Virginia, September 19, 1935, the Potomac 
Association adopted the following report affecting the Ordina¬ 
tion and Discipline of Ministers: 

We submit the recommendations of the General Association 
Committee, together with our own. 

X. Recommendations of the General Association Committee: 

(1.) That each district association be requested to appoint 
each year at its annual session a Committee on Ordination composed 
of five or more of its members, for the purpose of co-operating with 
the local church that desires to ordain one of its members. 

(2.) That the General Association go on record as ex¬ 
pressing the belief that when a local church absolutely disregards 
the Ordination Committee in the District Association of which it is 
a member, and will not co-operate with it in any way, that such 
local church should assume the responsibility for the welfare of the 
man thus ordained and not the whole denomination. 

(3.) That when it becomes evident there is among us an 
unworthy preacher, one calculated to make trouble and bring re¬ 
proach upon the church and the ministry, the ministers of the 
District Association in which the offending preacher is located should 
take action, if the church which ordained him will not, or if that 
church has gone out of existence or is in another state. An Advisory 
Council on discipline could be created in the District Association and 
the case dealt with in the wisest possible way. The ordaining 
church, the offending preacher, and the Recording Secretary of the 
General Association should be notified of this action. 

(4.) That the District Associations be furnished a copy of 
this report and be requested that a good time be provided in its 
program for a full discussion of the same. 

2. Our Recommendations for the Potomac Association. 

(1) That the above recommendations be printed in our 
Minutes for the information of the churches. 

(2) That the Pastors of the Potomac Association compose 
the Examining Council for the Potomac Association. 

(3.) That the clerk of the church desiring an ordination 
notify all of the pastors of the time and place set for the examina¬ 
tion of candidates for the ministry. 

(4.) That the clerk of the Examining Council notify 
the Clerk of the Association of the action of the Examining Council. 

(5.) That the Clerk of the Association make record of the 
action of the Examining Council for the information of the Associa¬ 
tion. 

(6.) That the Church asking for the examination be re¬ 
quested to refrain from arranging for the ordination until after 
they receive the report of the Examining Council. 

(7.) That the Pastors of the Association compose the 
Committee on Discipline reporting their findings to the interested 
church, or churches, to the offending minister, to the Recording 
Secretary of the General Association of Virginia, and to the Clerk 
of the Potomac Association.

‘Cousin Ray’ hails from 'Kopp

Each morning at 3 a.m. Raymond 
"Cousin Ray" Wooifenden null out 
of bed to £D to wodc. 

He amves at work at 4 am and 
normally works until long past 
darkness, often 14 or 15 hours. 

This would be quite a chon far a 
young man—but Cousin Ray is 75 
yean old. 

Cousin Ray comes from a lone 
line of Woofandens who wen hard 
workers and pioneers in settling in 
Prince William County. 

In fact Cousin Ray was bom in a 
town that no longer even ex¬ 
ists—Kbpp. 

The town, located off Route 619 
near Independent HOI once had a 
post office, church and school but it 
disappeared off the face of the earth 
ih 1945 when the U. S. government 
bulldozed it down as part of Quan- 
dco Marine Corps Base. 

Cousin Ray's grandfather, 
Thomas W. Wooifenden, was a Bap¬ 
tist minister who founded and vir¬ 
tually built the Belle Haven Church 
at wnat was to become Kopp. 

Minister Wooifenden, a native of 
Baltimore, moved his family to that 
area in 1880 after deciding that Bal¬ 
timore was becomings 'sin city.' 

There was no church or school in 
. the area so he built Belle Haven 
.Church and named it sifter his wife 
.Isabelle in 1890. The Homes School 
Was erected in 1893 and educated 
tnany of the early families that came 
to the county.

The post office was 
closed on July 14,1928. 

The town also has the distinction 
of having the first telephone firm in

He has won hundreds of awards 
for his charity work and was named 
the Country Music Association na¬ 
tional *D.J. of the Year' in 1964.

TRIANGLE — A Civil War cemetery Is 
all that remains of the lost town of Kopp, 
now a grassy area of the Quantico Mar¬ 
ine Corps base. 

At 74. Raymond Woolfenden Is one of 
the few who still remember the village, 
which once stood o(T Joplin Road in 
southeastern Prince William County. 
The town evolved on land once owned by 
his grandfather. 


Looking back _ 

"My granddad fqught In the the Civil 
War for the north,'* Woolfenden said. 
“He was starved to death, and [farmers 
In Prince Wllllaml hid him ... and got 
him back to health. He loved the people 
and the county so." 

Thomas Woolfenden Sr. fell Baltimore 
after the war and paid $326 for the farm 
that sheltered him and Its surrounding 
380 acres. In 1885, he built a church to 
serve the growing community and 
named the new Belle Haven Baptist 
Church after his wife, whose “eyes 
looked like heaven." Across the street he 
erected a one-room school. 

“My grandfather built It because there 
was no school or church In the area." 
Woolfenden said. “The nearest school 
was six or seven miles away." 

On Oct. 4. 1901, the community 
named Itself Kopp. although Woolfenden 
said he does not know why. Two years 
later. Woolfenden's uncle. James Luck 
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Ray Woolf endsn was bom In ttw lost 
vmage of Kopp. 

of Kopp, became the president and' 
manager of the Manassas and Dumfries 
Telephone Co., one of the area's first 
telephone companies. 

For the Woolfenden family, Kopp re¬ 
mained the homestead for many years. 
Raymond Woolfenden was bom In Sep¬ 
tember 1916. a month before his father 
died. 

“We moved to Quantico when I was 3. 
but every weekend I rode bread trucks 
back to Kopp to stay with my granddad," 
he said. ‘Granddad and I used to walk 
all day. going from one farm to the other. 

When Woolfenden was 5. his grand¬ 
father taught him to dance and play the 
string Instruments. After World War II, 
he played In a Jamboree show that was 
broadcast on the radio In Akron, Ohio. 

Woolfenden returned to Prince Wil¬ 


liam In 1973 and bought WPWC-AM. 
named for his grandfather's utterances 
upon moving to Kopp —'Wonderful 
Prince William County. 

He switched the format to country, 
blue grass and gospel music from hard 
rock. 

Still active In the station's daily opera¬ 
tions. Woolfenden Is the morning disc 
Jockey, on the air from 5 a.m. to 9 a.m. 

Once ofT the air. he volunteers time In 
the community and occasionally shows 
Interested visitors the remains of Kopp. 

There used to be a cider press and 
hundreds of apple orchards and a cou¬ 
ple hundred bee hives.' he continued. 
They would load the apples Into the 
press, and they had mules to turn the 
whepl. 

Wild turkeys and deer were here by 
the hundreds.' he added. We grew all of 
our food and bought onty thread and cof¬ 
fee. We made our own syrup and sugar." 

Kopp’s gradual disappearance began 
on July 14. 1928 when its post office 
closed down. In 1940. most of the com¬ 
munity of about 100 vacated the area 
when the federal government bought the 
property to be used as a Marine base. 

Today, the foundation of the one-room 
school and a cemetery are all that re¬ 
mains of the town. Flowers now stand 
on the marked and unmarked graves. 
One tombstone simply reads "Alive" — 
"Still alive In heaven." Woolfenden add¬ 
ed. 

“Many were burled here without any 
markers," he said. "Most are of those 
who died In 1918. Others are some 
southern boys who died In the Civil War. 
It’s the silent spot of the world."
